Englewood Ave. 
Man Attacked 


Police are looking for a man 
described as having “a friendly manner” 
who bound and gagged a Winchester 
resident in his Englewood rd. home after 
assaulting him with a fireplace log. 

David Eaton of 41) Englewood rd., told 
police he was in Boston in the Combat 
Zone around 2:30 a.in. Monday. Eaton 
said after he left a bar in the area, he 
found himself too intoxicated to drive and 
accepted the offer of a stranger to drive 
Eaton to Winchester. 

The stranger, described in police 
reports as approximately 30 years of age, 
5’ 10” tall with a medium build and 
complexion, short black hair and a black 
mustache. He was wearing a blue jacket. 
He was described in police reports as 
having a “friendly manner.” 

The pair arrived in Winchester 
around 3 a.m. and Eaton invited the 
driver in to use the telephone to call a 
friend. 

Noonan 
Project 
F unded 

Partial funding for the 18-unit elderly 
housing project at the Noonan School was 
approved by the Mass. Housing Finance 
Agency (MHFA) this week and in¬ 
dications are that full funding will be 
forthcoming as early as next month. 

At its monthly meeting Tuesday the 
agency voted to allocate $142,552 an¬ 
nually for 30 years from its Section 8 
federal funds to the Noonan Glen - 
complex Developers of the project, 
McNeil Associates of Westwood, now are 
looking for a $949,844 loan from MHFA to 
complete funding of the project. The 
committment to the loan will not be - 
discussed until the March meeting at the 
earliest but an MHFA spokesman said 
Tuesday’s action “was a positive sign.” 

“1 don’t feel the agency members 
would have agreed to the allocation if 
they didn’t feel that the loan com¬ 
mittment would be approved,” said 
Marty Vaananen of MHFA. 

The Section 8 funds would be allocated 
to the project annually for the life of the 
loan, expected to be 30 years, Vaananen 
said. 

The agency had earlier given site 
approval to the project and had asked 
McNeil to submit a mortgage ap¬ 
plication. That, Town Manager Thomas 
Groux said, was a sign that the project 
would be received favorably by the 
agency. 

“There’s no loan committment yet,” 
Groux said. “But inviting them to file an 
official application is generally an in¬ 
dication it is going to be approved.” 

McNeil Vice-President William Hoop 
III said he is optimistic that his firm will 
receive the funding because of the small 
size of the project. The 18 units pale in 
comparison to many other proposals that 
often consist of over 100 units. Hoop said. 

But competition for MHFA funding is

Once inside, Eaton offered the 
stranger a soft drink. While in the living 
room of Eaton’s home, the stranger 
assaulted him with a fireplace log; an 
assault which resulted in a number of 
lacerations on Eaton's face and head. 

After demanding money, the stranger 
pulled a knife and forced Eaton upstairs 
to the bedroom. There, Eaton was bound 
and gagged. His attacker told him if he 
moved, he would be killed. 

The attacker then cut the telephone 
lines in the bedroom and living room but 
didn’t find a third phone in the hallway. It 
was this phone that Eaton used to contact 
police after he’d freed himself. 

The attacker used Eaton’s 1977 
Pontiac Catilina to escape. The car is 
blue in color and bears Massachusetts 
registration X93 233. 

Eaton's bedroom was ransacked. 
Information on the items taken is 
presently unknown police reports said. 

In other action, police are in¬ 
vestigating a breaking and entering 
incident at O’Neils’s Pharmacy on 
Washington st. last Saturday in which 
drugs were taken. 

The drugs included Valium and 
Placidyl. Also taken in the incident were 
six wrist watches and 20 assorted cartons 
of cigarettes. 

Entry into the pharmacy was gained 
when the front glass was smashed, police 
reports said. 

A breaking and entering incident at a 
Nassau dr. residence resulted in the loss 
of $3,300 worth of diamond jewelry 
Sunday.

Scottish 

Curlers 

Visit 

Twenty Scottish women from the 
Royal Caledonian Curling Club of 
Edinburgh, Scotland, wound up their tour 
of eight American cities last week with a 
curling match and banquet at the Win¬ 
chester Country Club.

Condominiums Come To Winchester In Force

First, the American dream was to 
own your own home. 

You owned it and mowed the lawn 
and made the mortage payments 
every month. 

But that dream has been fading in 
the face of inflation and rising interest 
rates. 

Then there was the apartment. 

You rented it and the maintenance 
man mowed the lawn and you paid the 
rent every month. 

But you didn’t show a return on 
your investment. The rent went out 
every month and didn’t get you 
anything but a space to live in. It 
certainly didn’t get you anything to 
call your own. 

Now there are condominiums. 

Condos supposedly combine what 
are apparently the best charac¬ 


teristics of owning and renting 

You make the payments and own 
the condo and someone who works for 
the project mows the lawn and keeps 
things in order. 

Condominiums began as an inner 
city phenomenon. They were 
developed first in large metropolitian 
areas like Boston, where building 
space was limited or where there was 
a large amount ol existing housing 

That is no longer the case. 

Condominiums have come to the 
suburbs. 

What’s more, they’ve come to 
Winchester in force. 

Presently, the Parkview, a former 
apartment complex, is well into the 
condo conversion process at the 318- 
unit facility. 

In addition, a Boston-based 
developer has brought the Washington 


School and plans to turn the structure 
into an 18-unit condo project. 

Local developer Anthony Albiani 
plans to construct a 28-unit project on 
Park street. 

In addition, the Alternative School 
Re-Use Committee is currently 
soliciting proposals to convert the 
Wyman School building into a condo 
complex with no more than 18-units. 

Plans for a 250-unit condominium 
project off Cambridge st. were 
presented to the Planning Board in 
December by George Whitten, a local 
developer. 

Whitten said his sons, Chub and 
Rob, were proposing the plan for the 
90 acre Moss and Mahoney proper¬ 
ties. 

The units would be priced from 
$125,000 to $200,000 each, Whitten told 
the Planning Board. Developers are 


seeking a zoning change since the 
area is currently zoned for single 
family 

If zoning changes draw Planning 
Board and Town Meeting approval, 
construction on the project could get 
underway this summer with the first 
units available for sale by the spring 
of 1982. The project would be com¬ 
pleted by in 1986. 

At Parkview, where plans for 
condo conversion have been un¬ 
derway since early last year, Jon 
Heslin of Berndt Realty, the complex 
owners, said approximately 65 per¬ 
cent of the 318-units had been sold. 

The complex has condos ranging in 
price from $30,000 to $69,000. 

After a number of irate Parkview 
renters brought their case to Select¬ 
men last October, Berndt agreed to 
allow those residents 65 years of age 


or older to remain in their units with 
no rent increases barring cost-of- 
living increases. 

So far, Heslin said Monday, there 
have been “14 or 15“ lifetime leases 
issued to elderly tenants at the Park- 
view. 

Cost-of-living increases for elderly, 
residents would be based on the 
Consumer Index, Heslin explained 
and would be instituted in November 
and June “if necessary.” 

At the Parkview, studio and one- 
bedroom condos are selling best, 
according to Heslin. 

Tenants at the Parkview were to 
receive notices to terminate oc¬ 
cupancy Feb. 1 but owners had agreed 
njv to execute those orders until April

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Budget Plagued By ‘Unknowns’ 


While the Board of Assessors thinks a 
projected $645 million figure for property 
values is “the best projection at this point 
in time," they told Selectmen Monday it 
would be mid-April before the correct¬ 
ness of that figure can be documented. 

Meeting with Selectmen Monday, 
Board of Assessor Chairman Sumner 
Beale said the $645 million figure con¬ 
tained a three percent margin for error 
either way 

That three percent figure is based on 
computations made by assessors and 
Batten Associates, the Portland. Me. 
firm conducting the current revaluation, 
and represents a concensus of both 
Beale said 

Patten should have house inspections 
in town completed by mid-April. Beale 
told Selectmen. Commercial inspections 
should also be completed at that time, 
Beale said. 

The entire revaluation process is 
expected to be done by the July 1 
deadline. Beale said there was little 
chance the work would come in prior to 
that time. 

While Beale said he was satisfied with 
the way Patten was conducting the work, 
he said the Assessors had contacted the 
company, asking that additional per¬ 
sonnel be used in doing revaluation work. 

In an interview following the meeting 
with Selectmen. Beale said Assessors 
had become concerned with the “about 
excellerating the process” of revaluation 
and had contacted Patten. 

Patten responded, Beale said, by 
saying it would employ an additional two 
workers to do field surveys by mid- 
February with an additional two field 
workers added by mid-March. 

Those additions would bring the total 
number of field workers in town to eight, 
Beale explained. 

These workers would be added at no 
additional cost to the town, he said. 

“Some of it will be catch up work,” 
Beale told reporters, “and some of it will 
speed up the process but I’m not counting 
on moving up the July 1 deadline." 

Assessors expressed confidence that 
the $645 million figure would stand up. 

“I don't know if it will stand up with 


the State,” Beale said. “I assume it 
will.” 

Beale told Selectmen it was “highly 
unlikely" that tax bills could be mailed 
out by October 

Figures from the revaluation must be 
submitted to state officals for approval 
before impact notices can be mailed to 
taxpayers. 

Beale said he expected a 12-week time 
lag before hearing from the State on 
figure approval. 

Since it’s possible that the tax rate 
won’t be set until November, Selectman 
Hdward F. O’Connell said the town might 
have to consider borrowing money to 
meet it’s obligations. 

The Proposition 2.5 picture locally 
emerged from a selectmen’s budget 
session last Thursday little clearer than 
before. 

For example, cuts under 2.5 may total 
SLR million if the $645 million figure 
stands. 

If it doesn’t, that cut figure could be $3 
million. 

Couple these facts with the effect of 
2.5 on police, fire, municiple employee 
and teacher contracts, and the 2.5 picture 
is even more clouded. 

Those four contracts were the subject 
of an executive session last Thursday. 

Groux said at that time that he plans 
to continue meetings with union 
represenatives to see if concessions can 
be made on the part of the workers. 

The dilemna faced by Winchester is 
based on what O’Connell called last 
week, “a number of assumptions." 

If proposed changes in town policies, 
including an increase in water rates, the 
installation of a sewer user fee and the 
sale of town-owned property, draw Town 
Meeting approval, Winchester can ex¬ 
pect a shortfall of $1,773,777 in revenue in 
fiscal 82. 

However, if those changes don’t draw 
Town Meeting approval, that figure 
could be closer to $3,020,777. 

At this point in budget preparation, 
Selectmen are considering a 54 percent- 
46 percent split in providing funds. The 
School Committee would take the larger 
share of this division while the town 


would handle the remaining 46 percent. 

If the School Committee agrees to this 
division and cuts amounting to $3 million 
have to be made, schools will have to cut 
an additional $550,000 from it’s spending 
sheet. 

Should cuts total $3 million, the School 
Committee would have a shortfall of $1.5 
million., 

The School Committe has already 
proposed cuts totalling $1.4 million. 

Town Comptroller Alfanso Faggiano 
urged Selectmen to begin work on the 
budget, whether cuts stand at $1.8 million 
or $3 million, saying, “This is a high and 
a low and there’s nothing to say we can’t 
come up with another option.” 

Selectman Michael Saraco favored 
approaching the budget assuming $3 
million woul have to be trimmed. 

‘‘I would rather come in hard,” 
Saraco said, “because we’re going to 
have pressures on us." 

While saying he was opposed to using 
the $3 million figure, calling the it “scare 


tactics,” Chairman Wade Welch said, 
“What we’re trying to do is buy 18 
months." 

Welch said he believed the State 
Legislature will act to aid the cities and 
towns, at some point during the next year 
and a half. 

Welch also promised to meet the Feb. 
15 deadline of submitting the budget to 
Robert Frank’s Finance Committee. 

Groux pointed to three "big 
unknowns" Selectmen must deal with in 
preparing the fiscal 82 spending sheet. 
Those unknowns include whether the 
revaluation figure of $645 million is ac¬ 
curate, whether the State Department of 
Revenue will allow Winchester to use 
that figure and whether the School 
Committee will accept the 54-46 percent 
split. 

Selectmen will continue their con¬ 
sideration of these and other budgetary 
matters tonight at 7:30 at Town Hall. 
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Search For DPWDirector Continues 


The search for a Director of Public 
Works goes on as a six-member 
screening committee reviewing ap¬ 
plications continues to meet on Wed¬ 
nesday evenings. 

Winchester has been without a DPW 
Director since October when Walter 
Tonaszuck left that post to take a similar 
position with the town of Lexington. 

According to Rich White, an assistant 
to Town Manager Tom Groux, “the town 
has divorced itself from that process" 
until the committee comes up with the 
top three candidates for the post. 

At that time, White said, Groux will 
review the three candidates and make a 
recommendation to the Board of 
Selectmen. 

Target date for filing the post remains 
the same at March 1. 

The six-member screening committe 
is chaired by John McElwee. Other 





committee members include Donald E. 
Cullivan, James J. Fitzgerald Jr 
Thomas Kuhn, John P. Larkin and 
Sherman “Whip” Saltmarsh.

May Be Ready 
This Summer 

An enlarged and modernized Purity 
Supreme Supermarket is expected to be 
ready for business at the old First 
National site on Main st. by early sum¬ 
mer, according to a Purity official. 

Frank Giacomazzi, Vice-Preisdent of 
the Food Division, said the remodeling 
will "start very shortly" and added that 
the firm hopes to be able to open by early 
summer. 

He explained that the firm plans to 
add 10,000 square feet to the building to 
go along with the modernization of the 
inside facilities. 

"It will be a modern supermarket. We 
will add departments that are normally 
found in supermarkets but do them a 
little better," Giacomazzi said. 

Purity gained control of the site in 
October but owner Leo Kahn has 
declined to reveal the sale price. The deal 
included the entire 97,900 square foot 
parcel which includes the BayBank and 
Fotoniat adjacent to the supermarket. 
Giacomazzi said it has not been deter¬ 
mined yet what will become of those two 
buildings although he added that he 
expected the bank would stay there. 

Giacomazzi also saidKahn has not 
decided what he will do with the present 
Purity building downtown. He said the 
firm will probably hold on to it at least 
until the new supermarket opens. 

Town Manager Thomas Groux said 
the town is not actively pursuing the 
purchase of the property as a possible 
site for a new police and fire station 
complex but didn’t totally rule out the 
prospect. 

"Purity has not been in contact with 
us and to be truthful we haven’t given it 
much thought. I’m not sure there’s too 
much interest there," he said.

The Winchester Savings Bank’s most 
valuable asset is not locked away in a 
vault. 

Enthusiastic bank employees, 
beginning with President Robert 
Nickerson, consider their recently- 
acquired intern from a South African 
country to be a regular celebrity. 

Domenic Chipeth, 34, secretary to the 
board of directors of the largest batik in 
Zambia, was awarded a federally-funded 
Hubert Humphrey fellowship which 
allows professionals from third world 
countries to study here for one year. 

One of the three Zambians chosen, he 
competed with hundreds of applicants 
from his country who were screened by 
high officials in the government and 
members of the American embassy. 

"This has been exciting, to give 
Domenic the opportunity to study us," 
Nickerson said, "and we’re learning 
from him. too." 

Domenic is a short, robust man, ex¬ 
tremely polite and friendly, with a deep, 
hearty laugh and large expressive eyes 
which frequently lower to the ground as a 
gesture of humility. 

"1 feel very privileged. 1 have always 
had the belief that only the best prepared 
can give the best service. Zambia is a 
developing country in the first place and 
requires a lot of manpower," he said. "I 
hope that in a small way, I can offer my 
services to the government." 

Zambia, formerly Northern Rhodesia, 
is a republic slightly larger than the state 
of Texas. Life expectancy is 47 years, and 
there is 20 percent literacy among the 5.4 
million citizens. 

It is a land-locked country, bordered 
by the politically-turbulent countries of 
Zaire, Tanzania, Mozambique, Southern 
Rhodesia and Angola. 

Domenic spoke very matter-of-factly 
about the effect the surrounding civil 
wars have had on Zambia. "The former 
Rhodesian government used to come into 
the country to bomb the refugee camps 
and that was scary. And, of course, our 
transportation system was crippled 
because most of the bridges were 
destroyed. That was a time when we 
were feeling unsafe, you know, but 
otherwise I had no personal experience. 
Except, of course, to bury the dead and 
so on," he said. 

Life in Zambia, he said, has been on 
the upswing since their independence 
from Britain in 1964 and has continued 
under the current administration of

President Kenneth Kaunda Now for 
example, all children are offered a 
government-subsidized education up to 
the university level. 

Domenic is studying at the School of 
Management at Boston University, and 
living in university housing with eight 
other Humphrey Fellows. He talked last 
week about the differences between 
being a student in the United States and 
in his country. 

"Here the student is more or less 
independent. He buys his own ac¬ 
comodation, and the government doesn’t 
get involved in, for example, how a 
student gets to class," he said. 

Domenic said he was especially happy 
to have been here for the presidential 
election. In Zambia, free elections are 
held, but there is only one political party. 

"In Zambia the candidates come from 
the people, you know. You do not put any 
restrictions on who should be a can¬ 
didate. The people themselves come 
forward so that makes it very com¬ 
petitive at home," he said. 

Because of the competition between 
the parties here, Domenic was surprised 
at the peaceful transfer of power from 
former-president Carter to Ronald 
Reagan. 

"That is something great,” he said. 

Smiling and gesturing amicably, 
Domenic re-emphasizes how happy he is 
to be here. He belongs to the World 
Affairs Council of Boston and the 
International Students Organization. 


"One thing about Americans," he 
said, "is that it is easy to make friends 
They are very open. It is friendly also in 
Zambia. You would be greeted 20 times 
before you reach the corner." 

He does, however, miss his wife, 
Mary, who is expecting a baby in the 
spring, and his three children. In June, 
Domenic will join the other 100 Fellows, 
who are scattered about the country, at 
the Hubert H Humphrey Institute of the 
University of Minnesota for two weeks to 
discuss their experiences and to prepare 
to return to their countries. 

When he returns to Zambia, he said it 
is possible that the government may 
transfer him to another job where he can 
better use what he has learned. 

"I believe 1 have a role to contribute," 
he said. "I am a self-made man, by the 
way." 

Domenic attended a seminary to 
become a Catholic priest, but when he 
reached the junior high school level his 
family objected, and he was forced to 
drop out. The family is relatively small, 
and his parents opposed the priesthood 
because of the celibacy regulation. 

He received a teaching certificate 
from a vocational school and, while he 
taught, he studied privately to acquire 
the general certificate of education he 
missed by not continuing with high 
school. 

Domenic was made headmaster of a 
boy’s school for two years and then went 
on to the University of Zambia where he 
was allocated into the school of law. The 
university is dictated by a quota system, 
and a student’s course of study depends 
on his scores during the first year of 
college. 

After he graduated with the 
equivalent of a bachelor’s degree in law, 
he joined the bank where he is presently 
employed. 

"You’ll read about him someday," 
Nickerson said after Domenic had left 
the room. 

"They don’t give someone up for a 
year unless they have great hopes for 
him," added Jane Lefavour, assistant 
treasurer of Winchester Savings. 

"It’s just like an Abe Lincoln story," 
Nickerson stated, making an emphatic 
gesture with his pipe.

Proposals must be received by the 
town on or before Feb. 20. The Re-Use 
Committee will then review the 
proposals for one month before making a 
recommendation to the Selectmen by 
March 23. If town Town Meeting ap¬ 
proves the zoning change and purchase 
and sale agreement the property would 
be turned over to the developer on Aug. 1 .

Kcinold Dogs 

Selectmen Monday set a hearing for 
Feb. 9 to discuss the removal of two 
Rangeley Ridge rd. dogs belonging to 
Mr. and Mrs. Arthur Reinold. 

The dogs have been at the center of a 
controversy since neighbors began filing 
complaints with Dog Warden Nick Molea 
last summer. 

Selectmen issued a restraining order 
Aug. 19 which ordered the owners to keep 
the dogs confined to the property. 
However, complaints from neighbors 
continued and the Board later ordered 
that one of the two animals, the black 
male, be removed from Winchester. 

That second order has apparently 
been ignored. Molea told Selectmer 
Monday he received a complaint con¬ 
cerning the animals last week. Upon 
visiting the Reinold home, Molea said 
Arthur Reinold told him he was unaware 
of any order and planned to fight the 
action in court. Molea levied a $25 fine on 
the Reinolds.

told Molea he expected him to, "with the 
most efficient means possible, to 
dispatch that dog" if it was found off the 
Reinold property again. 

The Reinolds have been asked to 
attend next Monday night’s hearing.

Local Housing Picture 
Bleak And Expensive 

Today’s Star carries a front-page story on condominium 
development in Winchester. The story is the third in a series on 
available housing in Winchester and. from all the information we’ve 
been able to pull together, the housing picture locally ranges from 
bleak to expensive. 

Apartments in Winchester are virtually nonexistent. Elderly 
housing is in a similar situation, with only 112 units of low-income 
housing available in two locations. 

Even with that many units, the situation is not exactly a “stop-by 
and move-in” affair. Clara Hewis of the Winchester Housing 
Authority told us that the wait for this housing could run as long as 
five years. Right now. there is a waiting list of 100 people. 

Housing prices locally are soaring, ranging from $80,000 to 
$300,000. As one realtor put it, "We’re becoming an elitist com¬ 
munity.” Sky-rocketing prices are restricting the populace to those 
who can afford to pay the housing piper. 

Apartments, too, are scarce. The town’s largest complex, the 
Parkview, is currently becoming a 318-unit condominium. 

Condos, locally and elsewhere, are currently the favored form of 
housing. But, are condos the solution to the Winchester housing 
crunch? 

Currently, the League of Women Voters, in cooperation with the 
Board of Selectmen, the Planning Board, the Council on Aging and 
Winchester High School’s Department of Data Processing, Social 
Studies and Business Education, are circulating a survey to 
determine housing needs for the future in town. 

Approximately one-third of the households in Winchester will 
receive the survey. 

While we don't believe the survey will change things in the 
housing market overnight, it is important to fill out and return that 
survey. The questionnaire will be a starting point; a place to begin 
planning for housing five or ten or fifteen years down the road. 

We urge residents who receive the survey to respond to it. The 
League hopes it will be returned by the middle of February. 
Responses should be mailed to P.O. Box 82 in Winchester. 

On Attending Budget 
Sessions At Town Hall 

Proposition 2.5 has made budget preparation for fiscal 1982 dif¬ 
ficult at best. 

Selectmen will continue work tonight at 7:30 at Town Hall on next 
year’s spending sheet. 

Since Winchester is currently in the midst of revaluation, officials 
have only a working estimate of $645 million in property tax values 
to work with, so cuts could be $1.8 million or $3 million. 

At whatever level those cuts finally land, and land they will, they 
will affect the way Winchester residents live. That effect may be in 
the form of increased rates or it may come in the form of service 
cuts.

Since the cuts will affect, in one form or another, everyone in 
town, it wouldn’t seem too much to expect more people to involve 
themselves in budget discussions.

Few And Far Between 

We used space here last week to encourage residents to involve 
themselves in town elections which are set for March 31. 

At that time, seven people had taken out papers for a variety of 
seats, excluding Totvn Meeting positions. All seven were in¬ 
cumbents. 

We updated our information Wednesday morning with Town 
Clerk Carolyn Ward and the incumbent trend, if it can be called that, 
is holding. 

John Sullivan has taken out papers for Town Meeting Moderator, 
a post he currently holds. N. Bruce Hanes, an incumbent on the 
Board of Health, has also taken out papers seeking re-election. 

So far, no one has taken out papers for seats on the Housing 
Authority or the Northeast Regional Vocational School. 

Ward said last week she wasn’t surprised by the apparent lack of 
interest in the elections. 

That feeling hasn’t changed this week. 

Again, the last day to file papers for the election is Feb. 19, a week 
from today. Those papers must be returned to the Town Clerk’s 
office by Feb. 24. 

We can only say again what we said last week. 

If you’re not going to involve yourself, you can’t complain about 
how government functions in Winchester.

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Meeting Eyes Hospital Plans 


At Winchester Hospital s Annual 
Meeting, held Jan. 27 at the Jenks Senior 
Center, attention was focused on the 
hospital’s future goals for its service 
area, outlined in the Determination of 
Need application presently before the 
Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health. 

In his report, Board Chairman D. 
Reid Weedon reviewed the process 
leading up to the September 1980 filing of 
the application saying: 

“The filing of that application is the 
culmination of some fifteen years of 
study, analysis and planning.* Admit¬ 
tedly, a good part of those fifteen years 
was spent exploring a direction we 
ultimately decided against, a direction 
toward consolidation. 

“Many alternatives were examined. 
The final recommendation of the con¬ 
sultant to Choate, Symmes and Win¬ 
chester Hospitals was fora corporate 
merger with very substantial upgrading 
of all three physical plants at a cost not 
unlike the costs if we were each to go it 
alone. Careful analysis at Winchester 
showed that the total cost to our patients 
would not be reduced enough to offset an 
additional layer of administration and. 
therefore, such a merger, without sub¬ 
stantial consolidation of services and 
facilities, was not desirable. Under the - 
circumstances, our Board of Directors 
was convinced that Winchester Hospital 
was in a better position to serve the 
health care needs of its community by 
remaining independent,” he said. 

Looking to the future, Weedon said 
“In the major renovation contemplated 
in our Certificate of Need Application, we 
envision a greater capacity for the 
emergency room and one-day surgery, 
l)oth of which will reduce the cost of 
health care by enabling more care to be 
on an outpatient basis. We shall continue 
to strive to manage our hospital to better 
utilize our facilities. Already, the Health 
Planning Council of Greater Boston says 
that we have the highest occupancy rate 
in the area, and our consultants found 
that we have the shortest length of stay in 
New England. This performance reflects 
the concern of the medical staff and all 


the others at the hospital with the need to 
control costs while providing top quality 
care. 

“During the past year we have 
worked hard to develop a solidly based 
plan for the continuation of Winchester 
Hospital as a key element in the health 
care delivery system in this area. I 
believe that the proposed renovation and 
new construction which we have 
developed into the plan that we have filed 
with the Public Health Department will 
correct deficiencies we have been living 
with for many years and solve one of our 
most pressing problems - the lack of 
adequate parking space.” 

In addressing the assembly of ad¬ 
ministrative and corporative members, 
Winchester Hospital President Jack R. 
Hunter declared fiscal 1979-80 a year of 
decision, challenge and opportunity. 

Hunter remarked on the challenge of 
the year by citing the increased efforts 
required to meet the demands placed 
upon the hospital by its service area. 
Hunter said that emergency room 
facilities showed a 12 percent increase in 
patient utilization over the previous year, 
while the hospital's annual medical- 
surgical occupancy rates reached a level 
of 95.1 percent. 

Patient service features developed by 
the hospital throughout the year were 
also mentioned by Hunter 

These included the addition of 
periodontal treatment offered in the Day 
Surgical Program in the hospital’s 
Russell House. A cancer treatment 
center, also located in the Russell House 
provided 2,774 cancer treatments during 
the past year, an increase of nearly 1,200 
over its 1978-79 first year of operation. 
“Here again,” Hunter noted, “we have a 
patient service that should be rendered in 
the hospital, but we don’t have the space 
for it.” 

During the year, the hospital acquired 
a new portable gamma camera for use in 
cardiac cases. The camera allows for 
more definitive evaluation of cardiac 
patient condition, and can also be used to 
diagnose disorders of other body organ 
systems, Hunter said. 

In his report, Hunter added an update 


on the status of the Certificate of Need 
Application before the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health concerning 
renovations and equipment acquisition 
for one of the existing radiographic- 
flouroscopic units in the hospital’s x-ray 
department. Designed to replace an 
outmoded facility dating from the mid- 
1 % 0 ’s, Hunter announced that since the 
end of the 1979-80 fiscal year, the hospital 
has received approval from the DPH to 
conduct renovations and purchase 
equipment for the unit, with remodeling 
slated to commence Feb. 2 . 

Hunter also cited developments oc- 
curing after the close of the past fiscal 
year on the hospital’s use of the 
Washington School for in-service 
education programs and expectant 
parents classes. Receiving notice from 
Winchester’s Board of Selectmen on 
Dec.29 to vacate the School no later than 
July 1,1981, will require future relocation 
of these essential services, Hunter said. 

Hunter added, ”1979-80 was lastly a 
year of opportunity for it was the year in 
which we took stock of our physical plant 
deficiencies and called in the experts to 
assist us in developing a plan for the 
relocation of our ancillary services by 
way of new construction and renovation, 
to provide the proper space for the 
volume of services projected. 

Hunter went on to indicate the value of 
support received from the hospital’s 
medical staff, area residents, town clubs, 
organizations and businesses on the 
plans for renovations. Concluding, 
Hunter said, “Hopefully the year will 
have provided us with an opportunity to 
insure the future of our hospital as a 
strong community asset.” 

Dr. Roy Johnson, newly appointed 
president of the hospital’s Medical- 
Dental staff presented the report of Dr. 
Richard E. Stiles, Sr., outgoing 
president, who emphasized the im¬ 
portance of continuing Winchester 
Hospital’s tradition as the community’s 
patient care center.

8:00 A.M. Dog Officer Nick 
Molea opens the door to his small 
office which he has shared for 
the last eight years with a 
breathalyzer and the special 
weapons department. 

He makes his way through the 
maze of ammunition and guns 
and switches the small telephone 
recording device perched neatly 


atop the desk. A frantic woman 
has found an injured pigeon. 
What to do! 

Another tape-recorded caller 
is complaining about a barking 
dog. “He’s waking the whole 
damn neighborhood,” she cries. 

A few more callers simply 
leave their names and numbers. 
Off goes the machine and Molea 
returns the calls. The first one is 
the pigeon lady.

“What can I do?” she pleads. 

"I’m sorry ma’am. I'm just 
the dog officer.” 

“I only handle dogs," he 
pleads.” “Perhaps you could call 
a vet." 

The pigeon lady pleads with 
him to expand his duties. He 
refuses. 

“That’s right, that’s right. 
Only dogs! ” he finishes. 

A few missing dog calls come 
in and another call for in¬ 
formation on the leash law. 
Finally, the dog officer is ready 
to make his rounds. 

Not so fast. The phone rings 
once more. A woman’s mongrel 
has just had puppies. Would 
anyone be interested in the 
beagle-type whelps, she pleads. 

Molea informs her of a person 
in Woburn who “cares about 
dogs” — Yvonne Brown runs the 
Winchester Auxiliary MSPCA 
and matches dogs with potential 
owners. Working strictly from 
donations, Mrs. Brown takes in 
abandoned dogs and cleans, 
cares, and prepares them for 
adoption. 


9:15 A.M. The dog van 
pulls out of the police 
headquarters driveway. Molea 
heads for the school yards, 
normally a popular hang-out for 
stray dogs. But it is a cold snowy 
morning. No dogs are prowling 
about. 


l(k 19 A.M. En route back to 
the police station, Moela spots a 
German Shephard roaming the 
West Side Field neighborhood. 
From lawn to lawn, bush to bush, 
the dog snoops, leaving his 
calling card. 

Molea pulls the van to the 
curb and gets out, leash in hand, 
and stalks the animal. 

The dog spots his human 
tracker and cautiously, sub¬ 
missively creeps toward him. As 
the dog nears him, Molea notices 
that the canine is wearing no 
license tag. 

They remain eyeball to 
eyeball for a few seconds, each 
waiting for the other to make a 
move. 

With almost lightning speed, 
Molea slips a collar around the 
neck of the lawbreaker. With 
quicker than lightning speed, the 
felon wriggles free and escapes 
into the distance, nearly 
knocking over the Winchester 
Star photographer. 

“If I had known the owner of 
that dog, I would have called 
them to ak that they retrieve 
the aniriflJPJhe said. “Otherwise 
it would have cost them 
seventeen dollars if I had picked 
the dog up. 

“However, I can’t pick up any 
dogs presently because the 


shelter is closed. The furnace 
has been broken since Decem¬ 
ber, ’’ he said glumly. “If there is 
an emergency, I take them to the 
Winchester Animal Hospital and 
they’ll place the dog until the 
owners can be located." 

Molea claims to have been 
bitten only four or five times in 
the past nine years. The worst, 
believe it or not, was a squirrel 
which he was attempting to 
rescue from an automobile 
accident. 


10:30 A.M. Another dog, this 
time a mongrel, is observed 
playing in a snow bank. 

“That’s Scotty," laughs 
Molea. “He lives there.” 

Without warning, the dog 
leaps in front of the van, tail 
wagging. 

“No hand-outs today,” Molea 
yells to his friend. ' ‘That dog was 
abandoned. I teamed him up 
with his current master. He’s a 
good dog.” 

As Molea relates his most 
tragic story as a dog officer, one 
quickly gets the impression that 
the local “dog catcher" is 
someone who wears a uniform to 
proclaim his love for animals. 

“There was a paper boy on 
Highland Ave. His own dog was 
following him around on his 
route. About 6:30 A.M. a car hit 
the dog and tore the flesh from 
his body,” said Molea glumly. 
“What made it worse was that 
the kid had to witness it. ” 

There are 1,652 registered 
canines in town and last year 350 
citations (which led to only 23 
tickets) were issued for various 
violations ranging from bites to 
non-licenses. Winchester claims 
the lowest dog bite ratio for any 
town in Massachusetts. 


11:00 A.M. Officer Molea 
returns to the station. The phone 
rings immediately. 

“Hello, Yes, sir. Yes, your 
dog must be licensed. It’s four 
dollars for a male and seven for 
a female. What’s that? Oh, yes! 
If the dog is picked up, it’s $20 for 
the first offense, $30 for the 
second, and $40 for the third and 
each subsequent offense. Okay, 
sir. Goodbye! 

Nick Molea, a father of four 
who recently became a grand¬ 
father, has been Winchester’s 
only full-time dog officer for the 
past nine years. Appointed by 
the selectmen in 1972, it is Molea 
who has the responsibility for 
enforcing the leash law and 
controlling the dog population. 

But not pigeons, thank you.

An accessory apartment is a small 
apartment (including its own kitchen and 
hath) in a house that was originally built 
as a single house. 

The league has been in favor of a 
change in the Zoning-By-Law to allow tIn* 
development of accessory apartmenls in 
Winchester under certain conditions: n 
the owner lives in the house, either in the 
original large part of the house or in the 
new small apartment, 2) the develop 
ment of the apartment does not sub¬ 
stantially change the outside of tin* 
house, and 3) there is adequate off-street 
parking for all ears in the house. 

The Winchester League proposes that 
the development of accessory apart 
ments he allowed townwide where 
owners wish to provide them and meet 
the conditions. 

Other conditions that will be in 
eorporated in the proposed change in the 
Zoning By-law will be discussed at the 
February units.

1. in order to give residents more time 
to find other housing. 

That execution date has been 
extended to May 1 since the complex 
had enough vacancies ‘that we don’t 
have to go around and push people to 
get out." Hcslin said. 

Renters remaining until May 1 will 
t>e able to pay a prorated rent based 
on the number of days they remain in 
their apartment during their final 
month of residency at the Parkview. 
Heslin explained 

Residents are also not required to 
give a 30-day notice when leaving. 

Heslin explained the complex 
receives four or five reservation 
contracts a week which hold a par¬ 
ticular unit for two weeks. 

“That doesn’t mean they always 
buy." he said, "but it's held fairly 
steady at that rate." 

Most of the calls of interest at the 
Parkview come on the weekend when 
25 to :H) parties may visit the complex. 
Heslin said. 

Currently, there are 70 renters 
remaining at the Parkview. 

The Codman Company, a Boston- 
based developer, will convert the 
Washington School into an 18-unit 
condo project with construction ex¬ 
pected to begin July 1. 

The site is presently occupied by 
Winchester Hospital but officals at the 
medical facility have received notice 
to leave the building and will do so 
prior to the July 1 beginning con¬ 
struction date. The Hospital had been 
a six-month, tenant-at-will renter of 
the Washington School. 

The units should be ready for oc¬ 
cupancy by February or March of 
1982. according to Edward Haddad of 
the Codman Company. 

“We will start selling the units in 
May of this year," Haddad said 
Tuesday. "We will be accepting pre¬

of this year for occupancy in early 
spring of next year." 

While he emphasized there was no 
firm price range for the units, Haddad 
said preliminary figures had the units 
ranging from $75,(MX) to $185,000. 
Codman paid $305,000 for the building. 

Selectmen approved the Codman 
Company as developers of the 
Washington School Oct. 20, following a 
recommendation of the School Re-Use 
Committee. 

Selectmen Chairman Wade Welch 
had said he would support no 
developer who inserted a developer’s 
control clause in the school 
agreement. 

In a compromise struck between 
Codman and Selectmen, the company 
agreed to give up one of it’s seats on 
the three-member board of directors 
when 50 percent of the units were sold. 

Codman would give up a second 
seat, thus relinquishing control of the 
facility, when 90 percent of the units 
were sold. 

The company w.ould retain control 
of the facility no longer than a year 
from the date of the first unit was sold, 
under the terms ot the compromise. 

Haddad said the company had had 
“several people express interest in 
the units," though he emphasized 
Codman was still “a month or two" 
away from wrapping up plans and 
firm sale prices. 

Anthony Albiani, who plans to 
build a 28-unit condo project on Park 
street, said Monday construction 
dates were still not firm. 

Prices at the project will be ap¬ 
proximately $100,000 per unit, Albiani 
said. 

A 17-member committee composed 
of business people and residents along 
Park and Elmwood avenue expressed 
concern over the fact that traffic 
would enter and exit the unit by both 
Park street and Elmwood avenue. 


They feel the traffic increase would 
exacerbate an already overburdened 
traffic flow 

The committee was also concerned 
that parking at the complex might be 
expanded, causing even greater 
congestion. 

Albiani said in an earlier interview’ 
with The Star that parking at the 
complex, w’hich would be handled in a 
Iwo-story parking garage, will have 
no more cars in the condo garage than 
currently park in the existing parking 
lot. 

He said Monday that he w'ould 
agree to use an entrance onto Main 
street if he could do so w-ithout ob¬ 
taining a zoning variance. Discussions 
with tow’n officals had revealed such 
an arrangement could not be un¬ 
dertaken without a variance. 

However, Roger Gullotti of 
Embassy Cleaners and a committee 
member, said the group had asked 
Winchester attorney John Morgan, 
another committee member, to write 
Selectmen and the Planning Board, 
listing their objections to the exits and 
entrances on Park and Elmwood 
avenue. 

Gullotti vowed to take the group’s 
objections to court. 

Whether condo conversion goes 
smoothly, as in the case of the 
Washinton School or is the center of a 
controversy, as the Albiani project is, 
condos are apparently becoming the 
accepted alternative to more 
traditional forms of housing.

Whc*n you talk about two-gaine 
streaks in places like Woburn or 
Burlington or Lexington it always means 
a losing streak.

The accepted formula for beating a 
young, rebuilding team like Winchester 
is that the experienced, senior-laden 
teams will have a field day against the 
green sophomore-packed Sachem club 
But, for one week anyway, that formula 
can be scrapped. The Sachems dropped 
their last two games primarily because 
of the efforts of two freshmen who 
combined to score 34 points against 
them. 

First, it was Belmont ninth grader 
Tom Dorsey who suited up for his first 
varsity game ever and proceeded to 
score 16 points, including 12 in fourth 
quarter when the Marauders rallied to 
capture their first win of the season after 
14 consecutive defeats. Then on Tuesday 
it was more of the same against 
Wakefield as Warrior freshman forward 
Mark Planski came out and scored four 
of his teams’s first six points enroute to 
an 18-point evening to lead the first place 
Warriors to a 71-53 triumph. 

As in the loss to Burlington a week 
earlier, the Sachems showed drastic 
improvement against one of the league 
powers the second time around. Although 
Winchester still lost by 18 points it was 
considerably less than the 30-plus point 
defeat the first time the two teams met 
this year. 

Wakefield Coach Sonny Lane was the 
first to admit the Sachems w’ere a much 
improved club. In the lockerroom af¬ 
terwards Lane (old Winchester Coach 
John Myers that the Sachems had forced 
Wakefield to play. “Our kids played 
well,” Lane told Myers. “And they had to 
play well against you tonight.” 

Myers admitted he was pleased with 
some of the things the team did of¬ 
fensively but still bemoaned the lack of 
consistency. 

“Overall I think we did a good job,” 
Myers said. “We moved the ball better 
offensively. The thing that hurt, even 
against the press, was that sometimes 
we’d move the ball well and then we’d 
suddenly get back into the old patterns.

The Sachems hung tough in the first 
quarter, trailing just 17-9 after the first 
eight minutes.

9) before the visitors ran off the last six 
points of the quarter to build up the eight 
point bulge.

Afterwards Kline said he didn’t think 
the score was indicative of Winchester’s 
chances to win. “By dropping the baton

more points and gave us five less points. 

1 thought 
we’d get a first and second in the high 
jump and 1 thought we’d at least get a 
place in the hurdles...” 

Kline admitted the loss of Jacobsen 
limited the flexibility of the Sachems but 
added his presence might not have made 
that much difference.

Smokers Quit

Looking harassed but happy, 
Rosemarie Cammarata, of Walnut st., 
entered the Winchester Public Library 
last Thursday night. "I did it hut I died," 
she said proudly. 

It wasn't so much what Cammarata 
did do as what she didn’t do — she 
stopped smoking for 48 hours. Thanks to 
a No Smoking Clinic held by the 
American Cancer Society at the library 
over the past two weeks, she and several 
others were quitting. Thursday night 
marked the group’s third meeting. 

The clinic initially had six members, 
broadened to eight at their second 
meeting but shrank to three at the third 
meeting. Thursday’s snow storm and 
possibly the embarassment at not being 
able to quit smoking for the agreed-upon 
two days were offered as reasons for the 
loxx' attendance. 

The fourth, and probably last, 
meeting was held Tuesday. 

Joyce Toper, a Tufts graduate 
psychology student and American 
Cancer Society volunteer, said she will 
hold more sessions if the group requests 
it. “But I don’t want them to get group 
addictions, those can be hard to break, 
too," she added. Miss Toper said the 
Cancer Society will probably hold 
another clinic in Winchester in the 
future. Toper said she smoked through 
college. Not exactly a lifetime, according 
to Cammarata. “Four years, what’s that 

a drop in the bucket. I’ve smoked for 30 
years,’’ said Mrs. Cammarata. Even so. 
Toper says she didn’t find quitting easy. 

“I thought. ‘Why are we inflicting this 
agony on ourselves?’.” said Toper. It’s 


stupid. I kept walking back and forth 
looking at the cigarettes. I kept saying 
Never again.’ If a had had a phone 
number to call for help, I xvould have 
been on that phone.” 

The group decided to try to quit lor 
two days, starting at midnight after their 
meeting last Tuesday through to the 
Thursday meeting. Mrs. Cammarata 
xvas the only one of the three women 
present who said she kept her pledge. She 
was also the only one who xvould allow 
her name to be used. 

One of the women was able to go 24 
hours without a cigarette and the other 
said she wasn’t able to do it. But she said, 
"I’m here. I'm still trying.” 

The members of the clinic were asked 
to sign a pledge not to smoke. One of the 
xvomen refused to sign. Mrs. Cammarata 
did sign and said the pledge xvas the one 
thing which made her stay away from 
her cigarettes. “That stupid paper that 
they made me sign, I couldn’t go against 
that pledge,” she said. “That’s the only 
thing that kept me going.’’ 

Signing a pledge may have kept her 
from smoking for those two days but it 
xvas the fact that so many other people 
have quit smoking that made Mrs. 
Cammarata xvant to try in the first place. 
“Everybody else is quitting,” she said. 
“1 think that must be what it is. Another 
reason is health, but that’s almost in¬ 
cidental. All around you people are 
quitting." 

Mrs. Cammarata hopes to be able to 
quit for good but she isn’t sure if she’ll be 
able to do it. “This is terrible, but now I 
know how drug addicts feel,” she said.

In what has become a very long 
season for the Sachemette basketball 
team, they had to suffer through what 
undoubtedly was the longest afternoon 
Tuesday, when first place Wakefield 
trounced Winchester, 50-24. 

The loss was the fifth straight and 
lowered Winchester’s record to 5-10 but 
what bothered Sachemette Coach Donna 
Tanner the most was Wakefield’s ap¬ 
parent attempt to jump into the wire 
service polls’ Top Twenty. 

Wakefield jumped out to a 16-0 first 
quarter lead and never slowed down, 
keeping the starting teams in until the 
fourth quarter 

“They pressed us the whole game and 
he kept his starters in for the whole 
game," Tanner criticized afterwards. 
“They were up 16-0 and the crowd kept 
shouting to keep pressing and he did even 
though they were leading by about 40 
points. I was so mad afterwards that I 
wouldn’t shake his hand,” Tanner said. 

Wakefield led 24-6 at the half and 
when they came out with the starters 
pressing to open the second half, Tanner 
had enough. 

“I had no respect for that coach from 
Wakefield. It’s bad enough to lose but to 
rub it in your face is even worse. We just 
didn’t need that today,” Tanner said. 

Maria Montuori led the Sachemettes 
with 14 points and Martha Doherty added 
four and some semblance of rebounding 
ability. “She controlled the boards for us. 
Nobody else was helping out, nobody else 
was boxing out,” Tanner said. 

Overall it was probably the worst 
game of the season for Winchester, who 
is sorely missing the services of Joanne 
Maloney. They had 38 turnovers and hit 
on just 13 of 51 shots from the floor. 

The first two times these teams met 
Wakefield snuck away with just a one- 
point win, 59-58 

“The first time they didn’t press us,” 
Tanner said. “It was a close game and I 
think he expected it to be a close game 
again today. But after being up 16-0 he 
should have known that we weren’t up 
offensively,” Tanner said

“I don’t mind losing hut we’re not 
even playing good basketball, we're not 
playing good games,” Tanner said. “We 
miss Joanne (Maloney) more than I 
thought we would.

A Winchester man and a Lynnfield 
man have been found guilty on 15 counts 
of attempting to defraud the federal 
government of 35,000 gallons of No. 4 
heating oil. 

Edward A. Cincotta, 53, of Win¬ 
chester, and John F. Zaro, 45, of Lynn¬ 
field were found guilty in U.S. District 
Court in Boston Tuesday. 

The men were convicted after they 
were charged with charging seven 
shipments of oil to the Ft. Devens Army 
base in Ayer and then delivering the oil to 
commercial custcmers. 

Sentencing in the case is set for Feb.

conventional two-bedroom unit. 

Under the funding assistance 
program being used, tenants would pay 
25 percent of their annual income as rent 
with the federal government picking up 
the rest of the tab. Rent is expected to be 
slightly over $500 a month. 

Thirty percent of the apartments will 
be for “very low” income tenants (an¬ 
nual income of less than $0,000) and the 
rest lor low or moderate income tenants 
(annual income between $10,000-$12,000>. 

Although the complex will not be 
restricted to Winchester residents only, 
Roop said experience in similar McNeil 
projects showed that approximately 80 
percent of the tenants were residents or 
former residents.

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Fire Damages Oxford 
Street Residence 


A three-alarm blaze swept through 
an Oxford st. residence late Monday 
afternoon, injuring three firemen, 
leaving a family of five homeless and 
inflicting between $60,000-$80,000 in 
damages to a three-story house. 

Winchester fireman John Hennelly 
and Woburn Fire Lt. John Matherson 
were taken to Winchester Hospital. 
Hennelly was suffering from smoke 
inhalation and a strained back while 
Matherson was also suffering from 
smoke inhalation and possible rib 
fracture. A spokesperson for Win¬ 
chester Hospital said both firemen 
were “doing fine." 

A third fireman, Robert J. 
Sullivan, received arm and shoulder 
X-rays Tuesday morning for injuries 
suffered at the fire at the William 
Kassner residence at 30 Oxford st. 

The fire began around 4 p.m. in the 
kitchen of the house where Mrs. 


Kassner was melting butter to cook a 
hamburger. , 

According to reports at the fire 
department, Mrs. Kassner left the 
room for a moment and returned to 
find the fire well advanced. After 
running upstairs to rescue her 
youngest child, Mrs. Kassner took her 
other two children to safety. 

The first alarm came at 4:06 p.m. 
with Winchester engines 1. 2 and 4. 
ladder truck 1, A-5 and the rescue 
truck responding. 

Once on the scene, firefighters 
found heavy smoke seeping from the 
windows, doors and eves of the 
structure. Fire reports termed the 
blaze in the kitchen area “a heavy 
fire" at this point. 

Firemen then sounded the second 
alarm. 

As firefighters from Lexington, 
Arlington, Medford, Woburn and the 


Auxliary Fire Department responded 
to the scene, a crowd of ap¬ 
proximately 70 persons gathered to 
watch the blaze from the sidewalk. 

The fire shot through the kitchen 
and up a rear stairway and into the 
partitions, fully involving the second 
and third floors as well as the attic. At 
this point, firemen sounded the third 
and final alarm 

Fire departments in Malden and 
Heading were notified of the fire and 
covered the Winchester station. 

Fire Chief Robert McElhinney said 
there was heavy smoke and fire 
damage to the roof, the second and 
third floors and the attic. 

Firemen fought the blaze until 
approximately 7:45 and returned to 
the station by 9 p.m.

Blast Prop. 2Vz 


Saying they didn't think their 
departments should bear the full burden 
of cuts made in meeting the 
requirements of Proposition 2.5, Police 
Chief John McHugh and Fire Chief 
Robert McElhinney told Selectmen 
Monday their ability to protect residents 
and property would be severely han¬ 
dicapped if cuts are too deep. 

The Chiefs appeared before Select¬ 
men during a two-hour budget session 
concerning proposed cuts to trim bet¬ 
ween $70U.()00$1.7 from the town’s 
noneducational budget for fiscal 1982. 

This year’s budget is expected to total 
approximately $24 million. 

During a budget session last Thur¬ 
sday, Town Manager Tom Groux said the 
police department would be asked to cut 
between $104,000$422,000 from its budget 
while the fire department would be asked 
to trim $ 122,l)00-$354,000. 

Groux also outlined cuts in the DPW 
totalling between $308,(KH)-$58t),(KX). 

According to figures released by 
Groux last week, if the entire $422,000 is 


cut from the police department, nine of 
the department’s present force of 42 
officers will be laid-off, 11 crossing 
guards will be eliminated and two 
civilian dispatchers will be without jobs. 
Overtime would also be eliminated and 
the purchase of two of four vehicles 
would be deferred. 

If the lesser amount is trimmed, the 
police department would have to cut six 
crossing guards, lay-off the part-time 
dog officer and defer the purchase of two 
vehicles In addition, overtime would 
have to be cut. 

The picture is little brighter in the fire 
department. 

If the larger amount is cut, 11 
firefighters would be laid-off and police 
and fire communications would be 
consolidated. The ambulance service 
would be eliminated, a cut which would 
equal three or four full-time salaries, 
Groux said. All overtime would be 
eliminated. 

If the lesser amount is trimmed, four 
firefighters would loose their jobs and 
$25,000 in overtime would be cut. In

addition, $28,000 in equipment requests 
would be cut. 

Both McHugh and McElhinney in¬ 
dicated Monday they wouldn’t take those 
cuts lying down. 

“I’m going into the ring with one hand 
tied behind my back to begin with,’’ the 
Fire Chief said. “I think we’re un¬ 
derstaffed. We’ve been playing dominoes 
trying to cover the ambulance and fire 
runs.” 

McElhinney suggested the ambulance 
service be eliminated with that function 
taken over by a private concern. 

Both men limited Monday’s 
discussion to the minimum cuts, saying 
the maximums would make their jobs 
impossible. 

Currently, with three of the four 
firemen’s jobs set to be cut unfilled and 
one fireman scheduled to retire this 
summer, there would be no lay-offs 
under the minimum cut figure. 

McElhinney told Selectmen he needs

Committee Approves 
$9.4 M School Budget 


The School Committee will be of¬ 
ficially submitting a 1982 budget $9.4 
million to Town Manager Thomas Groux 
on Monday but it falls far short of 
producing a clearer picture of what the 
exact impact of Prop. 2.5 will have on 
jobs and services. 

In a meeting packed with confusion, 
the committee unanimously approved a 
motion by member Roger Bauman that 
called for $750,000 be cut from the budget, 
not the little more than $1 million that 
had been recommended by the ad¬ 
ministration. 

Under the five-year-old Town Charter 
the School Committee is required to 
submit their budget to the Town Manager 
by Feb. 16. 

The $250,000 will, at least for now, be 
coming from “unspecified accounts.” 
Although the committee did not discuss 


what impact their decision Tuesday had 
on the previously proposed budget cuts, 
Business Manager Jack Fallon said the 
$250,000 is all in personnel - jobs - and not 
services. 

The committee, however, has yet to 
earmark what jobs will remain and what 
will stay, Fallon added. 

The change in the bottom line budget 
that had to be submitted to Groux by Feb. 
16 came about for a variety of reasons, 
but none more so than complete con¬ 
fusion. Confusion over exactly how much 
the schools will have to cut. Confusion 
over the ability of the committee to 
reinstate programs and jobs once they 
have been cut regardless of what the 
final Prop. 2.5 impact is. 

“We are reluctant to cut too much 
from the budget until we know with a 
little more certainty the exact bottom 


line,” School Committee Chairman 
Catherine Alexander said, urging the 
committee to “proceed cautiously.” 

“I’m disturbed by the lack of what a 
firm bottom figure is for the whole 
town,” Bauman said. “It has put us in a 
real quandry.” 

Arguing that it will be considerably 
easier to cut further if the situation 
dictates, Bauman urged the committee 
to choose a lesser reduction at this point. 

But the decision to go along with 
Bauman’s motion and approve the lesser 
reduction raised a number of questions 
the School Committee left unanswered. 

First, Alexander has insisted all along 
that even after the committee submitted 
their budget to Groux that changes could 
be made between now and Town Meeting

In addition, Molea was authorized to 
levy a $100 fine for each violation he finds 
of an Oct. 6 restraining order which 
ordered the animal removed from 
Winchester. 

Monday night’s unanimous vote 
followed a hearing that the Reinolds had 
been asked to attend. However, neither 
party was present. 

Town Manager Tom Groux said at¬ 
tempts to notify Mr. Reinold of the 
meeting through certified letter had been 
unsuccessful. He also said he had spoken 
to Mr. Reinold by telephone and been 
informed that he (Reinold) would not be 
able to attend the hearing. 

Mrs. Reinold, who had also been 
asked to attend the hearing, was also not 
there. 

The concensus of the board was 
probably best summed up by Selectmen 
Edward F. O’Connell who said, “I want 
no delays. In the present situation, the 
dog officer is instructed to treat this dog 
with severity. And when I say dispatch, I 
mean dispatch. I think we ought to lay it 
on them (the Reinolds). It’s a hell of an 
inconvience for the neighbors.” 

In authorizing Molea to destroy the 
animal if it is found outside the Reinold 
home and to fine the owners for 
restraining order violations, Selectmen 
asked that the dog officer return Feb. 16 
to give a report on the status of the 
situation. 


Carol Reinold said recently that they 
did not receive the order and that their 
dog, Rip, has never left town. Dog Officer 
Nick Molea said last week that he hand- 
delivered the order to the Reinold 
residence on Oct. 7.

McHugh said that even without con¬ 
solidation. the exisiting police radio 
system needs $ 40,000 in upgrading. 

Finance Committe Chairman Frank 
said that suggestions to cut ambulance 
service and to impliment the civilian 
dispatcher’s program would do little to 
solve the town’s money problems since 
both services would have to be paid for.

But member Constance Papas 
challenged that assumption at Tuesday's 
meeting, saying the final budget was 
final until it reached Town Meeting floor. 
She added that the committee also 
cannot permanently leave open the level 
of cuts because the administration has to 
begin making alterations in the services 
that are affected by the loss of personnel 
The administration recommendation 
slated the elimination of 68 school 
positions but by restoring $250,000 there 
is no clear indication ol how many and 
what positions will be affected. 

Fallon also argued that, as he un¬ 
derstood it. once the committee takes its 
final vote, the only person that can make 
changes in the bottom line figure before 
it hits Town Meeting floor is Groux. 

The question of who can change the 
budget up to what time will also come 
into play when Superintendent William 
MacDonald presents his recom¬ 
mendation to the committee next month 
on the school closings issue. 

He and the three-person Committee to 
Study School Closings are expected to 
recommend to the committee whether 
the town would be better served by 
closing two elementary schools'or the 
McCall Junior High School.

bitten as many as three children. 
However, there are no official reports of 
bites by the Reinold’s dog on file at 
Winchester Hospital, according to Molea. 
The neighbors also claim that they have 
been chased by the Reirjold’s dog and 
that it has been a menace to the com¬ 
munity. 

The majority of the residents in¬ 
terviewed said they did not feel safe 
outside while the dogs were roaming 
around. Many of them, however, had not 
seen the German Sheperd in several 
months and did not know it had never 
been removed from Winchester. 

During an interview :*t her home 
recently, Mrs. Reinold said that her dogs 
rarely get out and, when they do, it is 
easy to retrieve them. She said she in¬ 
tends to appeal the order. By law, 
however, a town ruling must be appealed 
within 10 days, or, in this case, last Oct. 
16. 

“I am going to protect my animals,” 
she said. “Pm going to fight.’ 

Last week, Selectman Edward F. 
O’Connell said, ‘‘The Reinolds are in 
violation right now. Mr. Molea is within 
his rights to shoot the dog if it is found on 
Rangeley Ridge rd." 

Molea, however, said, “1 am 
authorized to shoot it if I see it out or 
attacking someone, but I would rather 
bring it in first and have it put to sleep the 
humane way. I would only shoot the dog 
if it was attacking someone and the in¬ 
dividual’s life was in danger.”

“As a 
body we went to the selectmen and I 
thought that was the end of it.” 

Mr. Brent Vine, of 14 Rangeley Ridge 
rd. said. “Mrs. Mills organized a petition 
some time ago after her dog was at¬ 
tacked. We don’t feel safe about the dogs 
walking outside. That’s not right. It 
shouldn’t be like that. I think that 
whatever action the selectmen ordered 
should be complied with. 

"They are a psychological threat to 
anyone in the neighborhood,” said Mr 
Vine. “All of us were scared to go out 
side.”

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Committee Narrows 
Field For Planner 


The Winchester Star believes that 
news concerning the business com¬ 
munity directly or indirectly affects all 
Winchester residents and is of interest to 
everyone.

Forty persons from a variety of 
locations in Massachusetts applied for 
the opportunity to chart the course of 
Winchester’s future economic 
development. The Winchester Economic 
Development Committee has narrowed 
the applicants down to twelve finalists. 

“We expect to have him or her on 
board by April,” said Robert Nickerson, 
Economic Development Committee 
member and president of the Winchester 
Savings Bank. 

The Economic Development Planner 
must compile and implement a master 
plan to revitalize the town’s economy. 

The new Planner will face the multi¬ 
faceted task of: Fostering a public- 
private partnership to create and retain 
jobs thereby increasing the town’s tax 
base; identifying potential opportunities 
for commercial-industrial expansion or 
development; and promoting economic 
growth to prospective developers. 

In short, this person must perform 
near miracles. Fortunately, experts 
claim this is not impossible. 

J. Murph Yule of the Executive Office 
of Communities and Development for the 
Commonwealth assured the Winchester 
Economic Committee in December that 
“For planners, Winchester is a bricks 
and mortar job. They’ll be able to see 
their work put into physical form—a rare 
opportunity for many planners.” 

Executive Director of the Chamber of 
Commerce, Rita Spence said they are 
working under the premise that the 
“mid-to-upper $20,000 salary” job will 
last for one year only. But she added that 
the Chamber was looking towards the 
prospect of a long-term job. 

Spence explained that the position 
could easily evolve into a self- 
perpetuating job resulting from grants 
obtained through state and federal 
agencies for an economic revitalization 
program 


All reports stemming from planning 
activities will be available to the public 
and all projects will require approval 
from the Board of Selectmen. 

Winchester is not alone in its need for 
solutions to economic problems. 
Arlington, Brookline, and Lexington 
created community development 
programs that successfully attracted 
larger private sector investments. 

However, the job will not be easy. 
Property assessment in Winchester 
Center has decreased since the 1970’s 
when Filene’s department store moved 
from Winchester to a nearby mall in 
Burlington. Business areas have had a 
tough time competing with booming 
regional shopping malls and industrial 
parks. 

High demand for elderly, han¬ 
dicapped and apartment type dwellings 
coupled with a low availability of such 
housing proves Winchester has not 
escaped the Boston area housing crunch. 

Deteriorating sewage and outfall 
drainage systems must be improved to 
avoid flooding and rusty or unsafe 
drinking water. Parks need repairs and 
Winchester’s waterways require 
dredging. Lack of available landfill has 
created a need for a long-term solution to 
handling solid waste disposal. 

Parking congestion and traffic 
problems go hand-in-hand with a poorly 
designed central rotary presenting 


structural hazards lor pedestrian and 
vehicular traffic. 

Street widening and new access roads 
are necessary to enhance industrial 
traffic and to remove trucks from 
residential areas, according to the town 
engineer, Jake Ciarcia. 

Obviously, the future Economic 
Development Planner has his work cut 
out for him. 

But for the first time in the history of 
the town, the business community is 
organized and committed to working 
with the town on what is regarded as a 
mutually beneficial program. 

Preparations are nearly complete for 
the new addition to the community. Last 
May the Winchester town meeting 
allocated $16,000 to create an office of 
economic development. Release of the 
appropriation was contingent upon the 
community’s ability to match the funds. 
By December, the Fund Winchester’s 
Future Inc. had raised $20,000 from 
businesses and community residents. 

Forty thick resumes arrived at the 
Winchester Chamber of Commerce in 
response to an advertisement for “an 
experienced, aggressive self-starter to 
promote and coordinate a broad based 
economic revitilization program.” 

Now all that remains is for the nine- 
member Winchester Economic 
Development Committee to elect the 
captain who will run the ship.

When ‘Bad Guys’ 

Aren’t Really Bad 

We were talking with Selectman Edward O'Connell during a 
recent Selectmen’s meeting and he offered what we believe to be 
both an interesting and valid explanation for the lack of interest in 
next month’s town elections. 

The passage of Proposition 2.5 has made fiscal 1982 the year of the 
budget cut and. as O’Connell pointed out during our talk, "no one 
wants to be the bad guy." 

Public officials are charged with carrying out the letter of the 
law. That charge remains fixed regardless of personal preference. 

The service cuts which are all but inevitable under 2.5 have to be 
made by someone. In Winchester's case, the Selectmen are the 
“someone" to make at least a portion of those cuts. 

And that makes them, in many people’s eyes, the "bad guys." 

When the last dollar has been trimmed and the complaints start 
to roll in, it will be the Selectmen’s phones that will start to ring. 

The heat (or credit, depending on your perspective) won’t be 
directed where it should, at the public which voted overwhelmingly 
for the measure, or the State Legislature, which seems content to sit 
on its hands and adopt a "wait-and-see” attitude. Instead, it will be 
directed at the town’s elected officials. 

And, as O’Connell told us, who wants to deal with that? 

Not many. Someone, however, must deal with it. But not just 
anyone, not just your run-of-the-mill public servant. It is in difficult 
times such as these that top quality, courageous public servants are 
needed. People who are not afraid of hard work, difficult choices and 
more than a little heat. 

It is not an era for caretaker government, for mediocre leader¬ 
ship. We don’t need the local equivalent of a President Pierce or 
Buchanan or Coolidge or Hoover. We need intelligent, creative, even 
agressive men and women in public office more so today than at any 
point in the last 30 years. 

Will we get them? The outlook is not good. Feb. 19 is the last day 
to pick up papers to run for office. At this point, many seats are 
uncontested and many others have no one running for them at all. 

If no one cares enough to run or challenge an incumbent, then no 
one has much of a right to come around later complaining about the 
quality of local leadership. 

It’s your bed, folks. Make it up any way you want but don’t blame 
others later for your own decision today. 

Meeting Starts Ball 
Rolling On Housing 

The quest to find answers for Winchester’s growing housing 
problem was expanded last week when Selectmen Chairman Wade 
Welch and Planning Board Chairman Charles Tseckares circulated 
a memo containing thoughts on housing concerns to local legislators, 
boards and others involved in determining housing needs for the 
future. 

The memo called for a February 25 public forum at the Jenks 
Center to address these needs. Welch and Tseckares have suggested 
a panel composed of representatives of the Planning Board, 

Selectmen, the Winchester Housing Authority, the Council on Aging, 
the League of Women Voters, State Rep. Sherman "Whip" Salt- 
marsh, State Sen. Sam Rotondi, the Winchester Seniors Association, 
the Finance Committee and the Board of Assessors. 

The hearing will also be open to citizens who have concerns about 
what amounts to a housing crunch in Winchester. 

We applaud Welch and Tseckares for coming up with the idea of a 
forum. In the face of rising interest rates, sky-rocketing housing 
prices and the critical shortage of elderly and low-income housing, 
such planning will do much to meet future housing needs. 

As Welch and Tseckares said in their memo, the housing problem 
"will not go away by itself or through local discussions.’’ 

We agree. 

The housing forum, coupled with the survey sponsored by the 
League of Women Voters, is a definite starting point for meeting 
Winchester’s future housing needs.

Pot Problems 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

On Jan. 11 the popular CBS news 
magazine “60 Minutes" aired a segment 
titled “Sinsemilla" about cultivation of 
marijuana on a large scale in Northern 
California. 

The astonishing thing about this 
program was that not one word was said 
about the health hazards of marijuana. 

With some exceptions the media have 
done a poor job of transmitting the 
evidence that the drug is a dangerous 
hazard to health. 

Much new evidence was presented at 
an international symposium held in 
France in July 1978. Forty-one scientists 
from 14 nations presented papers 
showing the disastrous effects of 
marijuana on the brain, lungs and 
reproductive organs. Additional 
evidence was presented at a hearing 
conducted by the House Select Com¬ 
mittee on Narcotics Abuse and Control in 
1979. It is hard to see how 60 Minutes 
could have missed all this. 

These studies have shown that the 
THC (the principle psychoactive 
ingredient in marijuana) accumulates in 
the fatty issue of the body, including the 
brain, ovaries and testes. 

According to these studies, it takes as 
long as five to eight days for just half the 
THC of one marijuana joint to leave the

These words have been 
synonymous with Northeast Regional 
Vocational School since its inception 11 
years ago. 

The expertise of its hand-picked, 
unpolitically motivated staff is second to 
none in Massachusetts and. yes, even the 


would be continually adding to the 
amounts in the body, accentuating the 
harmful effects. One study from Tulane 
University reported “persistent — 
perhaps irreversible — alterations 
developed in the brain function" of 
rhesus monkeys, which have brain 
patterns similar to humans. One EEG 
test of over pot-smoking teen agers found 
all EEC’s “markedly immature for their 
age," with symptoms "sufficient to be 
diagnostic of diffuse brain impairment." 

The effects on the lungs of marijuana 
smokers is at least as bad. Researchers 
at UCLA found that the respiratory 
impairment from smoking three to five 
joints a week to be the equivalent of 112 
tobacco cigarettes. 

Dr. Forest Tennant, who directed the 
Army’s drug program in Europe, 
reported: “Even though a person can get 
bronchitis and emphysema from 
cigarette smoking, one must usually wait 
20 to 30 years. We became alarmed 
because we began seeing these con¬ 
ditions in 18-, 19- and 20-year old men" 
Cancer researchers in Switzerland 
discovered that pot smoke contributed to 
cancerous lesions on lung tissue much 
more than tobacco smoke did. 

Marijuana use has also been shown to 
be harmful to the reproductive organs, 
since both the ovaries and testes contain 
high amounts of fatty tissue. One study 
found 44 percent reduction in the 
production of the principal male hor¬ 
mone. The same researchers found that 
pot affects the production of female 
hormones as well. One study performed 
at the University of California at Davis 
with rhesus monkeys, whose 
reproductive system is similar to that of 
human females exposed to the TAC 
resulted in spontaneous abortion, fetal 
death, stillbrith. or death of infant 
shortly after birth. 

They also found that the effect was 
dose-related, meaning that if enough TH- 
C is administered. 100 percent of all 
fetuses w’ill die. In the words of Dr. 
Gabriel Nahas of Columbia University, 
"Today’s pot smoker may not only be 
damaging his own mind and body, but 
may lie playing genetic roulette and 
casting a shadow across children and 
grandchildren yet unborn." 

Other findings have showm that 
marijuana speeds up the heart, posing 
problems for those with heart ailments; 
seriously impairs the efficiency of cer¬ 
tain white cells, which protect us from 
desease; that THC can cross the 
placental barrier and affect the unborn 
child; and that pot has profound

psychological effects. 

According to the latest figures over 12 
percent of all high school seniors use 
marijuana daily, an 80 percent increase 
since 1975. 

The general attitude has been that 
marijuana is no more harmful than 
tobacco or alcohol, yet the evidence 
contradicts that attitude, certainly the 
media bear part of the blame for keeping 
the public uninformed about marijuana. 
CBS had an excellent opportunity to 
correct that on its 60 Minutes segment. 
Instead, their thrust was a pitch for 
legalization, which would encourage 
even wider use of this dangerous drug.

For the last two weeks Steven Austin, 
editor of the Winchester Star and Dan 
Kennedy, editor of the Winchester sec¬ 
tion of the Woburn Daily Times, have 
been writing editorials with the theme 
being, "if you’re not going to be involved 
in town politics, you cannot complain 
about how the government functions in 
Winchester" and the fact that "this years 
town election will only be a repetition of 
previous elections because of the lack of 
new and different philosophies among 
our candidates."

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Disney World And The American Dream

I spent a few days at Disney 
World this past month, and I’ve 
come away with a startling 
realization. 

More than the Jefferson 
Memorial or the White House, 
more than Mount Rushmore or 
the Capitol Building or Concord 
Bridge next door to us, bisney 
World is a national shrine, a 
monument to the American 
Dream. It stands for all that is 
true about our national 
character and all that we wish 
was true. 

As you approach the park, 
you have a strong sense of 
leaving the realities of your daily 
life behind. Signs on the highway 
direct you to turn to a certain 
spot on your car radio for 
parking and ticket information. 

Once you reach the borders of 
the place, you are relieved of 
your car and escorted by small 
shuttling vehicles to an enor¬ 
mous dock. There you prepare to 
board a ferry that will carry you 
across a body of water to the 
Magic Kingdom. 

Like the America of our 
ancestors, Disney World is a 
place apart, as this continent 
was apart, splendid and fresh in 
its isolation from the soiled 
experiences of Europe. It is like 
the City on the Hill that John 
Winthrop pictured for his tiny 
band of colonists in the 17th 
century. 

The boat swings away from 
the dock, loaded to the gunwales 
with us modern-day pilgrims. 
We chug along, the boat turns a 
corner and there it is, that im- 
comparable castle of your 
childhood, the symbol of 
Disney’s magic, complete with 
turrets and snapping pennants. 
The opening strains of "When 
You Wish Upon a Star" echo in 
your mind. Many eyes are wet 
with tears. The immigrants of a 
hundred years ago must have 


felt similar nameless emotions 
when they first sailed beneath 
the mild gaze of the Statue of 
Liberty. 

Once you disembark, you 
move in a kind of Utopian 
dream: there is no trash in 
Disney World, no traffic, no 
pollution, no dirty crusts of snow. 
People don’t push. The use of 
currency is limited since tickets 
of various colors purchased at 
the gates are what get you on the 
rides. 

The staff is courteous, 
cheerful and in radiant good 
health. The illusion of a perfectly 
functioning society is complete. 
All maintenance is done at night 
when the park is closed. You can 
strain til your eyeballs burn in 
search of peeling paint, or an 
abandoned popcorn box. You’ll 
see neither. 

Care of the grounds, fur¬ 
thermore, is matched by equally 
meticulous care for the patrons. 
Restrooms, lunch bars and 
water fountains proliferate. 
What’s more, you see at Disney 
World a thoroughgoing effort to 
accommodate the less than 
vigorous visitor. Wheelchairs 
can be rented and every stair¬ 
case and curbstone has an ac¬ 
companying ramp beside it. 
Complimentary insulin 
refrigeration is available upon 
request for overnight guests. 

And nowhere in the country 
are the realities of a baby’s 
needs so directly addressed: 
diapers can be purchased as well 
as infant formula. For a small 
deposit, strollers that recline 
completely are available for the 
day. Every Ladies Room is 
equipped with a stainless steel 
"changing table" with hot and 
cold running water. 

The message conveyed by all 
this is clear: here is a society 
that looks after its members, old 
and young, hale and infirm. We 
know that the realities of our 


social welfare system don’t 
completely bear out this 
message, but this is the Magic 
Kingdom, an idealized projec¬ 
tion of what America could be 
like, what it means to be like. 

There’s a reverence for the 
past that is also evident in 
Disney World. The flavor of a 
boom town in the Old West 
permeates Frontierland. There’s 
an elegant replica of a 
Mississippi riverboat carefully 
appointed with period fur¬ 
nishings: mahogany wain¬ 

scoting, Victorian loveseats, 
velvet swag draperies; Samuel 
Clemens would feel instantly at 
home. 

But perhaps the most moving 
tribute to our shared past is the 
Hall of Presidents, where 
automated models of every Chief 
Executive from Washington on 
up speaks, blinks his eyes and 
gestures with an eerie 
naturalism. An accompanying 
narration and a ten-minute film 
combine with this extraordinary 
performance to invoke the ideals 
of the founding fathers and to 
remind us, should we have 
forgotten, of what set this 


country apart as the Grand 
Experiment. 

Finally, everywhere in 
evidence at this lavish place, 
there is a palpable optimism 
about the future. 

Tomorrowland reveals 
domestic conveniences that will 
be commonplace by the turn of 
the century: shop-at-home 

computers, two-way televisions, 
10-foot television screens. 

The future will be good to us, 
the place seems to say: 
technology' will make it good, 
will safeguard our physical 
health and cure our social ills. It 
will bring us a cure for cancer, 
perhaps with the miracle of 
Interferon. If it caused acid rain 
to fall, then it can cause it to stop 
falling. This is what we need to 
believe, and this is what Disney 
World encourages us to believe. 

So, we leave at the day’s end; 
take the boat back to the shuttle 
to the car; back to the reality of 
the highways leading out of 
Orlando. But the visit stays with 
us and works powerful magic on 
the subconscious mind. 

Disney World is a symbol for 
America, it says: a place apart, 


lovingly tended; where the 
management (read govern¬ 
ment) fills basic human needs 
and then leaves you alone to 
have a good time; a place with a 
glorious past and a potentially 
glorious future; a place to be 
proud of.

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Two Become Eagle Scouts 


Timothy J. Howard and David K 
Krikorian of Troop 303 were awarded the 
rank of Eagle Scout at ceremonies Jan. 
23, in First Congregational Church. 

Keynote speaker. Robert Millican. 
DMD, former Scoutmaster of the troop, 
received his own Eagle Scout badge 
exactly 50 years ago 

As his Eagle Scout project. Howard 
planned and constructed a 200-foot-long 
boardwalk through the swampy part of 
Winchester's Locke Farm Conservation 
area. The town’s Conservation Com 
mission voted $500 for materials. He then 
procured supplies and organized Scouts 
and others to assist in construction. 

Jean Smith of Winchester trails 
thanked Howard. 

As his project. Krikorian organized 
the youth group of the Holy Trinity 
Armenian Apostolic Church in Cam¬ 
bridge to repaint the large two-story hall 
in the church 


Krikorian. who lived in Winchester 
until ninth grade, now lives in Arlington 
He was stage manager at Winchester’s 
McCall Junior High, has been on the 
math team lor six years, is an honor 
student and is fencing champion of 
Arlington High. He is junior assistant^ 
scout master of Troop 503 and mem¬ 
bership chairman of Order of the Arrow, 
an honorary scout organization. 

He was counselor in training at 
Parker Mountain Hoy Scout camp in New 
Hampshire and plans to work there this 
summer. A senior at Arlington High, he 
hopes to study engineering there next 
year. 

Howard, son of Scoutmaster John 
Howard, is a sophomore at Winchester 
Hgh School and assistant senior patrol 
leader of Troop 503. He is a member of 
the Winchester High stage crew, of Order 
of the Arrow and of a racquetball 
Explorer Scout Post. He’s also a banio 


player. An outdoorsman, Howard earned 
scoulings 50-miler award for a 50-mile 
hike on the Appalachian Trail in Ver¬ 
mont This summer he hiked 100 miles in 
the White Mountains. His first major hike 
was at age eight when he climbed Mt. 
-Fuji with his older brother and father, 
head of the International Department of 
State Street Bank. The family was living 
in Japan at the time. 

Both John Howard and the late Mr. 
Krikorian were Life Scouts, the rank 
before Eagle Scout. Eagle is the highest 
award given to a scout. 

Helen Krikorian and John Howard 
presented the Eagle badges to Krikorian 
and Howard. Senator Samuel Rotondi 
and Representative Sherman Saltmarsh 
presented them with citations from the 
Massachusetts House and Senate. 
Assistant Scoutmaster Richard Conway 
sponsored Howard for the Eagle Award, 
and Allen Gallant, director of Parker 


Mountain Scout Reservation, and 
Thomas Raphael, institutional 
representative of the troop, sponsored 
Krikorian 

Troop 503, now 65 years old, is one of 
the oldest Scout troops in the country. It 
has been continuously sponsored by First 
Congregational Church. 

Dr. Millican reminisced about the 
early days of Scouting in Winchester. 

He became a member of Troop 503 in 
1928, when Harold Hovey was Scout¬ 
master. “There was nothing but woods 
and briar from Cambridge Street to 
Lexington; we used to go camping behind 
Rocky Ledge Farm, where Socrates road 
is now,’’ he recalled. 

Millican added that a special fire call 
was given to summon the Scouts to aid 
the town, and that it was used four times 
while he was a scout. “We had to rush 
over to the old headquarters on South 
Border Road to see what the Fire 


Department needed us lor. Once it was 
when Carol Woods cow jumped the fence 
and was running down High st. over 
toward Westland ave.” He admits, 
however, that the Scouts couldn’t catch 
the cow. 

Representatie Saltmarsh said that he 
too remembered when there were no 
houses west of Cambridge st. “Locke 
Farm (which Tim Howard helped im¬ 
prove) is the only real farm left in 
Winchester,” said Saltmarsh. 

Saltmarsh added that the troop was to 
be commended lor coming to the aid of 
the Jenks Senior Citizens center when 
there was flooding in the building. Ken 
Maio and Paul Cirignuno organized ef¬ 
forts to move furniture to avoid water 
damage. He also thanked the troop for 
putting up yellow ribbons to welcome 
home the hostages. 

Chairman for the Eagle scout night 
was Robert Bigalow. 


Others participating in the ceremony 
included John Kenney, Ken Maio, Bob 
Moran, and Mark Schwartzman, who 
presented the colors, trumpeter Ken 
Mitchel, honor guard Brian Feeney, Tom 
Funk and Fritz Howard, Thomas 
Raphael, senior patrol leader Jerry 
Malloy. Rev. Walter B. David, troop 
committee chairman Anthony 
Sobkowicz, assistant scoutmaster Bruce 
Hall, and Mrs. Judith Millican, deacon of 
the church.

It 
would be served with fresh fruit salad, 
green beans almondine, biscuits, and 
chocolate pot de creme or chocolate 
mousse, white or dark chocolate. 

That’s the special dinner which the 
Food Works at 207A Broadway is of¬ 
fering.

The women got into their business two 
months ago after running a cleaning 
business, “Clean Sweep,” which they 
still own. So many of their clients needed 
catering and bartending help that the 
two, who have studied at a variety of 
cooking classes, decided to go into the 
food business. 

Schnabel says, “We are concerned 
with the quality of our product. 

We use the freshest ingredients and 
make the best and the freshest that we 
can produce.” 

Their foods are multi-ethnic. Just new 


is a poppy seed pancake. They just in¬ 
vented a vegetable pie for vegetarians 
and others who love vegetables which 
Schnabel says is “just delicious.” 

Except for Jane Marchant’s Irish 
bread, everything is made on the 
premises at the shop which is near the 
intersection of Broadway and Foster st. 
and Rawson rd. Among the most popular 
foods are macaroon cookies, a meat- 
cheese-spinach pie and calamari, a 
shrimp>-scallop salad. 

Desserts which are available include 
pecan pie, carrot cake, lemon bread, 
chocolate rum cake, mousse, plum cake, 
chocolate silk cake and fruit tarts. 

Lasagna casserole, chicken casserole, 
quiches, cold curried chicken and finger 
sandwiches are specialities. The soups 
include seafood chowder, cream of 
tomato, minestrone, split pea, navy bean 
and lentil. 

Choices of salads include curried rice, 
spicy carrot, marinated mushrooms, 
fresh fruit with sweet dressing, 
vegetables, stuffed grape leaves and 
Chinese green beans.

Mr. Kontoff 
starts each day at a particular 
school and travels throughout 
the system teaching trombone, 
trumpet, or any other wind in¬ 
strument. 

"I have about one hundred 
and sixty students, either in 
srpall classes or in ensemble. 
Tlie largest group is the ninety- 
piece elementary school band," 
he said. 

How can anyone enjoy 
listening to a bunch of kids 
struggling with a musical in¬ 
strument that requires some 
skill just to obtain a clear sound? 

"That isn’t the point," 
Kontoff stated. "There is a 
special sense of accomplishment 
when I start with a kid who 
doesn’t even know which end of 
the horn to blow, and over the 
years, progresses into quite a 
musician." 

Mr. Kontoff has an advantage 
over most teachers. A student 
begins at an early age and 
continues the program for 
several years. The gratification 
is derived when the child is able 
to realize the fruit that his effort 
has borne that makes it all 
worthwhile. Most teachers have 
a student for one year, and 
unless the child makes a name 
for his or herself later in life, 
that teacher may never know 
what contribution he has made to 
that person’s development. 

It is 10:30 a.m. Friday and 
class commences for seven 
trombonists and one baritone 
horn player. The fifth and sixth 
graders are assembled behind 
their horns and look up at the

instructor who towers over them 
like a great maestro about to 
conduct a symphony. 

"All right," he begins, "we’re 
going to take it from the top. Line 
number one. Ready, one and 
two, and...wait a minute. Peter 
where is your instrument? " 

The boy casts his eyes down. 
"I put it near the piano," he 
mutters. 

"Yeah, and...," questions Mr. 
Kontoff. 

"I don’t usually put it there, 
so I forgot it this morning," he 
answers. 

"Peter, you can’t play the 
trombone if you don’t have one," 
Mr. Kontoff sighs. "Well, just 
pay attention and see what you 
can pick up. All right, everyone 
else, at the top. And one, and 
two, and play..." 

The exercise goes off without 
a hitch. If you can imagine a 
group of children whose trom¬ 
bones are as tall as they, when 
standing, you can get a picture of 
what Mr. Kontoff faces each day. 
As the lesson proceeds, the 
children continually draw from 
their lungs every breath of air 
they can muster. They struggle 
and strain for each note as the 
conductor leads, helping to keep 
time and pulling the music from 
their small mouths. 

"Okay, fellas take a break!" 
Kontoff shouts.

‘Roots’ Program Open 


“American Roots’’ is one of the most 
refreshing programs I have ever par¬ 
ticipated in. My students were captivated 
and enthusiasm and energy were high. It 
is an experience for all ages.” 

So said a teacher in a neighboring 
high school about the program now open 
to 60 students of Winchester and Jamaica 
Plain ninth grades. They will spend 10 
school days together, alternating bet¬ 
ween the two schools, in an experiencial 
process balancing thinking with doing 
and feeling. 

Studying immigration and internal 
migration in 20th century American 
history, students will weave together the 
social, economic, political and cultural 
strands to gain a better understanding of 
the causes of current attitudes. This 
background will come to life through an 
interviewing process in which students 
will collect information about personal 
views of the period from family members 
and seniors in the community. 

Students will work closely together in 
small mixed multi-ethnic groups on a 
joint project - the creation of a theater 
piece communicating what they have 


professional career twenty-one 
years ago, playing in various 
general business groups while 
teaching in the Swampscott 
school system.

years of teaching. For instance, 
it would be wonderful to give 
these kids what I call a ‘cradle to 
the grave’ concept. We would 
start them very young and 
continue right through high 
school. I’ve seen so many 
students with a wealth of talent 
that should be nurtured and 
developed thoroughly," he 
finished. 

As a highly skilled 
professional, David Kontoff is as 
attentive to the needs of the 
rawest of beginners as to those of 
the best students. 

"All right, let’s take it from 
the last line. One, and two, and 
play..." 

As the children begin this last 
exercise, it is evident that they 
have been at it for a while. 
Between notes, some of them 
huff and puff as they prepare for 
the next phrase. One little boy, 
whose face contorted with each 
passing note appeared to be 
sucking a lemon as he wielded 
the large trombone about. 

Again, another break as he 
directs one trombonist to play 
the last few measures, solo. 

"Wait a minute. Wait a 
minute. That isn’t right. It isn’t a 
'C’,’ it’s an A’," he apologizes. 

Once more he led them 
through another exercise, and 
just when they played the final 
note, the school bell rang. 
Quickly the children pack the 
instruments as they listen to last- 
minute instructions. The music 
room is vacated. Mr. Kontoff 
shuts the lights and promptly 
moves to another school for yet 
another lesson.

It 
provides a way for children to keep a 
diary or journal of their experiences 
while providing a focus during “time 
gaps” in their day. A loose leaf or spiral 
notebook could be used for a journal, and 
3” x 5” blank index cards could be used 
for “postcards” on which children could 
illustrate and describe things they have 
seen or experienced. These postcards 
could then be mailed to people who are 
important to them. 


School vacations and holidays often 
offer opportunities for children to visit 
friends and relatives and share new 
experiences. Yet, with the absence of 
daily routines children sometimes ask, 
“What can we do?” 

This activity provides an opportunity 
for children to draw, talk and write about 
experiences they enjoy most this 
vacation.

To expand children’s awareness of 
their experiences, to enrich their abilities 
to “document” or communicate pic- 
torially their experiences and to build a 
reference to enhance long-term memory 
skills.

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SEEM Program Teaches 
Skills For The Job Market

At 8:30 a.m every weekday, the 
punchclock rings loudly and the 
basement of McCall Junior High School 
is instantly transformed into a factory 
workroom 

Sparks fly from soldering irons as a 
three-person assembly line excitedly 
starts work towards completing their bi¬ 
monthly quota of 665 computer parts for 
Honeywell Incorporated. 

Placing a rubber tube around a 
resister just handed to her, twenty-year- 
old Carole Molea of 26 Marion st., begins 
the shrinking process. When the rubber 
snugly adheres to the resister. Molea 
holds the part up and exclaims. “See. it 
works! ’' 

For 75 learning impaired students 
aged 16 through 22. the basement of 
McCall is their entry point into active 
participation in society. Over the past 
three years, some 40 students have 
graduated, and 95 percent are either 
employed or in post-graduate training. 

Special Education-Education Mutual 
SEEM) Vocational Program students 
work on real and simulated tasks to 
prepare for competitive jobs in the 
community. McCall is one of five oc¬ 
cupational sites under the direction of 
SEEM, a collaborative of the Win¬ 
chester. Woburn, Heading, North 
Heading, Wilmington, Lynnfield, and 
Stoneham school systems. 

“The program is very structured so as 
to really simulate a job," explained Rick 
Fentin, SEEM vocational program 
director. “The students have to take on 
the responsibility of a worker. It’s dif¬ 
ferent than what you see in schools,” he 
added. 

But time has run out for the oc¬ 
cupational program. 

Federal Grant Title IV-C competitive 
grant for innovative and creative 
programs has funded the project for the 
past 3.5 years. The grant expires June 31. 

“I wish it would continue,” said Dick 
Molea, parent of Carole Molea. “It 
means a heck of a lot to the kids because 
it’s really helping them out. It’s teaching 
them I’ve noticed improvement with 
Carole and all the other kids," he added. 

JoAnn Walker, mother of SEEM 
student Scott Walker, also regretted the 
cuts. ‘’For my son, it’s too bad,” said 
JoAn Walker. “That part of the program 


(the vocational part) is the most im¬ 
portant I understand that some things 
have to be cut on account of Prop. 2.5 and 
it is always hard to decide what should be 
cut. 

“But it is even harder when it is your 
own child," she added. Walker said that 
the program has helped her son “become 
more of an adult." 

Last year the Massachusetts 
Department of Education designated the 
program as a model in the state and 
extended the grant past its original ex¬ 
piration date of Dec. 31, 1980. 

The state awarded $70,000 to SEEM to 
continue the occupational program and 
to help other schools start vocational 
programs. That $70,000 will not be 
available after June 31. 

“Unfortunately, severe budget cuts 
for next year will drastically reduce the 
scope and quality of the program," 
Fentin said. 

Next September, the program will be 
forced to eliminate stipend salaries for 
students, workshop materials, and three 
of four aides who locate outside jobs, 
bring work into the workshop and guide 
students through the transition period. 

“Out-of-school training gives the 
program meaning," Fentin said. 

Students alternate their days between 
doing subcontract work at the sheltered 
workshop at McCall and learning 
academics and self-help skills at Woburn 
Junior High School. 

McCall and SEEM staff people 
prepare simulated jobs for the students 
and build them up to actual sub-contract 
work obtained from area industries and 
businesses. 

SEEM pays students 30 cents an hour 
for their simulated jobs. Companies 
operate under a contract with SEEM, 
which in turn pays the students on a per 
piece rate. Some earn $10 to $20 per week 
for two days work. 

On payday, the employees deposit 
their checks in the bank and can with¬ 
draw money whenever they wish. 
Students have used the money to buy 
family Christmas presents and pay for 
trips organized by SEEM. 

The students operate a salad bar for 
the teachers at McCall on Wednesdays. 
They shop and prepare a buffet with 
eight different vegetables and soup, hot 
bread or quiche. Forty teachers enjoy the 
$1 meal. 


"We gear the students towards 
competitive employment, not a sheltered 
workshop," Vocational Coordinator- 
Work Supervisor Cynthia Papapoulias 
stressed. 

Program aide Linda Small canvasses 
the seven towns for jobs and stays with 
students when they are placed in jobs, 
helping with the transition from 
simulated jobs to real ones. 

“If these kids don’t have jobs by the 
time they reach age 22. then they 
probably never will." emphasized Karen 
Fink, vocational coordinator-work 
supervisor. “A lot of kids may end up 
doing nothing except sitting home." 

After four months preparation, Donna 
Drago, 20, was placed in the 
housekeeping department at the Holiday 
Inn in Woburn. "I make beds, clean the 
bathroom, dust, vacuum, take a break, 
go back to work and come here after 
lunch," Donna explained. 

Mary Lanron, head housekeeper at 
Holiday Inn said: “Donna is doing fine, 
she’s just excellent. We’re not having any 
problems. It takes a little longer but with 
training, she’s been doing a good job." 

Winchester librarian Mary Dewar 
had nothing but praise for her SEEM 
employee, Kevin Brown. Brown covers 
books twice a week at the library. 

“Kevin’s doing exceptionally well," 
Dewar said. “He's very enthusiastic. 
This is one step out in the world for 
them." 

Sixteen-year-old Donald Drover of 
Woburn has been working at Digital 
Computers for a year assembling card¬ 
board boxes for computer boards. 
Drover decided he’s bored with that job 
and would like a change. 

“It’s kind of hard, I’m getting tired of 
it," he said. Now’ Drover is preparing 
Scott Walker to replace him at Digital. 
“But I’m going to find another job before 
I switch," he explained. 

Small has located a potential job in 
computer testing at Alpha Industries in 
Woburn. Fentin devised a simulated job 
at McCall to prepare Drover for the 
Alpha Industries job. 

“More and more people are testing 
computers these days and these students 
could do this type of work." Fentin said. 

Small will lose her job in July. “It’s 
hard to train someone for a work 
situation and not be able to give them the 
goal of a real job to go out and try," she

emphasized. “We’ve built this up, the 
staff has increased and now its back to 
stage one." 

“It’s just not realistic," Fink claimed. 
“The kids will stay here till they’re 22 
and then do nothing. The vocational 
program is crucial." 

The vocational aspect of the program 
can only continue if the seven towns 
allocate funding. Each town in the 
collaborative must come up with money 
to continue the program. Winchester’s 


share would be about $7,000 out of a town 
budget of roughly $23 million. 

Under Massachusetts and federal 
laws, learning-impaired students are 
entitled to occupational training, Fentin 
said. He estimated that if the tow ns have 
to send students elsewhere, they will 
have to pay tuitions and it w ill cost more 
in the long run. 

"In times of serious financial 
problems, these things get cut," P’entin 


said. “But people don't realize that this is 
the kind of thing they should be sup¬ 
porting. It ultimately saves the tax 
payers money it someone can be trained 
and working. The person w ill pay taxes 
and won’t need other programs to go to 
after he or she gets out of school. This is a 
crisis and the.people don’t realize it." 

“The students will be hurt most," 
explained Small. Til always find a job 
somewhere but that’s not true for them 
It doesn’t look too promising."

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The Palumbos — ‘Always Swimming’

It is 5:30 a.m. and there is no one in 
the cold, damp pool area of the Northeast 
Regional Vocational School in Wakefield 
except for a middle-aged man holding a 
stopwatch and standing over a circle of 
swimmers, signaling spring after spring 
with shouts of “..mark go!, mark go!, 
swimmers take your mark...” 

As the pink light of daybreak filters 
through the fogged windows, swimmers 
are still pulling back and forth, back and 
ahead, churning through another deadly 
workout. 

“Maintain your speed up to the wall, 
and then kick like hell off the turn!”, 
shouts one of the assistant coaches. 

There is no need to be closely 
associated with any type of swimming 
organization in Winchester to know the 
name. 

To know the family. 

To know the talent. 

Palumbo 

The man is Vincent Palumbo, Sr. 

The Wakefield coach, whose team 
practices at the same time, is his son, 
Vincent Jr. 

And, in the pool, is another one of 
Palumbo’s swimming sons, David. 

And there is more. 

Vincent, Roy, Paula, Richard. David, 
and Joe. The patriarch of one of the most 
distinguished sw'imming families in 
Winchester rattles off the names as 
easily as he lists their outstanding ac¬ 
complishments. 

“They’ve all been swimming since 
they were about six or so. I was never a 
competitive swimmer myself, so I didn’t 
really get them started, but they’ve 
always been swimming.” 

And so they have. 

Just a quick rundown: 

Vincent, the oldest, captained the 
1973-74 Middlesex League Winchester 
High School boys swim team, qualified 
for the Easterns and States all three 
years, and held the state record for the 
100 breastroke. He then proceeded to 


Columbia where he captained the team in 
his senior year and remained one of the 
fastest breastrokers on the university 
team. 

“He’s very aggressive,” states Vin 
Sr., “more of a winner than I am. He 
likes to win.” 

Vincent Jr. has shown this com¬ 
petitive spirit through coaching positions 
at the Winchester Boat Club, Winchester 
High School (both boys and girls teams), 
and now' at Wakefield. His college ex¬ 
periences have led him to practice a 
formalized system of naidic attack 
designed to eliminate the opposition 
completely. 

Brother Roy, also a determined 
swimmer, is next in line. After cap¬ 
taining the WHS team he qualified for the 
Easterns and States, and regularly broke 
a minute for the 100 yard fly, and also 
lettered in three sports. The butterflyer 
decided to forego swimming after high 
school and participate in other sports at 
Upper Iowa University. 

“Roy has more non-swimming in¬ 
terests now and is happy with the other 
activities he involves himself in,” says 
Dad. 

Did the only girl in the family opt for a 
different sport? Hardly. Following in the 
family tradition, Paula captained a WHS 
team, w'orked as a lifeguard, and helped 
other members of the family to swim. 
The sport is now a hobby for her, and she 
occasionally attends the early morning 
practices with the girls’ team. 

During his three years at WHS, no one 
in town and few in the state could match 
Richard Palumbo’s aptitude for the 
sport, especially in the 50 and 100 
freestyle events. His time of 22.9 for the 
50 has only been equaled once since 1978, 
and has never been broken. Richard, a 
team captain, captured Most Valuable 
Swimmer and Globe All-Scholastic 
honors during his senior year, and 
qualified for the Easterns and States. He 
swam well enough to earn a position on 
the Columbia team, with whom he will 
travel to the Eastern College Cham¬ 


pionships this March 3. Columbia 
practices have whittled his 50 yard 
freestyle time down to a 21.0 and his 1(H) 
yard freestyle time to a clean 47 seconds. 

David, a sophomore at WHS. is not 
captain of the team yet, but the but¬ 
terflyer has qualified for the Eastern 
Sectionals, and will earn a varsity letter 
this year. The veteran of the Winchester 
Swim Club team has also swum in the 
AAU and plans to swim in college 

And you can’t forget Joey. A sixth 
grader at Vinson-Owen, Joey, though a 
talented swimmer, does not intend to 
pursue the sport as much as the rest of 
the family has. 

“Joe keeps reminding my wife and 
me that he’s not going to be a swimmer, 
not at all, that he’s going to be a great 
professional tennis player,” laughs 
Palumbo. The tennis buff will continue to 
compete for the Swim Club team, and. 
practice his tennis any time he can. 

So there is the lineup. Mention the 
very name, and local swimmers would 
rather not compete in the same race. 

And when you find a Palumbo in the 
pool, you will invariably find a Palumbo 
on the sidelines, coaching, planning, and 
most of the time, winning a meet. 

Vincent Sr. has always l>een a 
calculating strategist. He will often let 
the outcome of an “easy” meet fall to the 
strokes of the last relay, where he will 
pull Winchester away from the com 
petitor to win the meet. At times, he will 
baffle the other coach by switching his 
top swimmers out of their “regular” 
events, and place one of his best swim¬ 
mers in an end lane, out of the sight of the 
lop rival competitor. 

Winning used to be the main priority 
of this coach who would settle for nothing 
less than a varsity performance. “When 1 
started to coach, I thought winning was 
everything. But you get a little older and 
you mellow a bit, and soon you realize 
that yes, it’s good to win, but that is not 
more important than helping a person

Still, for those beginning on the 
boards or for those who spend their 
winter weekdays hibernating behind 
an office desk, there are some sen¬ 
sible health precautions you can take 
before starting your downhill schuss. 

As with all sports, the key to en¬ 
joyment and success lies in precon¬ 
ditioning, in getting your body in 
shape for the slide down the mountain 
“The muscles most important to 
good ski conditioning are the 
quadriceps,” says Dr. Barry Dorn, a 
orthopedic surgeon on the staff of 
Winchester Hospital. “The 
quadriceps are those muscles in the 
upper front part of the legs that are 
involved in the physical function of 
extending the knees.” 

Dr. Dorn, who also runs a sports 
medicine office in Woburn explains 
that, “When you’re in the proper ski 
position, your knees should be pushed 
forward to the extent that you’re 
standing in something like a modified 
crouch. With your knees flexed, your 
control over yourself and your skis 
will be influenced by the strength you 
have in your upper legs.” 

The best exercise to build up these 
quadricep muscles, says Dr. Dorn, is 


one that involves lying on your back 
while raising both legs straight up to a 
45 degree angle, about two-feet off the 
floor. Hold this position for a ten 
count, and keep repeating the exer¬ 
cise. Work your way up to where you 
can put an additional one or two pound 
weight on your legs and still go 
through the leg lifts without much 
difficulty. 

For variation, try doing the same 
exercise, lifting and holding the 
position with just one leg extended off 
the floor through the count of ten. It’s 
a sign that your quadriceps are really 
growing strong if you can go through 
about thirty lifts raising both legs. 

Another good preliminary exercise 
for skiing is the chair position, one 
that can be performed easily at home 
or in an office. This exercise requires 
you to stand with your back straight 
against the wall, while slowly 
lowering yourself into a position 
similar to sitting in a chair. In this 
position, your knees are pushed 
forward and you feel tension in the 
quadricep muscles of the upper legs. 
By holding this chair posture for a 
minute or two, gradually building up 
the time limit, you will strengthen 
those muscles so valuable to fitness 
and ski preparation. 

Though you should have a fairly 
fluid, comfortable rhythm in your 
upper body as you ski, beginners or 
those with chronic back problems 
may find themselves suffering aches 
and creaks in the lower back after a 


day on the slopes. Doing torque 
exercises, twisitng your torso from 
side to side while standing with hips 
and legs straight, is a good technique 
lor getting the back prepared for the 
motion needed to cut a neat turn in 
between mountain moguls. 

For another stretching workout to 
improve stodgy back muscles, lie on 
your back with a small pillow under 
your head, your arms at your sides 
and your knees bent with feet flat on 
the floor. Bring your knees up to your 
chest and, with your hands clasped, 
pull your knees toward your chest. 
Hold this position for a ten count, 
keeping your knees together and your 
shoulders flat on the floor. Repeat the 
pulling and holding movement three 
times, relax, and do it again. 

Though these may be good con¬ 
ditioning techniques for anyone 
healthy and fit enough to ski, 
remember not to overdo exercising, 
especially in the beginning. Start by 
trying the movements slowly and 
carefully, though don’t be alarmed if 
the awreypes .cause mild discomfort 
which lasts a few minutes. But, if pain 
is more than mild and lasts more than 
15-20 minutes, stop and do no further 
exercises until you see your doctor. 

“Even though it may seem ob¬ 
vious,” says Dr. Dorn, “I can’t 
overstress the fact that one of the best 
ways to avoid ski injuries is to always 
ski in control and feel comfortable 
with your equipment.” “If you’ve 
never skied, it’s worth the expense to 


take a lesson,” Dr. Dorn advises. 
“Also, if you’re taking your skis out of 
the closet for the first time since last 
winter, you should have your 
equipment checked and the bindings 
adjusted by a reputable outfitter.” 

The most common ski accident is a 
torn ligament on the inside of the 
thumb, despite the classic apres ski 
pose of a cast enshrouded leg or ankle. 
Therefore, even such a lowly item as 
ski poles should be comfortable and 
fitted to your size and skiing ability. 

In New England, snow and 
weather conditions change rapidly 
and the skier should always be 
prepared to adjust to shifts in each. 

Dress comfortably, but always 
warmly, and keep in mind the fact 
that your previous run through a trail 
of soft powder may now be turned, in 
Jekyl and Hyde fashion, into a glaring 
sheet of ice. 

Also, always avoid tackling the 
mountain’s hardest trail at the end of 
the day — when you’re tired, stop, or 
at least don’t try to overexert your- 
< self. '(,11 |;M 

Tiredness is almost always a 
contributing factor of injury and, for 
too many diehard skiers, the last run 
of the day turns into the last run of the 
season.

Hospice Opens Offering Care For The Ill 


The Hospice of Middlesex East 
(HOME, Inc.) opens officially on Mon¬ 
day, Feb. 2, to provide special care for 
terminally ill patients located in the 
areas of Malden, Medford, Everett, 
Melrose, Stoneham, Wakefield, Reading. 
North Reading, Burlington, Woburn, 
Lexington, Winchester and Wilmington. 

The term “hospice,” which has 
served since Medieval times to mean a 
way station for weary travelers, has 
more frequently been applied to 
programs which care for the terminally 
ill. The hospice concept departs from the 
technological emphasis of modern day 
medicine and returns to the idea that 
death is the logical conclusion to life and 
should not be bereft of dignity, comfort 
and sensitivity. 

The Hospice movement began in 
Great Britain during the first part of this 
century. Only recently has the concept 
become popular in the U S. The major 
services provided through a hospice are 
pain control, symptom control, spiritual 
and bereavement counseling and 
emotional support for patients and their 
families. As it has been interpreted on 
this side of the Atlantic, the hospice 
program’s services are provided through 
a home care system. The intent here 
being that individuals should die in the 
security and comfort of the home. 


There are various reasons, nowever, 
that this practice is not always possible. 
For example, a patient may require 
medical treatment that can’t be provided 
in the home, or there may be no family 
members at home to provide care. Also, 
there are periods of “respite care” when 
a patient’s family needs relief from the 
difficulties of caring for a dying patient. 

According to Gerald A. Sohn, Dexter 
House Administrator and an original 
organizer of the program, HOME, Inc. 
has developed alternatives for such 
cases. When a patient is unable to remain 
at home, care will be made available on 
an inpatient basis at the Dexter House 
Nursing Care Center, 120 Main st., 
Malden. 

For patients requiring home care or 
acute care, provisions have been 
arranged through contractual agreement 
with the Malden Community Nurses 
Association and the Malden Hospital. 

The organization will be staffed by a 
multidisciplinary team, headed by newly 
appointed Executive Director Jay Green. 
Mr. Green’s experience in the hospice 
field includes a position as director of 
education and training for the Hospice 
Institution for Education, Training and 
Research, a division of the Connecticut 
Hospice, Inc. The Institute was the first 
U.S. agency designed specifically to pro

ide care lor terminal cases. 

Other members of the team will in¬ 
clude public health nurses, a medical 
director, a social worker, consultants in 
pharmacology, nutrition, rehabilitation 
and pastoral care, a volunteer trainer 
and a large number of volunteers. 

In a hospice, such as HOME, Inc., 
trained volunteers play a large role in 
providing support services, and in 
visiting and counseling patients and their 
families. The volunteers make them¬ 
selves available to hospice patients on an 
unlimited basis, and are particularly 
helpful to the family after the patient’s 
death (during the period of 
bereavement). Volunteers also provide 
transportation and in-home services, 
perform administrative work and handle 
intake and referrals. 


Client eligibility for the program will 
lx? based on medical diagnosis of the 
terminal condition, and on the area in 
which the patient lives. There are no 
restrictions based on age, sex, race, 
creed, diagnostic category, or ability to 
pay for services. 

HOME, Inc.’s offices are located at 
the Malden Hospital. The Hospice is 
currently soliciting volunteers. Anyone 
interested in working as a volunteer for 
the new hospice can contact Charlotte 
Kaubert, Director of Volunteers at the 
hospital, 322 r -7560, extension 5620, or Jay 
Green, Executive Director of HOME,

For years nutritionists have been 
telling, ‘‘You are what you eat.” 

Now the Office of Technological 
Assessment, and evaluative arm of 
Congress, says we also are what we 
drive. 

The you-are-what-you-drive syn¬ 
drome, OTA says is another way of 
describing the “Psychology of 
automobility.” 

“A vehicle’s size and style,” an OTA 
report declares, “often compose a profile 
of the owner.” 

The psychology of automobility, it 
continues, is reflected in the comments of 
a wide variety of Americans questioned 
about the nation’s automobile tran¬ 
sportation system. The report identifies 
automobility as the “ability to go where 


you want, when you want — usually by 
automobile.” 

Citing examples of the you-are-what- 
you-drive syndrome, OLTA says it was 
told by an urban New Englander that she 
drives an economical import and car- 
jxjols to work because she believes in 
conservation and helping to improve the 
environment. 

A yourfg Maryland man declared: “I 
want to impress my friends with my 
toughness, so I drive a muscle car.” 

Money talks 

And a Midwesterner reported: “I 
grew up in a poor section of town and 
worked my way up. My old friends and 
family know I’m making it when I drive 
my expensive new car.” 


While emphasizing that the Office of 
Technology Assessment did not attempt 
to do a detailed behavioral analysis of 
American attitudes toward the motor 
vehicle, the report makes these ob¬ 
servations: 

— “The automobile has become the 
focal point of American life, and 
automobility has become almost 
synonymous with mobility.” 

— “The popularity, availability, and 
pervasive use of the automobile (has) 
resulted in a car culture — a lifestyle 
dependent on the car to provide access to 
widely-dispersed jobs, homes, and 
services.” 

— "It became apparent, in listening to 
the comments of individuals in many 
parts of the United States, that American 


society is not having a love affair with the 
car so much as it is having a love affair 
with mobility. To the extent that the car 
provides that highly valued service, it, 
too, is a target of much affection.” 

— Mobility, as viewed by the 
respondents, is an indicator of American 
freedom and independence and a right of 
the whole citizenry, rather than the 
privilege of a few.” 

— “While automobile-use controls 
were thought to be a potential 
multipurpose solution by the respondents 
(i.e., to reduce congestion, pollution, and 
fuel use), such controls were not 
generally endorsed because they were 
viewed as a limitation on mobility.

Fump, fump, fump. It never fails. 
You’re already late for work because you 
stole a few well-deserved extra winks. 

You’ve got a station 
wagon full of restless sixth graders and 
the day-long downpour that washed out 
their field trip is still going strong. Fump, 
fump, fump. There’s no good time for a 
Hat tire.

Although a flat tire is bound to put a kink 
in your day, champion racing crew chief 
Maurice Petty has some hints to help you 
prepare for a tire failure and to make 
your changing job easier, quicker and 
safer. 

Tire changes are Maurice Petty’s 
stock in trade. He’s the younger brother 
of famed car racing champion Richard 
Petty whose 192 career victories and $4

As crew chief for the STP-Petty 
Fngineering team, Maurice is respon¬ 
sible for fast, safe pit stops. Tire changes 
are the cornerstone of almost every 
lacing pit stop and a slow one can quickly 
change the story of a race.

Pit Crew Champions in NASCAR history 
by winning a season-long competition.

"On pit road or beside the highway, cars 
come by fast, often close enough to feel 
like they’re trying to suck the wallet out 
of your hip pocket, so safety must be the 
first consideration. 

"As soon as you know you’ve got a 
problem, start looking for a safe place to 
park. One that’s level, hard-surfaced and 
well off the highway. I’ve decided that 
it’s better to risk ruining a tire rather 
than to stop immediately in a potentially 
dangerous spot. 

"To help protect you from oncoming 
traffic, be sure you carry reflectors or 
even better, flares for nighttime or rain." 

So you’ve rolled to your unscheduled 
stop. How much time and energy you 
burn up will depend on just how well you 
are prepared. “It is impossible to do any 
job effectively and safely without the 
proper tools," continues Petty. 

"In addition to reflectors or flares, 
your tire change equipment should in¬ 
clude ‘chock’ blocks, medium flat-bladed 
Screwdriver, lug wrench, jack and 


llashlight. A set ol oversize coveralls 
isn’t a bad idea either. 

"The ‘chock’ blocks I carry are 12 
inch pieces of 4x4 lumber. I use them to 
block the front and back of the tire that’s 
diagonally across from the tire I’m 
changing. The screwdriver is for prying 
the hubcap loose. I also make it a point to 
check both the flashlight and the spare 
about once a month to see that they’re 
ready to go. 

Short of oil helps 

“And about twice a year 1 squirt a 
quick shot of penetrating oil at the base of 
all the lug nuts 1 learned that trick when 
1 was a kid. One night my buddy bad to 
drive 20 miles each way to rescue me 
when 1 didn’t have the strength to bust 
loose a couple of rusted lug nuts. I 
remember be wasn’t too happy. 

“On the street, I pul all the nuts in the 
hubcap. Sure beats crawling around 
looking for them later."

Maybe we don’t have the million-mile 
car yet, but more and more frequently 
we bear of cars whose owners boast of 
having well over 200,000 miles on the 
odometer without major repairs.

Beyond regular lubrication.services, 
il the oil and the filter are changed 
regularly, wear and tear on precision 
parts can be materially reduced. 

This is one of the best maintenance 
investments, according to Car Care 
Council, which points out that owners of 


the problem-free high-mileage cars 
change oil and filters more frequently 
than the owner’s manual recommends. 

It’s no secret that dirt and heat are 
among a car’s greatest enemies. The oil 
filter, for example, contains the dirtiest 
quart of oil in the engine. So con¬ 
scientious owners replace the filter with 
each oil change. 

Engines and transmissions, too, are 
highly sensitive to operating tem¬ 
peratures. Excessive heat can be 
destructive; a case for periodic checks of 
the cooling system and, under really^ 
severe driving conditions, good reason^ 
lor installing an oil cooler on the engine,»i 
the transmission, or both. 

This is a device that reduces wear by 
adding extra cooling capacity to these 
components when operating under 
heavier than normal loads and-or in hot 
climates.

Keep Spare Fuses On Hand 


People Are Now Keeping Their Cars Longer 


No doubt about it, people 
are hanging on to their 
automobiles longer these 
days. Tight money and 
sometimes an uncertain 
job future probably have a 
lot to do with it. But keep 
the same car for 10 years or 
even longer? 

That’s what 30 percent of 


the people polled in a Roper 
report late last year said 
they plan to do. 

In 1979, according to this 
nationwide personal 
opinion probe, only 28 
percent said they’d keep a 
car that long, compared 
with 25 percent in 1978; 21 
percent in 1977. 


Other statistics on how 
long people plan to keep 
their cars run like this: two 
percent figured they’d keep 
the car a year or less, five 
said they’d keep the car for 
two years; eight said three 
and four years; 14 said five 
years. 

10 percent said 6 years; 


six estimated seven years; 
seven said eight years; two 
percent figured nine years. 
The balance was pretty 
much “don’t-knows.” 

What’s more, the same 
Roper survey reveals that 
people are fully cognizant 
of what they’re doing. 


To most car owners, fuses are like 
volcanoes. They don't think about them 
until they blow. Then, certain ac¬ 
cessories in the car stop working — 
possibly windshild wipers, lights, radio 
or whatever is on that circuit. Caught 
without a spare, you could be in trouble. 

Protecting the car’s electrical 
system, fuses open and shut off current 
when overloads occur that could damage 
wiring or other components. To get a 
circuit back in business after a fuse 
blows, the fuse has to be replaced. If it 
blows again, find out why and correct the 
problem. 

The wise car owner, says Car Care 
Council, not only keeps spare fuses on 
hand, but also learns how to replace them 
just as he know’s how to change a tire. 


Most fuses are found in a fuse block, 
usually located beneath the instrument 
panel on the driver’s side. The number of 
fuses in the block — as many as 20 — 
varies according to the number of ac¬ 
cessories in the car. 

Circuits generally are clearly marked 
on the fuse block. When replacing a fuse, 
always use one of the same type and 
amerage as indicated on the end cap of 
the glass tube fuse. 

Some later model cars have a new 


type and amperage as indicated on the 
end cap of the glass tube fuse. 

Some later model cars have a new- 
type fuse with the identification im¬ 
printed on the top. These are smaller, 
easier to replace and identify. 

Most fuse manufacturers offer 
emergency fuse kits, small enough to fit 
the glove compartment. In the case of 
glass fuses, they include a fuse puller 
which removes the fuse without breaking 
the glass.

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Some Tips To Relieve Break Wear 


After a car has been 
slowed and stopped many 
thousands of times, the 
brake linings or disc pads 
will wear out. This happens 
so gradually that the driver 
may not realize it. 

Brakes should be in¬ 
spected at least once a 
year, and the fluid level in 
the master cylinder should 


be checked at least every 
5,000 miles, says 
Automotive Information 
Council. 

If a lining is allowed to 
wear through, the metal 
rivets or a portion of the 
brake shoe may scrape or 
score the brake drum, 
which then must be either 
reconditioned or replaced. 


More than anything else, 
your driving habits affect 
the life of your car’s 
brakes. Unless you have to 
make a sudden stop as a 
safety precaution, don’t 
slam on the brakes, AIC 
advises. Try to anticipate 
stops. This saves wear on 
both brakes and tires. 

Don’t ride the brakes 


when driving because this, 
too, causes premature 
wear. 

These symptoms spell 
trouble and should be 
corrected promptly for 
safe motoring: 

Brakes pull car to one 
side — this indicates worn 
linings, fluid on the linmgs, 
or worn suspension parts.

Rely On Self 
Service Stations 

Unless you really know 
what you’re doing or like to 
do your own work, total, 
reliance on self-service’ 
gasoline stations may be 
dangerous. 

Motorists who have been 
won over to the self-serves 
like to crow about the 
savings — and, admittedly, 
the pennies per gallon they- 
gain by filling their own 
tanks add up quickly. But 
for the unwary, there are!r 
inherent penalties. 

“So they saved 50 cents 
on a tankful of gasoline,” 
posed one service station 
association spokesman. “It 
will cost them $25 to get'; 
towed in when their cars 
break down.” They could 
be asking for trouble unless" 
they arrange to monitor 
their cars themselves. 

And the lack of regular 
maintenance checks can 
spell trouble in the' 
blistering hot days oC:

Many operators of full-

A common sight along America’s 
highways is a form of litter described 
simply as mufflers. No other automobile 
part is so vulnerable to be lost to the 
shoulders and ditches.

To avoid the unnecessary investment 
in replacing a muffler because the old 
one was lost alongside the road, Car Care 
Council recommends a periodic check 
under the car to be sure everything is 
intact. 

The Council also warns that a muffler 
that drops off a car on the highway 
becomes a hazard to vehicles behind it.

overhead is much smaller,” he 
elaborated. "We don’t run any extensive 
ad campaigns and the savings are passed 
on to our customers."

When the lire was finally out at the 
William Kassner residence last week, 
there were some tough realities to 
face. 

The blaze, which swept through the 
three-story frame house at 30 Oxford 
st. late in the afternoon of Feb. 9 
damaged the house and its contents to 
the tune of more than $100,000.

Migliaccio told police he was hitch¬ 


hiking on Swanton st. after leaving the 
Christopher Columbus Club when a black 
or dark-colored vehicle, possibly a Ford 
or Chevrolet, struck him. 

Migliaccio was discovered by Emily 
Martin Martignetti of 224 Harvard st., 
Medford and by Andrea Spagnulo of 7 
Cutting st., Winchester. 

The investigation into the hit-and-run 
incident by Winchester police is con¬ 
tinuing. 


The cuts continue as Town Manager 
Tom Groux continues to prepare a $23 
million budget for fiscal 1982. 

Even though the town and the School 
Committee have already trimmed ap 
proximately$l.4 million from next year’s 
spending sheet, Groux told Selectmen 
Tuesday that an additional $448,(588 still 
had to be cut from the budget. 

A breakdown of that figure has the 
School Committee absorbing $448,00(5 
while the town must trim an additional 
$682. These figures are contingent on 


increases in water and sewer fees in 
town. Groux said. 

The ratio for making cuts has the 
School Committee absorbing 54 percent 
of the cuts while the town will absorb 46 
percent, according to Rich White, 
assistant to Groux. 

Without those fee increases, Groux 
said the schools would have to make 
additional cuts totalling $785,675 while 
the town would have to trim $1,087,513 
more.

Chief Wants Ambulance Service Cut 


When the Proposition 2.5 axe falls, 
Fire Chief Robert McElhinney thinks the 
town ambulance service should be cut 
before firemen are. 

““My prime responsibility is fire 
suppression,” McElhinney told The Star 
Tuesday. “That’s our main purpose. The 


ambulance is secondary." 

McElhinney appeared before 
Selectmen last week, protesting 
proposed cuts in meeting the 
requirements of Proposition 2.5. 

At that time, Town Manager Tom 
Groux asked the fire department to trim 


from $122,000-$354,000 from its fiscal 1982 
budget. Should the larger amount have to 
oe cut, 11 firefighters would be laid-off 
and police and fire communications 
would be consolidated. All overtime 
would be eliminated and the ambulance 
service would be eliminated, an action 


which would equal three or four full-time 
salaries. 

If the lesser amount is cut, four 
firemen would be laid laid-off, overtime 
costs would be trimmed by $25,000 and

Increased Fines Instituted This Week 


“I’ve attempted to minimize cuts," 
Groux told Selectmen Tuesday night. 
“Some people may have to be laid-off but 
we still have four months to go until June 
and that may not happen." 

Groux said he planned meetings with 
town department heads within the next 
24-48 hours to discuss the effect of those 
additional cuts. 

"I feel comfortable now that we have 
as good a budget as we can possibly 
have for the next seven days," Groux 
said. 

He asked that Selectmen await word 
on state aid and the Board of Assessors 
before taking any action on the budget. 
Groux also said he wanted to have at 
least a preliminary report from Coffin 
and Richardson, the group currently 
doing the sewer use study, before making 
a decision on fee increases. 

Groux said he wanted to bring the 
budget back to Selectmen for discussion 
in two weeks. 

Selectmen Chairman Wade Welch 
concurred with Groux. 

“I’m not in a hurry to rush to 
judgement with the water rates," Welch 
said. “If all goes badly (with budget 
cuts) we still have a hold card." 

The “hold card" to which Welch 
referred is next November’s Town 
Meeting when Town Meeting members 
could make any additional budget cuts 
necessary in the face of Proposition 2 5. 

“I’m not in a hurry to take any action 
until we get more information," Welch 
told the Board. 

Selectmen Edward F. O’Connell 
probably characterized best what 
Winchester will face in complying with 
the requirements of 2.5. 

“Right now,” O’Connell said, “we’re 
being forced to dance the limbo. We have 
to stretch under that very low budget.” 

Proposition 2.5, coupled with Win¬ 
chester unique problem of having 
revaluation still underway, resulted in a 
number of suggestions in getting tax bills 
out to citizens in November. 

Patten Associates, a Portland, Me. 
firm, is presently conducting revaluation 
in Winchester. The Board of Assessors 
has told Selectmen they could work with 
a $645 million figure as a base for 
property tax levies. Assessors also told 
Selectmen that figure contained a three 
percent margin of error, either way. 

Selectmen Michael Saraco suggested 
Tuesday that residents be mailed an 
estimated tax bill, similar to those 
mailed by the electric company. 

“There are other ways we can cut

It is increasingly difficult to get away 
with parking your car illegally in Win¬ 
chester. 

Previously, you just parked your car 
wherever there was a space, went about 
your business and when you returned, 
threw away the annoying piece of paper 
from the police department staunchly 
wedged beneath your windshield wiper 

Meters cost a penny for 12 minutes. 
Violation fines amounted to one dollar, or 
two dollars for blocking a driveway 
maybe even three dollars if you doubled- 
parked. No need to bother with such 
trivial nonsense. Some months later, 
when a summons came in the mail 
“reminding" you of that petty fine, you 
finally paid it and that was the end of it. 

But things had to change. 

Retailers have been unhappy about 
the lack of parking spaces for customers. 
Winchester’s parking violation fines had 
been an average of $3 lower per fine than 
all the surrounding communities. And 
Woburn District Court has been backed 
up one year with unpaid parking tickets. 

Now the police are cracking down on 
parking violators, particularly the 
“habitual offender," said Lt. Andrew 
Crawford. 


Crawford completed all the necessary 
steps required to update Winchester’s 
nine-year-old parking penalty structure. 

Fines that were one or two dollars 
have been increased to three and five 
dollars respectively. Three and five 
dollar fines have gone up to ten dollars. 

But there’s one important catch. If a 
ticket is not paid in 21 days, regardless of 
the violation, the fine is automatically 
changed to $20. This applies to each 
ticket issued. 

“When people see that their ticket will 
go up to $20 if they don’t pay it m 21 days, 
they may stop and think about it and pay 
their fine," Crawford said. “It’s a big 
problem. There are a certain amount of 
people who won’t pay their fines until 
they get a summons 

“The court is backed up at least a 
year," he added. 

Police issue an average of 10,000 
parking tickets a year in Winchester. The 
revenue obtained from these fines goes to 
the town. Crawford explained that, while 
the added funds from tickets will be 
helpful in the face of Proposition 2.5, that 
lack of parking spaces for merchants 
was more of a catalyst for the changes. 

“There is a lot of work that goes into 
each parking ticket, and a two dollar fine 
doesn’t make it worth the trouble to the 
court," Crawford said. 


Most tickets issued in Winchester are 
for all night parking or meter violations. 
Winchester’s parking problems are 
compounded now that the train no longer 
stops in Woburn. 

“With the train no longer stopping in 
Woburn, we’re going to run into the all¬ 
day parker," said Crawford. “We’ll look 
lor that person violating a meter all day 
and we’ll ticket him every time the four 


hour violation runs out." Crawford 
estimated that this could cost an 
illegally-parked commuter $12 a day in 
fines. 

Crawford claims there are many legal 
parking options for railroad commuters. 
“There are unrestricted places along the 
railroad tracks on Shore Rd.. opposite

Benefits Awarded 


Thanks to a Board of Selectmen vote 
last week that overrode an earlier 
decision, a town employee will receive 
Workman’s Compensation payments for 
an injury he suffered while on his way to 
snow and ice removal operations Jan. 2. 

Joseph F. Williams, a 13-year veteran 
of the town, broke his leg while walking 
to his car to respond to an emergency call 
Jan. 2. 

Howard E. Chase, the town’s Work¬ 
man’s Compensation Agent had ruled 
that Williams wasn’t eligible for com¬ 
pensation since he was not at the work 
site at the time of his injury. That ruling 
had drawn approval from Town Manager 
Tom Groux. 

Approximately 30 town employees 
attended the last week’s Selectmen’s 
meeting to present Williams’ case to the 
Board. 

Joseph Twarog, business agent for 
Local 285 of the Service Employees 
International Union, of which the Town 
Employees Association is affiliated, 
spoke to the Board on Williams’ behalf. 

“This is a classic example of when an 
employee should be entitled to Work¬ 
man’s Compensation”’ Twarog said. 
“He’s only asking what’s due him.” 

Twarog said Williams was entitled to 
the benefits even though he was not on 
town property at the time he fell since he 
(Williams) was responding to an 
emergency call from the town at the 
time. 

However, Town Council Douglas 
Randall disagreed, saying an employee 
is “only clearly entitled to compensation 
once you are on the property of the 
employer.” 

Randall, who said Williams was 
currently receiving too percent of his 
compensation under the sick leave plan, 
advised the Board to hold off on making 
any decision until an appeal filed by the 
injuried man with the Industrial 
Accidents Board was complete. 


If Workman’s Compensation was 
awarded, Williams would receive 8(> 
percent of his pay from that plan and the 
remaining 20 percent under the sick 
leave plan. Williams would have his sick 
days restored if Workman’s Com 
pensation benefits were granted, Randall 
said. 

Selectmen Wade Welch and John 
Williams voted against granting the 
benefits, agreeing with the contention 
that the injured worker was not on the job 
site when the accident occurred. 

Welch said it was important that the 
Board set no precedent in dealing with 
the case. 

“Why rush in?” Welch asked the 
Board. “If we act right now, we deprive 
the town of the right to have the case 
decided.” 

However, Selectmen Edward F 
O'Connell, Michael Saraco and Alan 
MacDonald were not persuaded. 

Saying the Board had a “moral 
obligation” to award Williams benefits. 
Saraco said, “Remember, the reason 
he’s getting the call is because there’s 
hazardous conditions in the town.” 

O’Connell agreed, saying. I think 
this is the kind of decision that ought to be 
made by the Board of Selectmen." 

Both Welch and John Williams said 
they would vote to extend the injured 
man’s sick leave pay indefinitely it it ran 
out before the appeal was heard. 

O’Connell’s motion, which said that 
Williams was “at work status’ .at the 
time he was injured drew the approval of 
Saraco and Macdonald.

Meeting On Gifted And 
Talented Students Mon. 


A set of recommendations regarding 
Winchester’s Approach to Gifted and 
Talented students, Kindergarten-Grade 
8, will be presented to the School Com¬ 
mittee by Curriculum Director, David 
Ackerman. The recommendations are 
based on an options analysis prepared 
last summer, which has been discussed 
during the fall and early winter by 
curriculum directors, principals, 
teachers, and parents. 

The Gifted and Talented issue in the 
Winchester context is defined as “the 
problem of providing systematically for 
the educational needs of those students in 
Winchester who are well above average, 
including those who are truly ex¬ 
ceptional.’’ 

Tennis Ladder 
Play Starts 
In March 

All Winchester women, 18 years and 
older, who are interested in playing 
doubles in the spring, should sign up for 
the outdoor tennis ladder. 

Ladder play, which begins in March, 
will consist of four weekly matches. 
These matches will determine your 
position on one of the seven teams which 
will represent Winchester in the 
Suburban League and in the Northeast 
League. 

League play, which consists of six 
weekly matches, will begin the last week 
in April. A total of 56 women can par¬ 
ticipate on these teams, which are a good 
way to meet new people and enjoy good 
tennis.

The recommended course of action 
includes designating advanced 
curriculum provisions for each subject 
and each grade level, establishing an 
individual advanced projects program 
involving volunteer mentors, offering 
advanced study groups, and conducting 
follow-up testing for students scoring at 
or near the maximum possible on the on- 
grade achievement tests. The im¬ 
plementation of some of these recom¬ 
mendations would be delayed because of 
Proposition 2.5. 

In other agenda items, Director 
William P. O’Connor will also present a 
report to the Winchester School Com¬ 
mittee on “Recent Developments in the 
Social Studies Curriculum.” 

The developments to be highlighted 
include: refinement of the scope and 
sequence in the elementary geography 
curriculum; the DeCordova Project, in 
which fifth graders are taught American 
History using art as a medium; the ninth 
grade social studies curriculum at the 
high school, consisting of full-year 
courses in either Ancient History or 
Consumer Economics; the completion 
and implementation of the lOth-grade 
portion of a two-year American and 
Global Studies sequence; and the par¬ 
ticipation by Winchester High School in 
the Architectural Heritage Education 
program 

The report also identifies the direc¬ 
tor’s priorities for the remainder of this 
year and next year. These include: 
completion of the llth-grade portion of 
the American and Global Studies 
program; planning an alternative, less 
academically intensive level of the 
grades 10-11 required course; conducting 
an evaluation of the seventh grade social 
studies curriculum; and planning a 
streamlined revision of the elementary 
program focusing on basic knowledge 
and basic skills.

The second annual meeting ui me 
Winchester Chamber of Commerce last 
week culminated with a boastful sum¬ 
mation of the past year’s ac¬ 
complishments and enthusiastic plans 
lor the coming year. 

Formed 2.5 years ago. the Chamber 
now encompasses 240 member firms out 
of 600 Winchester businesses, twice the 
membership of last year. This amounts 
to roughly 6,000 members. 

“We’ve accomplished a great deal by 
the mere fact that we have an 
organization that has solidified the 
concept of working together for the 
betterment of the town,’’ boasted 
Chamber President Robert Nickerson. 

This year’s accomplishments include: 
Completing all the necessary ground 
work for hiring an economic planner: 
positive steps towards resolving the 
inequitable telephone rate structure, 
grandfathering of the sign by-law 
thereby relieving loo businessmen of the 
requirement to replace their signs; 
providing Chamber members with the 
benefits offered in the Bay State Health 
program. 


Nickerson emphasized. Hu* Economic 
Development Division of the Chamber 
spearheaded the drive to raise money for 
an Economic Development Coordinator 
Planner. The Chamber received $16,000 
from the town and raised an additional 
$20,000 for a Planner, who will begin 
work in April. 

The Chamber is presently working to 
coordinate store hours and advertising 
among retailers. 

Jack Childs, of the retail advisory 
board, cited their accomplishments 
which include a Christmas drawing that 
resulted in three gifts awarded to 
children who sent in written requests to 
Santa Claus. Bequests ranged from 
bicycles to Corvettes The third present 
issued was one more than originally 
planned, since one child wrote, “If my 
name is picked, please give a present to a 
needy child." The kind-hearted child 
received a present and the Home for 
Little Wanderers received a pair of roller 
skates. 

Results of a questionnaire distributed 
at the meeting showed that members of 
the business community were especially 
concerned with economic development, 


Business Spotlight 


This year, the Chamber will engage in 
a multifaceted effort to address the needs 
of the industrial sector and set up a 
division to work with professionals. "I 
consider this the year of the program." 
said Chamber Executive Director Rita 
Spence. 

Congressman Ed Markey has offered 
the Chamber the services of his staff to 
help coordinate workshops and seminars 
scheduled to begin this spring, and 
continue monthly. 

Workshops will address problems that 
concern light industries and 
professionals. Topics will include export 
and import procurement problems, high 
technology commerce, financial 
management, management tips, and 
pension plans. 

“These are relatively untapped areas 
for the Chamber so far,” Spence pointed 
out. “The light industries tend to have 
more employees and therefore different 
problems and needs." 

The Chamber assured retailers that 
they would not be neglected and Spence 
emphasized efforts to strengthen and 
organize the Retail Advisory Board 
which she said has “been more ad-hoc 
than ongoing.” . 

However. Jack Chile! of Chitels of 
Winchester, was not easily reassured. 
Representing the retail division, Chitel 
expressed displeasure with the lack of 
attention the Chamber gives to the 
retailers. 

“There is a retail division." explained 
Nickerson. “It’s up to the retailers, with 
the assistance of the chamber, to help 
themselves." 

“My criticism is not directed at the 
retail committee,” Chitel retorted, “but 
at the retailers in Winchester themselves 
for being either too rich, too lazy, or too 
disinterested to help themsleves." 

Other members agreed that attitude 
improvement was necessary for 
revitalizing Winchester Center. 

“The most encompassing area this 
year is economic development,’’

transportation, parking and would like to 
see future workshops concerning 
financing. 

The Chamber prides itself on being 
the first chamber in Massachusetts to 
offer Bay State Health care to its 
members. Spence estimates (hat 90 to 95 
percent of the businesses in Winchester 
have Bay State. Unlike the Harvard 
Plan, Bay State enables a person to go to 
the doctor of his choice. Almost all the 
doctors in Winchester have patients with 
Bay State. 

The Chamber look steps this year to 
correct Winchester’s unfair telephone 
rates which have been in effect since 
1925. 

Unlike all surrounding communities 
except Medford, Winchester businesses, 
churches, and non-profit organizations 
don't have the choice between measured 
or flat phone rates. This means that after 
90 calls per month, each phone call costs 
over ten cents. 

The Chamber Telephone Committee 
has been meeting regularly with the 
DepLu:ttucni.of ILublicLliliUcs. and New 
England Telephone. Legislation was filed 
with Senator, Sam Rotundi but the 
telephone company has offered the 
Chamber a compromise proposal 
Presently, the committee is extensively 
reviewing and interpreting the terms 
before they sign any agreement. 

Chamber executives urged members 
to play an active role in shaping their 
future by running tor offices. Papers are 
due Feb. 19 and must be in the town 
clerks office by Feb. 24 for signature 
verification.

Christine Jones Speaks To Students 


Christine Jones, astrophysicist and 
astronomer Irom the Smithsonian 
Astrophysical Observatory in Cam¬ 
bridge, spoke to the children in grades 
five through eight at St. Mary’s School 
recently. 

Dr Jones’ area of specialty is X-ray 
astronomy. She showed the children 
slides of several optical telescopes, in¬

and iMe'PfiiversMty of Arizona. She then 
showed them slides of the latest orbiting 
X-ray experiment, the Einstein Obser¬ 
vatory. and X-ray photos taken from 
above the earth's atmosphere by the 
Observatory’s unmanned cameras. 

Dr. Jones continued with optical and 
X-ray photos of such astronomical 
phenomena as pulsars, cluster galaxies.

The Billiard business has carried the 
Lucchesi family from the mines of 
northern Italy to Main st. Winchester. 

New England Billiards opened on 
Dec. l and, accoring to manager Gary 
Lucchesi, business is booming. “We’re 
not economy-proof, but playing pool at 
home is in a boom now," Lucchesi ex 
plained. Gary’s father, Paul has been in 
business for 4() years. Now he works with 
his three sons. 

He attributes the industry’s success to 
three basic factors: The need to 
strengthen the family unit through home 
recreation; a desire lor home en¬ 
tertainment resulting from soaring gas 
prices; and a willingness on the part of 
the consumer to invest more money to 
have something worth owning. 

Formerly located in Somerville, the 
Lucchesis wanted to relocate to an area 
that was "cleaner, better, had less 
vandalism and fewer headaches.” 

Winchester suited their purposes 
perfectly. 

The move to Winchester began in 
June and the 12.0(H) square-foot building 
was secured by October “It took six 90- 
hour weeks till we finally got opened.up," 
Lucchesi said. 

Last year, the Lucchesis sold 160 
billiards tables from their store in 
Somerville. This year they expect to sell 
200 tables here. 

“We’re in a better geographic area," 
Lucchesi said. “The homes here can 
accomodate the tables," he added. 

Billiard tables generally run between 
SHOO and $2,500 Lucchesi estimated. New 
England Business carries one model for 
$7,000 with an aluminum base, carved 
lions and wood inlaid with veneer. But 
the Lucchesis have never sold one. 

Pool table sales only account for 25 
percent of the business. The bulk of the 
business centers around repairing and 
servicing tables and other various home 
games including football and ping-pong. 

“Everyday we have two crews out on 
the road reparing, servicing, delivering 
and installing." said Lucchesi. The 
Lucchesis also maintain a mining and 
milling operation in Northern Italy. They 
mine slate, build pool tables to 
customers’ specifications and sell to 
industries. High quality tables have slate 
under the cloth and the less expensive 
ones are made from wood. 

The Lucchesis own The Ivory Billiard 
Lounge in Holyoke, Massachusetts, 
which Lucchesi calls “the finest billiard 
room around" 

Originally founded as a wholesale 
business by Paul Lucchese and his 
associate, Mrs. Dorothy Gregory, the 
business readied what Gary Lucchesi 
defined as “a crossroads in its. life” last 
year. Although the family opted for the 
business to grow and expand, Lucchesi 
cautions that “this kind of business can 
get out of hand. 

“If it gets too big, you breed com¬ 
petition by training people,” he said. 
“They can go out and cut your throat. We 
have to be careful." 


The Lucchesi business carries main 
brands including Paymaster. National 
Royal, Golden West, and the Brunswick 
Franchise. “We carry all the reputable

Teletypewriter Available 


The Winchester Public Library has 
a Teletypewriter (TTY) phone which 
enables a deaf person to communicate 
to another connection with the same 
kind of phone. This phone may be 
borrowed for a week. In addition, 
there is at all times, a TTY phone at 
the reference desk. 

Not only the deaf, but those people 
who have had tracheotomies and 
cannot speak, will find the TTY phone 
useful. Directions describing how to 
operate the phone are given. The 
Library also has a directory for deaf 
communicators. 

A publication published by 
Telecommunications for the Deaf, 
Inc., the “GA-SK Newsletter”, which 
comes out quarterly has interesting 
and useful information for those using 
TTY phones. The issue for December, 
1980 describes two TTY phone calls 
where the call never went through. It 


states ‘‘The AT & T has an operator 
assistance number (800-855-1155). 
Yet, not too many deaf people are 
aware of it; or if they are aware of it, 
they seem reluctant to use it.” 

Those who have TTY phones can 
use them to make Arntrak reser¬ 
vations. to call American Airlines, 
and other airlines, the Holiday Inns, 
the Greyhound Bus Lines, various 
Federal and State Agencies, schools, 
and other places. 

The library also carries the 1981 
“International Telephone Director of 
the Deaf”, which is divided into eight 
categories: residential, business, 
professional, religious, emergency, 
government, vocational and 
educational agencies. 

Clarence Borggaard, a former 
Library Trustee, was the instigator of 
this library service.

Street Talk

Objectivity The 
Name Of The Game 

We had a call Tuesday about a story we ran last week in The Star 
concerning a problem with a dog on Rangeley Ridge rd. 

The caller said she was offended by the tone of one of three stories 
that appeared under the headline, "A Dog Story.” 

The caller said the story, an interview with dog owner Carol 
Reinold, was slanted and lacking in objectivity. She objected to the 
reporter’s inclusion of certain descriptions in the story. The caller 
said she was offended by the descriptions of Mrs. Reinold offered in 
the story. 

The caller went on to say that investigative reporting had no 
place in a small town newspaper, charging The Star with sen¬ 
sationalizing the dog story. 

We beg to differ on all those points. 

The story, written by Boston University intern Robin Wiest, 
represents nothing if not an effort at offering an objective and 
complete account of the dispute. 

Neighbors in the area feel put-upon by the presence of the dog and 
we gave them a chance to list their grievances in the paper. 

At the same time, we felt we should extend the same courtesy to 
Mrs. Reinold, giving her an opportunity to present her side of the 
story. 

We think those actions equal at least a stab at objectivity. 

Poorly written news stories can be dull stuff, little more than lists 
of facts and motions and votes. 

But Ms. Wiest’s stories were anything but poorly written. They 
were lively, factual and offered a picture of the people involved as 
well as the facts. They were also objective in their presentation of 
the facts and the people. 

We also think that there is a legitimate place for investigative 
reporting at small town papers in general and at the Winchester Star 
in particular. But this three-story package (one story on the history 
of the dispute and one each on the opposing parties’ positions) was 
not investigative reporting as that term has come to be used in the 
post-watergate era. It was simply an effort to get all the facts from 
all the parties involved in a very serious neighborhood problem. 

It is not investigative journalism when we send reporters out of 
the office to knock on doors in the community to get all sides of a 
story. That is simply good, thorough, community-oriented jour¬ 
nalism. It would have been far less objective to have relied solely on 
whatever information we could gather over the phone or only those 
facts that self-interested parties chose to give us. 

The caller also complained that our writer described Mrs. 
Reinold’s actions as well as her opinions. The caller didn’t think 
readers needed to know how Mrs. Reinold dressed or acted. Perhaps 
not, if Mrs. Reinold were simply a government bureaucrat issuing 
some obscure regulation. But she isn’t. She is an individual, a neigh¬ 
bor if you will, caught up in a very complicated and emotional issue 
of which she is a major component. She is in the eye of a little local 
hurricane which appears to have almost as much to do with her 
personality as with her dog. 

So, begging the caller’s pardon, we believe that everything we 
can report about Mrs. Reinold in this situation — her opinions and 
her actions — is important and enables our readers to better un¬ 
derstand the disagreement. 


Parking Increase: 
Thanks, We Needed It 


It hurts. 

But we love it. 

Yes, this week the new 
parking violation policies went 
into effect. Last week’s one 
dollar violations are three 
dollars this week. Last week’s 
three dollar violations are five 
dollars and so on. 

And it doesn’t stop there. For 
years past, it has not been un¬ 
common to postpone payment of 
the fine until a court summons 
arrived.

Working For What You Want

"It’s so unfair,” I complained 
to my mother as we drove past 
the senior citizens center, 
"We’ve been asking the town for 
a youth center for three years 
now, and what do they do? They 
build Jenks. Now the senior 
citizens have their own little 
recreation center with their own 
little dance floor with their own 
little stereo system, and God 
knows what else, and they didn’t 
even do anything to get it! We 
kids always get gypped! ” 

"And just who do you think 
you are?" my mother asked. 
"What makes you so special that 
someone has to go out of his way 
and spend his time and money so 
that you’ll have a place to lounge 
around? You’ve got to be 
realistic, Mary. If you want a 
Youth Center, you’ve got to be 
willing to work for it yourself.' ’ 

I was totally unprepared for 
this. I expected the usual "Don’t 
worry, something will turn up” 
optimism of my mother. Sud¬ 
denly, she didn’t sound like my 
mother. She sounded old. 

"You see,” she continued,” 
you just can’t sit around and wait 
for something to happen. If you 
had a Youth Center, what would 
you do? Dance? Talk? Watch 
television? ” 

"Well, I dunno. We’d...we just 
need one,” I persisted. 

"Think about it, Mary. It’s so 
much easier for them. They 
don’t need chaperones, they are 
not going to smoke that horrible 
marijuana or whatever it is, or 
deliberately drink themselves 
sick...” 

"Mom! We’re not all like 
that". 

"...like some teenagers will. 
They are not going to hold wild 
parties, or ruin the building or 
fight, and need policemen to 


keep order. They are ac¬ 
commodating and have many of 
the same interests. Just what 
exactly do you want? You’ve got 
to answer that question before 
you do anything. Do you want a 
small place, a large hall, a 
casual "hangout”, what?” 

I am ashamed to say that I 
couldn’t answer her question. 
And, though, out of loyalty to my 
age group, I didn’t outright 
admit it, I knew she was right. 

A poll taken by the Win¬ 
chester High School Student 
Union last year revealed that 
many students shared my in¬ 
decisiveness. Much of the 
student body received a 
questionnaire with questions 
such as "Would you attend a 
Youth Center?” "What specific 
activities would you like to see if 
such a place were built?” 
"Would you request an ad¬ 
mission price or reject the 
presence of chaperones?” 
"Would you like to have specific 
time periods alloted for specific 
age groups?” 

Many of the students wanted a 
new building, and clearly 
rejected the idea of sharing the 
Lynch or McCall gyms or 
renovating the area in the 
Winchester or Wedgemere train 
stations. 

They were also hesitant about 
the availability of the Center for 
all the youth in town. Many 
preferred a "high school at¬ 
mosphere”, and assumed that 
the Youth Center Committee 
would take care of all the details. 

So what it amounts to is more 
a lack of willing participants 
than a lack of concern. 

Certainly, there are those 
who don’t care, those who feel 
the privileged youths in Win¬ 
chester don’t need a place to 
hang around and relax. 


But because there are many 
more who support the Youth 
Center, we do not need to con¬ 
vince them to accept the 
proposal, just persuade them to 
act. 

The student-run Youth Center 
Committee of the WHS Student 
Union has much verbal support, 
but the truth is that there is an 
amazingly scarce ratio of 
committee members to student 
representatives. 

The chairman regularly 
announces plans and public 
hearings when the issue is to be 
discussed and invites others to 
join him in his efforts. 

Does anyone rush up to him 
after the meeting and beg to get 
involved? "If there’s a com¬ 
mittee to do the work,” they 
reason, "then why do they need 
me?;; 

Because there is strength in 
numbers. There is an influential, 
powerful, appeal in numbers. 
Twenty-five determined 
students marching into a Town 
Meeting to protest the rejection 
of a plan for a Youth Center says 
far more than the speech of one 
representative could. 

After all, a committee 
chairman cannot work without 
members of a committee, and 
Editor-In-Chief could not put out 
a paper alone, and the captain of 
a team could not win the meet if 
he didn’t have the support of his 
teamates. There must be a 
collective effort to acquire what 
people want. 

And this apathy is, un¬ 
fortunately, easily spread. 

Members of the WHS Student 
Advisory Councils regularly 
urge other students to join them 
in participating in School 
Committee meetings. 

Last month, an SAC member 
warned that passage of a 


proposal restricting students’ 
rights would be assured unless a 
contingent of concerned students 
banned together to stop it. 

The SAC member waited. 

And no one came... 

And that shows that the 
ultimate result of apathy is that 
one person who doesn’t get in¬ 
volved has the capacity to ruin a 
good cause. 

Yet whenever a "hot” issue 
arises, there instantaneously 
appears a string of willing 
debaters ready to sing their 
opinion and knock the other guy 
down. 

For instance, useless, heated 
arguments have revolved 
around the specific rooms, uses, 
inhabitants, and maintenance of 
the Youth Center before the 
existence of such a structure had 
even been readily approved, or 
the location decided upon. 

You’ve got to start at square 
one. Who wants it, where will it 
be, how much will it cost, can we 
afford it, are we going to employ 
fund-raising efforts, and so on. 

As a last attempt at reaching 
the skeptics, I will defend my 
views. 

Yes, I think we do need a 
Youth Center. Contrary to 
popular belief, we’re not all 
crazy and irresponsible and 
constantly strung out on pot or 
Southern Comfort and we really 
don’t get rowdy unless someone 
invades our turf. And "turf” 
doesn’t necessarily mean a 
building, it means room to relax, 
expand, be ourselves without 
being under the eye of adults. 

So before you argue about the 
little details, before you assess 
the worth of a Youth Center, get 
together and get involved. 

Interaction and planning is 
the start of a new town.

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

On Thursday, Feb. 5, a group of 19 
Winchester parents and 3 teachers met at 
a coffee to discuss the impact of 
Proposition 2 1 a on public education and 
in particular on our schools. The group 
was particularly anxious to develop some 
positive, concrete suggestions which the 
School Committee and interested citizens 
might pursue.

Over in Lexington it would hardly be 
noticed. The same goes for Wakefield 
and in Burlington it would only be noticed 
if they didn't reach it. 

But when the Winchester basketball 
team trampled Beading, 70-48 Tuesday 
tor their fourth win. it signified the first 
time the Sachems had jumped into the 
70’s. In fact, Friday’s pulsating 61-59 
defeat of Stoneham marked just the 
second time Winchester had topped the 
60 plateau. 

As any casual Sachem basketball fan 
can now discern, Winchester is the proud 
owner of a two-game winning streak for 
the first time this season. The burst puts 
the team’s record at 4-13 heading into 
tomorrow night’s finale against Woburn 
which will showcase Ron Hobby in his 
last regular season high school 
basketball game. 

But more on that later because 
Winchester's effort against the foul- 
plagued Rockets Tuesday possibly 
represented the best the team has played 
all season. 

Although three players scored in 
double figures for the second straight 
game, the offensive ace was undoubtedly 
.John Myers Jr. who poured in a team and 
personal season high 30 points. Fourteen 
of the sophomore forward’s total came 
from the line as Winchester took ad¬ 
vantage of a physical Reading team that 
simply couldn’t keep up. 

As a team, Winchester hit on 26 of 34 
attempts from the line. The other major 
benefactor at the free throw line was 
guard Kevin Thomas who was six for six 
in the last quarter enroute to a 12-point, 
nine rebound evening. 

The other double figure scorer was 
senior forward Blair Bradley who threw 
in 10 points but. more importantly, added 
14 rebounds as he played most of this 
game floating around the rim. 

Reading’s John McKenna, who 
stunned the Sachems the first time 
around with a 30-foot jumper at the 


buzzer, scored 19 to lead the Rockets but 
the hosts could muster little offense. 
Winchester outscored Reading 22-10 in 
the second quarter to head into the in¬ 
termission up 32-20 and they never looked 
back. 

Afterwards, Coach John Myers was 
actually seen smiling. Broadly. 

“It seems like we’re finally getting 
more than one person in the offense,’’ 
Myers said. “Now we’re getting two or 
three guys involved. Before we’d get the 
one guy in double figures and that would 
be it.” 

Although Winchester enjoyed a 
healthy edge at the free throw line, 
Myers credited his boys with aggressive 
offense and good movement without the 
ball that drew the fouls from the listless 
Rockets. 

“You’ve got to give credit to this side 
(Winchester). The kids moved well to get 
that (free throw advantage),’’ Myers 
said. “And we did a hell of an offensive 
job, too. We started out in a man to man 
zone and then switched to just man to 
man." 

Reading center Joe DiPietro was a 
key figure in the earlier game but was 
nowhere to be found in this one. He left 
early in the fourth quarter with one (1) 
point. 

And even McKenna had to struggle for 
his 19. “In the first half he had to work for 
those eight points,” Myers said. “Matt 
(Groux) did a good job on him.” 

Both teams started out slowly, ending 
the first quarter tied at 10. When 
Reading’s Andy Rouvalis hit a pair of 
free throw's to give the hosts a 12-11 lead 
right at the start of the second quarter it 
would turn out to be the last (and only 
second) time they would be ahead. 

Winchester reeled off a 21-8 run to end 
the half up by 12. Myers had nine of those 
points with a variety of moves which 
included his usual array of long range 
jumpers along with some lay-ups, and, 
naturally, some free throws.

Tutors Learn 
As Much As 
Their Students

Both groups of students live in en¬ 
vironments where the income level is 
basically the same. Neither group goes to 
school with children outside of their 
social class. And, within their groups, 
everyone practices like customs and are 
the same color. 

Once a week, they meet. 

Every Monday, Winchester High 
School juniors and seniors experience, 
through the eyes of Roxbury elementary 
school children, a culture markedly 
different from their own. 

And, in turn, the suburban high 
schoolers help the inner-city children 
with their arithmetic and language skills 
through the St. James After-School 
Tutorial Program. 

Parents and volunteers carpool the 
twenty participants at 4 p.in. to the St. 
Augustine and St. Martins Church at 31 
Lenox st. where they tutor six to thirteen- 
year-olds for one hour. 

“You learn that Winchester isn’t the 
only place in the world,” Betsy Thomas 
said during last week’s session. “The 
kids come from a different world. Their 
schools and books aren’t that good. They 
have big classes and poor facilities.” 

In September, the Roxbury students 
are assigned a WHS tutor for the school 
year. WHS senior Peter Gittleman said 
that it’s the one-to-one relationship that 
he has with his student that has kept him 
involved in the program for three years. 

“It is really rewarding,” he said. 
“When the kid you’re tutoring, a little 
black child, starts opening up to you and 
telling you his problems, it’s a really 
good feeling. You become close friends, 
well, more than that really.” 

But for the high schoolers, the 
frustration increases as their tutee’s 
attention span decreases. 

In the large basement meeting hall, 
the school children often tease their 
tutors and run around the portable chalk¬ 
boards, up across the small stage at the 


end of the room and encircle the long 
table at which a weary tutor sits and 
waits. 

“If a kid can’t do something, he gets 
really frustrated,” Laura Cunningham, a 
WHS senior, said, “but you just patiently 
start over from the beginning.” 

Last Monday, the tutors had an ex¬ 
ceptionally trying time as they coupled 
their study sessions with a Valentine Day 
party. 

In one corner, Laura listened as 10- 
year-old Patricia Fitzpatrick read slowly 
from a book, tracing the sentences with 
her finger. 

WHS juniors Cindy Robinson and 
Alicia Mawn guided Erica Anthony, 6, 
and her sister Davina, 9, in crafting a 
large pink valentine to Mom and Dad. 

Cindy joined the tutorial program to 
satisfy the Christian service requirement 
for confirmation in the St. Eulalia 
Church. 

“1 didn’t know if I would like it at 
first,” she said, “but even though it’s 
time-consuming (Sometimes we don’t 
get home until 6:30 p.m.), I plan to 
continue on next year.” 

Looking a little dejected, junior Chris 
Cervole meandered around the room and 
surveyed others' activity. His tutee was 
absent. 

“My kid’s great — when he’s here,” 
he said. 

Most of the high-energy tutees 
romped around the room, lavished af¬ 
fectionate hugs and kisses on their tutors 
and seemed to be having an absolutely 
gleeful time. The tutors exchanged looks 
of tolerance and understanding and 
coaxed their children into settling down. 
Somewhat. 

It was about this time that 
Educational Director Ella Swain, a very 
petite woman with a sweet smile and 
voluminous voice, called the afternoon to 
an end. 

The children left as they came — like 
a small storm. 

Swain gathered the tired high 
schoolers and asked them whether they

were having any difficulty with their 
students. 

“Please let me know if they are giving 
you any problems — I’ve asked you 
before," she pressed. “They can really 
run wild. That’s not what the program is 
for. It is a program for them to learn 
something.’’ 

From the crowd of tutors who towered 
above Swain, one piped up. “Mine has 
settled down.” 

Senior Mike Moros said he is having 
some trouble with his tutee, Frank, but 
implored Swain not to tell Frank that he 
mentioned it. 

"He gets mad at me,” Moros said. 

“1 just horse around with him when I 
can’t get him to work,” he said. “He is 
pretty tired when he gets here. He’s in 
the METCO program and goes to school 
in Lexington. He’s really smart and 
worked a lot the first day. I guess if I 
crack down on him, he would work. He 
really is a good kid.” 

Nancy Budd, who coordinates the 
Winchester High School group, said that 


the tutorial program requires a big 
commitment on the part of the students. 
They have to contact Budd, Swain and 
Dorothy Dennis, head teacher of the 
program, if they will be absent on 
Monday. 

“It’s very disappointing if a tutor 
doesn’t show- up,” Budd said. “But we 
have a particularly good group this year. 
They’re very serious.” 

Winchester’s involvement in the St. 
James Educational Program came about 
10 years ago after the program’s 
director, Rev. Neil Hastie, secured the 
help of the Parish of Epiphany 
congregation. 

“It was a concern of the Winchester 
clergy to develop a program of in¬ 
teraction between youths in suburban 
communities and the people in the city,” 
Rev. John J. Bishop, the Parish of 
Epiphany rector said. 

Interest later spread to the com¬ 
munity and now’ high school students 
learn about the tutorial opportunity 
through their school guidance depart 


ment, youth groups and by word-of- 
mouth. 

Rev. Hastie, who founded the 
program, is described by Rev. Bishop as 
an urban missionary who has devoted his 
entire priesthood to serving the urban 
poor. Hastie is also chaplain of Deer 
Island prison. 

He is balding in front with shoulder- 
length gray hair and has the intense but 
distant expression of a man with a 
thousand things on his mind. 

Hastie spoke hurriedly about the 
after-school educational program last 
week, his eyes darting about the room. 

He said the program answered a plea 
from Roxbury parents to compensate for 
the poor education their children 
received in Boston public schools. 

“We help above, below' and average 
children,” he said. “All of them need 
extra help. They come from homes in 
which the parent’s educational level isn’t 


that high. They don’t get the extra at¬ 
tention and educational help at home that 
other children whose parents went to 
college get." 

Some of the 100 Roxbury children who 
participate in the program attend after¬ 
school classes with experienced teachers 
twice a week in addition to the Monday 
tutoring. 

Budd, who organizes transportation 
for the tutors from the city, said they are 
always in need of drivers. She can be 
contacted at 729-0550. 

“For a while, after the Sixties, many 
of these programs were phased out,” she 
said. “Rev. Hastie really keeps the 
progrpm going.” 

Racial anxieties develop when people 
are unfamiliar with a situation, Budd 
said. “But we expose the kids to an en¬ 
vironment very different from their own. 
They realize that the differences are not 
so great. We are people. They are 
people.” 


Winchester High School Paper Takes Top Prize

The Winchester High School 
newspaper, The “Red and Black” has 
been named “The Number One High 
School Newspaper in the United States” 
by the Columbia University Scholastic 
Press Association. 

“This is the best the paper has ever 
done,” said Faculty Advisor Bill Penzin. 
“One of the main factors is the superior 
staff — one of the best I’ve had in my five 
years as Advisor." 

The WHS staff competed against 
hundreds of other schools from across 
the country in the annual journalism 
contest. The judging categories are 
Newspaper Content - Coverage, 
Newswriting and Editing, and Design 
Display. Each of these categories is 
divided into sections analyzing the 
Feature, Sports, News, and Opinion- 
Editorial pages. 

Out of a possible 1,000 points, the “Red 


and Black” received 973, and a First 
Place medalist ranking. 

The Press Association then compared 
each of the fourteen medalists 
throughout the country and ranked 
Winchester High School the highest. 

The members of the staff include: 
Editor-in-Chief, Louise Mawn; Girls’ 
Sports Editor, Mary Cresse; Boys’ 
Sports Editor, Robert Cooke; Senior 
Layout Editor, Lynne Melilli, Junior 
Layout Editor, Karen Myers; News 
Editor, Maureen Kennedy , Art Editor, 
Meg Fallon; Business Editors, Jennifer 
Pursignault and Jannette Pamir; Cir¬ 
culations and Subscriptions Editor, Lisa 
Keay; Photo Editors, Marc McGeehan 
and Billy Baron; a Junior Editor, Julie 
Derry. 

Penzin attributes much of the success 
to technique-building programs in the 
WHS English Department, staff self¬ 
management, and the layout process. 

“A lot of credit should go to the 
Writing Lab program which stresses 


proper organization of work and 
development of basic writing 
techniques,” he said. It was started 
about five years ago, and as Writing Lab 
takes its effect, the writing has become • 
better and better. After a student 
masters the basics, he can work on 
creativity and style. It’s really a great 
program. 

Most of the layout is done in school 
after school hours,” he said. “Production 
is always better when done in school 
because 1 can supervise the kids and, at 
the same time, leave room for them to 
create. I can also point out any major 
mistakes and show them how to prevent 
them. The photo editors come in and 
decide, with the others, which pictures 
they want published and where they want 
them. If a picture is the wrong size, 1 can 
tell the photographer right away so he 
can shrink or enlarge it. Little things like 
that get the paper out faster.” 

It is also these “little things” which 
can set an average paper apart from a 


very good one. 

“The Red and Black” was awarded 
these points for its “fine efforts in 
production and writing, “the judges said. 
“Many fine articles appeared to tell I he 
story of life at Winchester High School. 
Concern for life at the school comes out in 
sports and news and other features. 
Advisor and staff can be very proud of 
this excellent paper!” 

If the “Red and Black” were without 
flaws, however, they would have given 
WHS 1000 points. The Press Association 
believes that the staff could include more 
opinion polls, eliminate page labels, and 
use more personality profiles. 

Penzin recognizes these weaknesses 
and will help the staff in overcoming 
them. But he does not overlook what he 
thinks are the strong points. 

“I think that all of the writers are not 
afraid to attack controversial issues such 
as Proposition 2.5 or the class rank 
procedures,” he said. “And they always 
do a good job of researching.the story.” ’

Sam Rotondi announced 
recently that he has filed legislation to 
limit and regulate the utility companies 
imposition of fuel adjustment charges on 
their customers. Electric bills that

In presenting the "Award for Valor’’ 
to Officer Ward, MBTA Chairman Barry 
M. Locke said, "As a police officer, Ward 
has exhibited great bravery while 
remaining calm during the most trying 
circumstances.’’ 

"George Ward exemplifies police 
work at its finest,” said MBTA Police 
Chief Richard Whelan. "His intelligence 
and skills in combatting crime are 
second to none.”

base rate charge and a fuel adjustment 
charge. The latter charge often amounts 
to a quarter to a half of a customer’s total 
bill. 

Sen. Rotondi stated that "the present 
fuel adjustment statute removes any 
incentive for the utilities to be cost 
conscious and efficient in their fuel 
purchasing and use. From 1975 to 1978, 
electric utilities in Massachusetts 
overcharged customers (84 million for 
fuel costs through poor fuel purchases.” 

"This clause not only encourages poor 
fuel purchasing practices,” Rotondi 
continued, “It effects management 
practices as well. Management errors 
forced Boston Edison to close Pilgrim I 
for six months, yet costs for higher 
priced fuels during that period were 
passed directly to consumers. The Atty. 
General’s office estimates that over¬ 
charge at $11 million for one month 
alone.’’ 

Rotondi noted that Department of 
Public Utilities investigations of fuel 
adjustment charges under the present 
law rarely go beyond checking the 
companies arithmetic and a cursory 
examination of vouchers. The current 
system makes it almost impossible for 
the D.P.U. to examine the larger issues 
of utility efficiency and purchasing 
performance. 

Rotondi contended that, "We can’t 
ask cities and towns to endure sub¬ 
stantial cuts to lower spending while at 
the same time allowing utilities free 
reign. The D.p.U. should disallow fuel 
adjustment charges to public utilities 
when that utility does not conform to set 
standards of fuel purchasing per 
formance, heat rates, delivery ef¬ 
ficiency, plant reliability, generation 
mix, and reasonable levels of purchased 
power.” 

Sen. Rotondi’s fuel adjustment 
regulation bill (Senate Bill 549) attempts 
to rectify the problems inherent in the 
fuel adjustment clause which end up 
costing Massachusetts consumers tens of 
millions of dollars each year in un¬ 
necessary and inflated electric bills. 

Sen. Rotondi expressed optimism for 
passage of S549 in this legislative session 
as the public outcry opposing the fuel 
adjustment charges in this colder than 
average winter has been overwhelming. 
Rotondi concluded that, "The burden of 
proof should be on the utilities to show 
why they cannot keep up to reasonable 
standards. Only through these regulatory 
measures can we halt the runaway 
escalation of the fuel adjustment 
clause.” 

Sen. Rotondi submitted this bill last 
year, and although it passed, it was 
pocket vetoed by the Governor. This 
year, however, the Governor has ex¬ 
pressed his willingness to compromise on 
the fuel adjustment charge issue.

original dwelling) by the time school 
starts in September,” Kassner ex¬ 
plained. For the present, the family 
would prefer a furnished house but 
would be willing to accept an un¬ 
furnished one. 

The Kassners lived at the Oxford

The fire began in the Kassner 
home after butter in a pan caught fire. 
The blaze swept through the second

Fire Chief Robert McElhinney had 
estimated damages initially at 
$f>0,000-$80,000.

“It takes a lot to rebuild an old 
house,” Kassner explained.

However, since three of the four 
firemen's jobs set to be cut are currently 
unfilled and with a fourth fireman set to 
retire this summer, there would be no 
manpower cuts under the lesser amount 
figure. 

McElhinney told Selectmen last week 
the department was understaffed and 
that the town was currently “playing 
dominoes trying to cover the ambulance 
and fire runs 

He suggested that the ambulance 
service be eliminated and turned over to 
a private concern as one means of 
making cuts mandated by 2.5. 

McElhinney’s opinion of that cut 
hadn’t changed this week. 

In a normal day, the Chief said, two 
people are out in the fire department. 
The department currently has four- 
groups of 13 men each but with illness 
and vacation time, McElhinney said 
those groups were never at full strength. 

He said state law mandates that there 
be two registered technicians on every 
ambulance run. When an ambulance 
call comes in, McElhinney explained, 
that means that three men (two 


technicians and a driver) are 
unavailable for fire fighting duties. 

“It puts a strain on the available 
manpower for fire calls," McElhinney 
explained. “When the ambulance is out 
and we get a fire call, it can be a pretty 
hairy situation." 

Figures for 1979 had the department 
handling a total of 1,873 calls. 

Of this number 428 were box alarms, 
910 were still alarms and 535 were am¬ 
bulance calls for medical emergencies. 

Figures for 1980 were roughly the 
same with calls totalling 1,840. 

Box alarms totaled 322 and included 
ill calls to extinguish fires in buildings 
or dwellings. All apparatus responded to 
these calls. 

Still alarms, where only one or two 
trucks responded, totalled 849 and in¬ 
cluded 278 brush fires, as well as bomb 
scares, rubbish fires, fires in railroad 
cars and accidental alarms and false 
alarms. 

Ambulance runs totalled 6G9 last year, 
the Chief said. 

The department handled two multiple 
alarms fires in 1980 as compared with 
seven multiple alarm blazes in 1979. 

Questioned concerning the 


elimination ot the ambulance service and 
the resulting increase in firefighters, 
McElhinney answered charges that such 
an action would leave additional men 
idle, waiting for fire calls to come in. 

“Fire service is like the military,” 
McElhinney said. “When we come to 
work everyday, we hope we never have 
to go out. You’re paying for people to be 
there when you need them. Everytime 
we leave the station, it's an emergency." 

He enumerated the services offered 
by the department. Those services in¬ 
clude twice-yearly inspections of all 
mercantile buildings, schools and testing 
of all school fire alarm systems yearly. 

Other activities include quarterly 
tests of church, hospital and nursing 
home fire alarm systems, quarterly fire 
inspections at Winchester Hospital and 
area nursing homes. Boarding’ houses 
are also inspected yearly by the 
department, the Chief said.

The department is also responsible for 
inspections of new or modified oil bur¬ 
ners and fuel supply tanks, propane gas 
cylinders, blasting sites, auto body shops 
and repair garages. 

In addition, the department is 
responsible for conducting monthly fire 
drills at the hospital and for conducting 
four drills per year at all schools. It also 
handles investigations into all fires and 
explosions, makes out reports for the 
State Fire Marshall and for insurance 
companies and enforces the state 
Building Code. 

McElhinney said firefighters are also 
responsible for the maintenance of all 
radio equipment, vehicles and 30 miles of 
both underground and over-head fire 
alarm wire and cable. Firemen are also 
responsible for fire station maintenance. 

Currently, in-town ambulance runs 
cost users $65 while out-of-town runs cost 
$80.

Money 

Expensive

So, you’ve found your dream 
house. 

Your broker located just the place 
you had in mind: plenty of space, the 
perfect neighborhood and a price you 
think you can live with. 

However, before you change your 
address with the folks at the Post 
Office or contact the moving com¬ 
pany, there at are a few things you 
should know about the home loan 
market in Winchester. 

The good news is that, generally, 
there is loan money available. 

The bad news is that borrowing 
that money is an expensive 
proposition. 

First, local interest rates range 
from 14.5 to 17.5 percent. Second, local 
bankers don’t expect those rates to 
come down. 

And, if you can get past the first 
two, there’s a third. You’ll need a 
strong, single income or, more likely, 
a dual income to meet monthly 
mortage payments. 

For example, if you found a house 
in Winchester where the average 
price ranges between $70,000-$80,000, 
you can expect to pay a monthly 
mortgage payment of $650-$750, in¬ 
cluding principle and interest but 
excluding taxes. 

Mortage rates, which as recently 
as 1976 were almost half of what they 
currently are, will probably never 
see that level again.

Groux Submits 
$23M Budget... 


Prop 2.5 has finally hit the town of 
Winchester. 

While the schools have been debating 
drastic budget cuts proposed by the 
school department for over a month, |he 
effect of the new tax-cutting law on the 
town itself has not been clear. Everyone 
was waiting for Town Manager Tom 
Groux to release his proposed budget. 

On Tuesday, Town Manager Tom 
Groux released the long-awaited 
document...and it wasn’t as bad as many 
had expected. 

The proposed budget of $23.3 million 
for fiscal year 1982 is up $769,418 from the 
current budget. While the proposed 
budget does not include funds for 21 
current positions, many of those 
positions are vacant and many others 
will be eliminated through attrition. In 
all, only 9 people will lose their town jobs 
on account of Prop. 2.5. 

In terms of contracted services, the 
picture isn’t as cheery but it’s not 
disastrous either. The Town Manager’s 
proposed budget would reduce con 
traded services with the Mystic Valley 
Mental Health Association and eliminate 
contracted services with the Central 
Middlesex Association for Retarded 
Citizens. 

While the School Committee will start 
looking at ways to pare an additional 
$362,688 from its budget, the town has 
also felt the effects of Proposition 2.5., 
and Groux plans for a number of lay-offs 
and budget cuts. 

In preparing the budget, Groux said 
he had figures reflecting cuts made Dec. 
4 by Town Meeting which totalled ap¬ 
proximately $717,000. 

The General Government Support 
portion of the proposed budget, which 
includes the town’s administrative and 
staff operations in Town Hall, totals 
$743,419. That is down from the $804,019 
the department had requested. 

The Town Manager’s office is funded 
under this section and will loose a partial 
professional position. 

In the Culture-Recreation portion of 
the budget, Groux has proposed $470,964 
as compared to a departmental request 
of $544,919. The Library asked for 
$440,998. Groux proposed $394,498. Those 
cuts were made to reflect the limitations 
of Prop. 2.5 and to lessen cuts in more 
essential areas like police, fire and public 
works departments, Groux said. 

The Recreation Department asked for 
$103,921. Groux proposed a $76,466 
budget. 

Groux said the Recreation Depart¬ 
ment’s budget for the current fiscal year 
totalled $120,700. Of that amount, Groux 
explained, $5,000 was returned to the 
town in the form of fees so that the ef¬ 
fective budget of the department was 
actually $115,700. 


With increased fees, Groux an¬ 
ticipates that the town will receive 
$40,000 in fees so the cost of the 
Recreation Department to the taxpayer 
will total $36,Doo. 

In the Health and Social Services 
portion of the budget, Groux proposed a 
$144,844 figure as compared to a 
departmental request of $175,344.

Doesn’t 

Balance

There’s a problem with Winchester’s 
$23.3 million fiscal 1982 budget that even 
a first-year accounting student couldn’t 
miss. 

Anticipated expenditures exceed 
anticipated receipts by $362,688. 

And that’s the amount Town Manager 
Tom Groux thinks the School Committee 
will have to trim from its budget over and 
above a list of proposed cuts which 
already total approximately $750,000. 

In determining that the schools would 
have to trim an additional $362,688 from 
its spending sheet, Groux said he relied 
on a state-mandated formula called the 
Tax Rate Recapitulation Sheet. 

Filed every September, this overall 
rate sheet contains the school tax rate 
recapitulation sheet which the state uses 
to determine state aid for all purposes, 
the amount of local receipts generated 
(excluding property taxes, how much of 
the property tax levy will be used by the 
schools, and how much will be used in 
meeting town-related expenses. 

Groux met with Town Comptroller A1 
Faggiano and School Superintendent 
William MacDonald to analyze the 
figures and formulas set forth in the 
school tax rate recapitulation sheet. 

Under the terms of those formulas, 
schools are credited with 100 percent of 
all school revenue which would include 
all monies generated at school functions 
like football games. 

In addition, schools receive 53 percent 
of the tax levy and 55 percent of all local

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Faggiano Blasts Prop. 2Yi 


Town Comptroller Al Faggiano thinks 
Proposition 2.5 a can be best described as 
a ‘ kamikaze approach to tax reduction.” 

What's more, he believes that if the 
measure goes unamended, it will result 
in “the gradual extinction of municipal 
government.” 

While the measure has already af¬ 
fected town services and school 
operations, there are a number of other 
areas in which the bill will leave its 
mark, areas like pensions, debt and 
unemployment. 

“Proposition 2.5 does not address the 
mandatory obligations of cities and 
towns,” Faggiano said in an interview 
with The Star Friday. “Any responsible 
person who submits legislation should 
consider the laws of guarantees of 
allowances.” 

State law provides for cost-of-living 
increases on pensions. According to 
Faggiano, Citizens for Limited Taxation 
(CLT), the group which sponsored 2.5, 
did anything but a good job in resear 
ching the affect the bill would have on 
this area. 

“The reality is that we will have 
pension costs far beyond the 2.5 limit set 
up under the law,” Faggiano explained. 

In 1980-81, pension costs in town 
totalled $640,917. During fiscal 1982, those 
costs are expected to reach $800,000 

“The option”' Faggiano said, “is to 
amend Chapter 32 (that portion of the law 
which deals with pension obligations) 
and reduce your pension obligations.” 

“While the area of pension costs is one 
affected but unaddressed by 2.5, debt 
fared little better under the measure. 

“The bond market has not completed 
its analysis of the cities and towns 
financial structure, ” Faggiano said, “but 
we have already felt increased rates in 
the bond anticipation market.’” 

“The trend indicates a narrow market 
and a demand that cities and towns pay a 
substantial premium as the result of 
Proposition 2.5,” he said. 

As an indication of the diasterous 
affects 2.5 has had on the bond market, 
Faggiano pointed out that since Nov. 4 of 
last year, when the measure passed on a 
six to four vote, no city or town has 


public-ally issued any general obligation 
bonds. 

An amendment to 2.5, which guran 
tees payment of debt and interest would 
be helpful in restoring confidence in the 
“financial atmosphere of the Com¬ 
monwealth,” Faggiano said. 

Another dilemma posed by 2.5 is the 
effect the measure has on unemployment 
compensation. 

Those costs were $45,000 in fiscal 1981 
and will increase an estimated $106,000 
this year, rising to $151.000 mark. 

Faggiano termed these costs 
“transitional ’ones which will abate 
within two years. 

In a memo to Hep. Gerald Cohen, 
Chairman of the Joint Committee on 
Taxation, Faggiano asked for increased 
state aid to towns and cities. 

He also indicated he believed 2.5 was a 
misdirected piece of legislation at best. 

Faggiano pointed out Friday that the 
state income taxes had increased 40 
percent since 1976, up from $1.2 billion to 
$1.9 billion in 1980. 

The tax rate for Winchester during 
that same period increased only 10.4 
percent, up from $70.40 in 1976. 

“It appears that the message of 
lowering higher taxes should have been 
directed to the state,” Faggiano said. 

CLT. Faggiano said, has said it was 
not its intent to cause deprevation to 
anyone in pushing lor the passage of 
Proposition 2.5. 

That deprevation, Faggiano said, has 
indeed followed the passage of the 
measure Nov. 4 by a 6 to 4 margain. 

“As the result of this vote Nov. 4, it is 
obvious that there will be lay-offs,” 
Faggiano said. “Inflation has not abated 
and energy costs are up, with no end in 
sight yet.” 

And that, al least in Faggiano’s book, 
is deprevation.

Cable Begins Sept. 15 


Cable television service will come to 
Winchester by Sept. 15, according to 
Continental Cable Television Company 
Regional Manager Jqff Carroll. 

In an interview with The Star 
Tuesday, Carroll said stranding and 
cabling work was currently underway in 
town with underground work set to begin 
this spring. 

“Building a cable television system is 
like constructing a layer cake,” Carroll 
explained. 

Step one has workers pulting-up 
support strand on telephone poles. Cable 
is then lashed to this support stranding 
and taps and amphiphers are sliced in. 
Carroll explained. 

Power supplies are then sliced in to 
the system. After those power supplies 
have been activated and the system has 


been balanced or tuned in. service can 
begin. 

Currently, the company is awaiting 
spring and better weather conditions 
before continuing underground work. 

Carroll said the company expected to 
lay approximately seven to eight miles of 
underground cable in Winchester. 

He said the company was continuing 
its search for an office location at or near 
Winchester Center. 

He also said the company had an¬ 
nounced a telephone number for 
residents with questions concerning the 
system or complaints concerning 
stranding and cabling work. 

That number is 721-1020.

Housing Survey Responses Running At 50 Percent 


While the results of a survey to 
determine housing needs in Winchester 
aren’t expected for a month or so. 
response to the three-page questionaire 
is running at 50 percent of those sur¬ 
veyed. 

Constance Williams, who coordinated 
the survey, told The Star Monday that 
response to the survey had been 
"tremendous.”

and China. Service is stressed in in¬ 
ternational friendship, community 
concerns and the deaf. They support a 
Charitable and Educational Fund to 
promote deaf awareness and public 
understanding ol the many problems of 
deaf and handicapped persons. 

Illustrative of Quota concerns are the 
international Resolutions adopted this 
year, and pledged for their support by 
members of District 29: 

1. Support of the United Nations and its 
specialized agencies. 

2. Support of abused women, children 
and the elderly. 

3. Support of the International Year of 
Disabled Persons. 

4. Support for the handicapped.

The School Committee gave unofficial 
approval to Curriculum Director David 
Ackerman’s proposed guidelines for 
development of a program for gifted and 
talented students this week. 

Ackerman presented his list of “do’s 
and don’t’s” to the committee Monday 
night and also provided a timetable for 
implementing the program. 

The committee did not officially vote 
on the proposal and had reservations 
about various segments of it but gave 
Ackerman the go ahead to pursue the 
program further. 

Ackerman has urged that the com¬ 
mittee adopt the following guidelines: 

Advanced Curriculum Provisions- A 
coherent set of advanced curriculum in 
all subjects should be designated, Kin¬ 
dergarten-Grade Eight. This should 
begin immediately, much of it being built 
upon what is already in the system. The 
complete project, K-8, in every subject, 
should take a minimum of four years. 

Individual Advanced Projects - 
Establishment of an individual advanced 
projects program that would involve 
volunteer tutors for students in Grades 4- 
88. This program is scheduled to begin in 
the fall of 1981 if elementary and 
secondary library aides are funded. 

Advanced Study Groups - Advanced 
study groups should be offered two 
periods per week at the elementary level 
and three to four periods per week at the 
secondary level. Curriculum for this 
program should be aimed at students 
who are exceptional even in relation to 
Winchester’s “top group.” The program 
should begin at the primary level in the 
fall of 1981 for exceptionally advanced 
readers. Funding for the secondary 
program should be deferred until 
financial picture brightens. 


Expanded Information Base- Testing, 
observation and information from 
parents should be used to get to know 
students better and then respond ac¬ 
cordingly. Follow-up tests to students in 
Grades 1,3.5, and 7 who score at or near 
the top of the in-school tests should be 
given in the spring of 1981. An in¬ 
formation sheet that parents can use to 
better communicate with the schools 
about their children should be developed 
by the fall of 1981. 


Budget 

Meeting 

The School Committee will debate 
Town Manager Thomas Groux’s 
assertion that they have cut an ad- 
ditonal $362,888 from their fiscal 1982 
budget. 

School Committee Chairman 
Catherine Alexander said the budget 
meeting scheduled for Monday night 
will be broken down into two parts. 
First, Superintendent William 
MacDonald and Business Manager 
Jack Fallon will “educate” the 
committee on how Groux determined 
the share of the school cuts because of 
Prop. 2.5. 

Then Finance Committee Chair¬ 
man Robert Frank is expected to 
explain from that board’s vantage 
point how the budget process works. 

“Then I would hope the School 
Committee would have a better idea 
where they are and then have a 
discussion among themselves in 
public session over where the cuts 
should be made,” Alexander said. 

The meeting will start at 7:30 at 
Sanborn House. 


The committee should not consider 
doing the following: 

Formal Identification of the Gifted- 
Students should not be formally iden¬ 
tified as “gifted” or “talented” because 
it is inevitably arbitrary and divisive. 
Provisions should be ensured within the 
program that are responsive to the entire 
range of students. 

Discouragement of Grade Skipping - 
Grade skipping should be allowed (as it is 
now) but discouraged if a student is 
socially immature (as it is now). 

Ackerman said the biggest obstacle is 
development of a uniform policy system- 
wide, “from grade to grade, school to 
school and teacher to teacher,” on 
dealing with the gifted and talented 
students. 

Without a uniform policy governing 
those programs Ackerman said the 
projects will be ineffective. “It’s almost 
making the statement that it doesn’t 
matter what we do as long as they’re 
busy,” Ackerman said. “I don’t think 
that’s what we want for these kids.” 

School Committee member’Constance 
Papas questioned how to motivate 
teachers to give the extra time needed to 
make the program successful without 
adding extra personnel, which because of 
Prop. 2.5 and declining enrollment is 
impossible. 

Ackerman replied that the challenge 
of helping students and the excitement of 
a new project that would benefit the 
students as well as enhance their own 
development would be sufficient 
motivation. 

“Good luck,” Papas replied. “1 think 
it is an enormously ambitious project and 
I am anxious to see how it will be im¬ 
plemented and how the teachers will 
react to further specialization within the 
classroom without coming back for more 
staffing,” Papas concluded.

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Business Spotlight 


By-Laws Govern Local Signs

Imagine a business district where 
monotony abounds on the storefront. 

All the stores have tiny signs made of 
the same material as the sign next door 
and the one next to that. 

Picture Winchester shoppers driving 
continually up and down Main st. 
because they can’t locate stores whose 
signs are indistinguishable. 

This scenerio could have been Win¬ 
chester. 

The Planning Board drafted a sign by¬ 
law in 197G rendering over 80 signs 
illegal. Guidelines were rigid and signs 
that had been legally erected would have 
had to be replaced. 

The deadline for compliance with the 
new by-law restrictions was to have been 
July, 1981. Between 85 and 110 Win¬ 
chester businesses would have had to 
replace their signs at a cost of anywhere 
between $500 to $4000 per business, 
depending on the sign. 

But a new sign by-law was drafted and 
went into effect at the last town meeting 
in November, saving many storefronts 
from what would have inevitably 
resulted in an identity crisis. 

All signs that were illegal under the 
original by-law are now grandfathered 
and the new by-law affords businesses a 
broader range of options for signs. 

Now only about 30 businesses have 
non-complying signs, according to 
Building Commissioner Dominic 
Serratore. 

Grandfathered signs may be repaired 
only if the cost is 35 percent or less than 
the sign’s total value. Otherwise, the sign 
must be replaced by one conforming to 
the new by-law. Serratore is responsible 
for enforcing this stipulation. 

Serratore is a busy man and says he 
basically relies on complaints for 
monitoring signs. ‘‘If I had the time, I’d 
check annually,” he said, adding that he 
does detect new signs just by riding 
around town. 

Committee member Allan Eyden of 
Bonnell Ford estimated that the cost of 
removing his non-complying signs would 
have amounted to $3000 to $4000. “I didn’t 
get involved in this only for personal 
reasons, though,” said Eyden. “I’m a 24- 
year resident of the town and I know that 
a lot of signs needed cleaning up, but the 
old law was too restrictive.” 

‘‘We wanted to make a law that was 
fair to everyone,” Eyden emphasized. 
“Lots of times the government is made 


up of people who don't understand the 
problems and needs of the business 
community.” 

Other businessmen are pleased with 
the new by-law. Robert Surabian of 
Cradoek Apothecary estimated that he 
saved about $3,500 under the grandfather 
clause and many businesses estimated 
similar savings. 

“It’s in the town’s best interest not to 
penalize businesses,” Nugent pointed 
out. “They provide an enormous tax 
base.” 

“If we’re not attractive to business, 
we’re going to have a tax problem.” she 
added. “We all have to share in the 
weather of a good business climate.” 

“Give the businessman a fighting 
chance — that’s what they need,” said 
Eyden. 

In the original by-law, the sign could 
be no more than ten percent of the size of 
the storefront. 

“The ten percent law would have 
made some very attractive historic signs 
illegal,” said Judy Nugent, chairman of 
the Chamber of Commerce’s sign by-law 
committee which drafted the new law. 
She cited the Woolworths and Daisy Shop 
Signs as examples of such historic signs. 

The committee measured every sign 
and storefront in town and came up with 
a formula which is not a percentage 
formula. 

The five-member committee devised 
a linear foot formula which states that 
businesses may have two square feet of 
sign for every one foot of linear frontage 
of the store. 

The average storefront size is 20 feet 
by 20 feet. A store of this size is now 
allowed 40 square feet of sign space and 
may use this space as desired. If there is 
an entrance in the back of a store, a sign 
can be placed there by reducing the size 
of the one in front. 

The original by-law made no 
provisions for any kind of window let¬ 
tering. State fire laws prohibit signs that 
cover windows. Many businesses only 
have glass fronts. The new by-law offers 
window lettering options. 

“We were the only town in 
Massachusetts that didn’t have a 
grandfather clause in our by-law.” said 
Nugent, who visited other towns and 
reviewed their by-laws. 

The committee also studied other 
towns and tried to create something 
compatible with an historical district 
designation since a commission is 
presently involved in obtaining this 


designation for Winchester. 

Gus Alexander, chairman of the 
planning board, played a large role in 
pushing the new by-law through the 
Appeals Board, Planning Board and 
eventually to the town meeting where it 
passed without discussion. 

“Most people assumed that if 
businessmen wrote a sign by-law. they 
would allow a circus of signs to come to 
town,” said Nugent. “But there was a 
consistent and honest concern for 
aesthetics.” 

The first goal of the committee was to 
draft a by-law that would pass town 
meeting. Committee members agreed 
that the signs had to be aesthetically 
pleasing. 


“II the law offered a broad range of 
options within a criteria that controlled 
signs so they weren’t obtrusive, bawdy, 
or downright ugly, we knew this would be 
acceptable to the town,” Nugent said. 

“Now there are many possibilities for 
businesses to do something innovative 
and attractive lor their stores with a lot 
less expense than they would have been 
locked into with the single, mounted-wall 
sign.” explained Nugent 

“I’m hoping that as new businesses 
come and current businesses think about 
new signs, they'll call the Chamber," she 
added. “I’ll go to any business with the 
by-law and explain to them all the options 
they have.”

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made out of canvas,” Patrick explained. 

“Now luggage stores carry two-thirds 
softwear and one-third hardware,” 
Patrick said. “We’re the rage now!” 

Patrick said if she had known in ad¬ 
vance what opening up a business en¬ 
tailed, she might not have undertaken the 
challenge. But she insists that she’s glad 
she did. 

“It’s frightening opening up a 
business,” she said. “I was scared to 
death.” 

At first, Patrick and Johnson had 
difficulty securing the necessary capital. 
Patrick said their problems were 
compounded because they were women. 

“The small business bureau wouldn't 
even look at us," she explained. “It's 
very political.” 

After many sleepless nights, they 
obtained a straight bank loan. “For¬ 
tunately, we had lots of encouragement 
from our friends in the community,” 
Patrick said. 

Originally Patrick and Johnson 
designed and created all the products 
themselves, but the volume of sales 
forced them to hire additional help. 

Once they had only two stitchers 
working part-time. Now they employ a 
full-time pattern cutter and seven stit¬ 
chers. “Since then,” Patrick admitted, 
“the designs have greatly improved." 

Patrick stressed that quality was of 
utmost importance. “It’s hard to buy a 
high quality product in the United 
States,” she claimed. 

"Our philosophy is really quite 
simple,” Patrick said. “Listen to the 
needs of the customer. They are the ones 
who support us and we should therefore 
give them what they want.”

Along with federal subsidies, 
Winchester has the facilities and per¬ 
sonnel to make the hot lunch department 
a self-sustaining department, she in¬ 
sisted. “We may have to have an in¬ 
crease in costs but at least they will get 


the hot lunch. For some kids, whose 
parents work, it is the only hot meal they 
could get."

Street Talk

Budget Picture 
Good Despite 2Vz 


Town Manager Tom Groux 
sent a proposed $23.3 million 
budget to the Finance Com¬ 
mittee this week and while the 
picture is anything but rosy, it 
isn’t all that bleak, either. 

The School Committee has 
been asked to trim an additional 
$362,688 over and above the 
$750,000 in cuts they’ve already 
made. 

Nine town employees will lose 
their jobs in Groux’s effort to 
meet the requirements of 
Proposition 2.5. We’re not un¬ 
derestimating the effect of those 
job losses on the job holders but, 
frankly, things could have been a 
lot worse. 

Town services remain largely 
intact. Winchester will lose no 
policemen. The Fire Department 
will function at its current 
manpower level and seven 
positions in the DPW which 
Groux wants eliminated can be 
cut through attrition. 

Assuming Town Meeting 
approves Groux’s plans to use 
water and sewer use fees and to 
tap the Stabilization and Sale of 
Land Account funds, Winchester 
should face the new fiscal year in 
much better shape than most 
other communities in the im¬ 
mediate area. 

Belmont, for example, lost 
seven firemen to Prop. 2.5. 

For all its faults, the message 
of Proposition 2.5 was clear. 
Taxpayers want lower taxes. 
Voters said so by a 6 to 4 margin 
on Nov. 4. But the message was 
not to cut services. 


Groux’s budget represents 
what we believe to be one of the 
best efforts at meeting the 
double-edged dilemma posed by 
2.5. The question facing 
municipal budget-makers all 
over the Commonwealth was 
how to meet the requirements of 
2.5 and still provide the services 
taxpayers expect. 

Robert Frank’s Finance 
Committee will now review the 
proposed budget. Following that, 
the next step is an examination 
of that budget by Town Meeting. 

Winchester may just have 
pulled-off what other towns and 
cities haven’t been able to do; 
Winchester may have found a 
way to survive and to survive 
well under 2.5. 

Winchester’s ability to sur¬ 
vive is at least partially rooted in 
Groux's early attempts to cut 
costs, long before Proposition 2.5 
became a hard and fast fact of 
life. 

Since becoming Town 
Manager in 1975, he has reduced 
the work force in the DPW from 
120 to 89 without a corresponding 
loss of services. He’s also made 
reductions on the police force. 
He has not filled vacancies in the 
fire department. And he has 
been using in-house Engineering 
Dept. Staff for the water system 
study and will do the same thing 
for the sewer system study. 

Those reductions, coupled 
with careful budgeting, have 
taken some of the sting out of 
Proposition 2.5.

Hospital Plans 

EDITOR OF T1IE STAR: 

Noticing in one of the local papers that 
the Planning Board is scheduling public 
hearings on four or more impending 
development problems in various parts 
of town, 1 am wondering why the Board is 
not also addressing the serious potential 
problems which may be created in the 
residential districts to the south, west, 
and north of Winchester Hospital should 
the proposed expansion plan be approved 
by the state. 

Too long now have the appropriate 
governing bodies of Winchester ignored 
this growing problem—and it is not 
enough to ignore it on the grounds that 
only 25 or 30 residences and the streets on 
which they stand will be affected. 

The hospital proper is erected in a 
Concervancy Zone, but this does not 
apply to the many homes and streets in 
the area surrounding the district. 


We who live in tnis area wonaer when 
the Board of Selectmen, Planning Board, 
and Zoning Commission, each of which 
hopefully represent us as well as others 
in Winchester are going to raise the 
inevitable questions about our present 
and future well-being. 

I feel that stiff regulations regarding 
the establishment of buffer zones around 
the Conservancy Zone must now be 
established and rigidly enforced. 

This will certainly cut down on the 
noise and lighting as well as the visual 
pollution caused us by the hospital 
building and its parking facilities. 

At this writing, as for the past 15 or 20 
years, the hospital facility sits as a visual 
wound in this residential neighborhood 
Buffer Zones, if they exist on paper do not 
exist for us. 

It is unfortunate that before any 
elected officials endorsed the present 
plan they did not sincerely address the 
problem of the tremendous volume of 
traffic—all to be funnelled into the heart 
of this residential area to the proposed 
garage and other services. Did they feel 
that such heavily residential streets 
should be used for such purposes? I don't, 
and further, I dy not see an easy solution. 
Why endorse such a plan? 

So far, this is just the beginning for I 
wonder how long the town boards can 
turn their heads as each new expansion 
plan is proposed by hospital officials. 

The site, if the proposed expansion is 
accepted will become completely im¬ 
pacted. Where will the new expansions 
take place? Will the town allow yet 
another chunk of this area to be 
destroyed? Where will it all stop? 

Will it happen to us as it did to Holton 
Street and indeed the entire Northeast 
section of Winchester? This section of 
Winchester, as is obvious by reading the 
local papers, is now totally fed up with 
the lack of unplanned business growth in 
this area. (Yes, a hospital is a business.) 

Though these problems now seem to 
affect but a small portion of the town, I 
feel that all residents must become more 
concerned with planning and zoning if the 
overall character and beauty of our Town 
of Winchester is to be retained. 

I m sure we have all heard that 
’’Winchester is not what it used to be.” 
and in many w’ays this is true. 

I feel that only a concern for all who 
live here, by all who live here—and 
honest effort by the town boards to foster 
this concern and help implement it will 


result in a Winchester similar to mat oi 
years gone by—but a new Winchester 
which plans gracefully and intelligently 
for its future.

Ambulance Needed 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

With the advent of Proposition 2.5 
panic falling upon Winchester’s 
municipal department heads, scare 
tactics and misleading information seem 
to be in vogue. 

Last week’s Star contained an article 
heralding the proposed removal of the 
ambulance from the fire department to 
meet budget cuts. 

In that article, Fire Chief McElhinney 
informs us that state law mandates that 
two emergency medical technicians 
respond to ambulance calls. This is true. 

However, Chief McElhinney further 
stated that when an ambulance call 
comes in, two medical technicians and a 
driver (three men) are dispatched and 
unavailable for firefighting. This is 
absolutely untrue. 

The Winchester Fire Department 
provides only the required two medical 
technicians on ambulance calls. The 
ambulance is driven by one of the 
technicians, not a third man as indicated 
in the article. 

The facts show that the ambulance 
accounted for 28 percent and 36 percent 
of the fire departments runs in 1979 and 
1980 respectively. The ambulance is the 
only revenue generating service 
provided by the fire department and 
should be retained. The function of the 
fire department is protection of life and 
property, with life being of primary 
concern. Chief McElhinney appears 
more than willing to forfeit the depart¬ 
ment’s most effective life saving service, 
in lieu of the department’s ability to save 
property. 

ability to save property. 

Ambulance service must be provided 
by some agency. The fire department has 
proven itself most proficient at rendering 
that service. Removal of the ambulance 
from the fire department would result in 
the loss of a vital municipal service that 
makes Winchester a better place to live.

ABC (A Better Chance) is a

identify and help minority students with 
drive and intellectual potential.

In 196(5 the first public school program 
was established and in September of 1971 
Winchester’s A.B.C. House welcomed its 
first group of students. Since then 28 
young men have graduated from Win¬ 
chester High School in this program.

Dominoes 

FI Ml OR OF THE STAR: 

The Leftists in our midst seem 
determined to push El Salvador into 
Castro’s camp much like Nicaragua has 
been. 

The role that Castro played in the 
overthrow of the Somoza government in 
Nicaragua has been acknowledged by 
(’astro and also by NBC News aired in a 
documentary last fall called "The Castro 
Connection” which spelled out the facts 
about Castro’s role in Nicaragua. 

A secret leaked CIA report, that was 
blazoned across page one of the Chicago 
Tribune, discussed Castro’s designs on 
El Salvador and reported that 50 
members of the Salvadoran Popular 
Liberation Forces, one of Castro’s 
terrorist factions, had been receiving 
military and idealogical training in 
Cuba. It reported that Cuba had also 
maintained contact with other terrorist 
factions and was pushing for them to 
cooperate. Castro had performed the 
same role in Nicaragua in getting three 
different Sandanista factions to work 
closely together. He had similar success 
in El Salvador. The various factions 
there are now united in the Farabundo 
Marti national Liberation Front. Their 
"political” aim is the Revolutionary 
Democratic Front. 

Representative Bill Young of Florida 
has testified before a congressional 
subcommittee that he had seen secret 
intelligence reports as a member of the 
House Intelligence Committee where by 
a defector from the Salvadoran terrorist 
movement, Julian Otero Espinosa, had 
told of shipments oi arms from 
Nicaragua into El Salvador. He said: 
"On several occasions, we received arms 
coming directly from the Soviet Union 
and Cuba”. Otero also said that 
Salvadoran terrorists were being trained 
in Nicaragua. 

On January 9, United Press Inter¬ 
national put a story on the wire saying, 
"U.S. sources said 4000 to 6000 
Salvadoran guerillas have been 
receiving money and high-quality, 
sophisticated weapons since early last 
year from such diverse sources as Libya. 
Vietnam, Cuba and Nicaragua”. The 
story added: "The weapons are said to 
include American arms left behind in 
Vietnam, funneled to El Salvador 
primarily through Nicaragua and Cuba 
and probably also via Libya and Iraq. 
Members of the PLO are training 
guerillas in Nicaragua, sources said.” 
Intelligence sources told that some of the 
American weapons in the hands of the 
Salvadoran terrorists have been traced 


by serial numbers to Nicaragua. 

The New York Times reported on a 
page three story January 14 that the 
Salvadoran terrorists had "large 
quantities of Soviet-made weapons, 
among them rocket-launched grenades, 
bazookas and recoiiess rifles..” 

Robert Moss, co-author of the best 
selling novel about Soviet manipulation 
of Western media, "The Spike”, has 
reported in the London Daily Telegraph 
that Cubans are engaged in the fighting 
in El Salvador. Moss says that in¬ 
telligence sources report that Cuba has 
200 "advisors” in El Salvador 
He says that six Cubans have been killed 
in the fighting and that their bodies were 
flown by helicopter to Nicaragua. Moss 
quoted a defector from the Front for 
Popular Liberation, Luis Quintanilla 
Romero, as saying that Cubans were 
serving in the guerilla bands and that 
there was a large-scale supply of arms 
from Panama and Mexico! 

Ambassador Robert White, after 
seeing intelligence reports of in¬ 
ternational Communist support for the 
terrorists, expressed his support for the 
resumption of American aid, Salvadoran 
President Jose Napoleon Ruarte com¬ 
mented: "Communist countries are 
intervening directly to support the 
guerillas. We are collaborating to save 
the Americans from this geopolitical 
invasion of Marxism-Leninism.” In the 
year since the Marxist Sandinistas seized 
power in Nicaragua with the assistance 
of Carter and his State Department (if 
proof is wanted I recommend 
"Nicaragua Betrayed” by Jack Cox) 
Communists have been building up their 
forces in Central America and the 
Caribbean. The area is swarming with 
East German diplomats, intelligence 
officers, technicians, military advisors, 
pilots, police and security experts, 
political commissaries, trade and 
economic advisors, journalists and so 
forth. 

Apparently Castro’s plan for the take 
over of El Salvador has been delayed by 
more resistance than he expected, so the 
word has gone out to his symphathizers 
in the U.S. to come to his aid by 
pressuring our officials by "sit ins” and 
media events to swing public opinion 
against the beleaguered Salvadorans, the 
Reds hope to knock off Guatemala; and, 
after that, who can doubt that Mexico, 
with its great size, vital oil, and open 
1500-mile border with the United States, 
can be made overtly hostile? Maybe even 
turned into an enemy base! 

It’s a nightmare and a nightmare that 
could be made to come true with the 
whole hearted cooperation of the usual 


gang of subversives, traitors and naive 
dupes.

School Calendar 

School Superintendent William 
MacDonald will be presenting a proposal 
for the 1981-82 school calendar at Mon¬ 
day’s meeting.

Initial symptoms of Alzheimer’s include 
memory loss and declining intellectual 
functioning. The disease can be confused 
with symptoms of severe depression and 
requires a physician’s diagnosis. 

Because ol the degenerative nature of 
the disease, care of Alzheimer’s victims 
is often a demanding task for relatives 
and caregivers. Although physically 
capable, the Alzheimer’s victim may be 
unable to function independently and 
requires that the environment be 
carefully structured. The constant care 
and emotional loss is frustrating and 
stressful for the families. 

According to Lydia Leacock, 
"caregivers of Alzheimer’s patients need 


attention as well. We are forming a 
support group in response to requests by 
relatives for additional information and 
emotional support."

There were many reasons for saying 
this year’s hockey team was the best 
since the 8-9-1, 1975 team. But perhaps it 
was never clearer than after the 
Sachems 3-2, season-ending win over 
Heading Saturday.

In the regular season finale for 
Woburn and Winchester last Friday at 
the high school a near capacity crowd 
came to bid farewell to one of the Mid¬ 
dlesex League’s prize members, Ron 
Hobby.

them how much better we’ll be," 
Houghton says simply. 

A key component in any attempt to 
break into the previously unchartered 
waters of the over .500 club will be the 
team’s ability to stay out of the penalty 
box.

Concerning the DPW, Groux said 
there were 120 positions in that depart¬ 
ment when he became Town Manager in 
1975. Under the proposed cuts, Groux 
said there would be 89 positions in the 
department, a figure which represents a 
27 percent reduction in force, all ac¬ 
complished through attrition. 

‘‘That’s happened without the 
department reducing services except for 
garbage collection which was costly and 
dying anyway,” said Groux. 

The Undistributed Costs portion of the 
budget, which includes fringe benefits for 
employees, debt service, pensions and 
insurance on buildings, among other 
items, has been set at $3,637,622 by 
Groux. 

“These costs are pretty well fixed,” 
Groux said. 

He said the town’s obligated debt 
picture was changing in at least one area 
since the town had only four more 
payments to make on the high school 
building. That debt is expected to be paid 
off by 1985. 

“At that time, the town’s debt will be 
very low,” Groux said, “and that guides 
me in proposing that the town tap certain 
special funds.” 

“Fiscal ’82 is a special problem given 
the unknowns of state aid and 
revaluation,” Groux said. “I feel it’s safe 
to tap special funds since the town’s debt 
is decreasing. 

Winchester is currently undergoing 
revaluation by the Patten Associates, a 
Portland, Me. based firm. Assessors 
have said the town could count on a $645 
million figure in figuring property tax 
revenue with a three percent margin of 
error either way. 

The Capital Program section of the 
proposed budget has Groux proposing 
$614,500 in spending and can be broken 
down into two parts. 

The first is a one-year program while 
the second is an over-all five-year plan 
for town improvements. 

For fiscal 1982, Groux is suggesting 
that funding come through tapping the 
Stabilization Fund and the Sale of Land 
Accounts fund. 

The Stabilization Fund currently 
contains $725,000 and is earning interest 
at the rate of $70,000 a year. 

The Sale of Land Accounts fund in¬ 
cludes anticipated funds of $330,000 from 
the sale of the Washington School 
building to the Codman Company, a 
Boston-based developer who will turn the 
structure into an 18-unit condominium 
project. 

The five-year plan includes planned 
improvements to the water and sewer 
system. 

Water system improvements, which 
total $1.4 million, are already underway. 
Cleaning and lining of the system has 
cost the town $282,000, Groux said. 

In year two of the five-year plan, costs 
were originally estimated at $350,000 but 
Groux thinks that figure can be cut 
further to $200,000 by getting better 
estimates for work and by having 
specifications done by the town’s 
Engineering Department. 

The Boston based engineering firm of 
Coffin and Richardson is presently 
conducting a study of the town’s sewer 
system. Winchester will foot 25 percent of 
the cost of the study while the federal 
government will pay the remaining 75 
percent. 

Groux said he wanted to get work on 
the water system done so that sewer 
system work would not overlap it. 

Groux also pointed out that federal 
requirements mandate that towns have a 
sewer use charge and a sewer use by-law 
before towns can be considered for 90 
percent state and federal funding for 
sewer improvement work. 

“We’re not going to get the federal 
money to upgrade the sewer system 
unless we have a sewer use charge 
mechanism in place to recover the cost of 
the system from the user,” Groux said. 

Other cuts proposed under by Groux 
include: 

— The elimination of a full-time, 
professional position in the Comptroller’s 
office. 

— The reduction from four full-time 
clerical positions in the Town Clerk’s 
office to three full-time and one half-time 
position. 

— The elimination of a summer, 
seasonal position in the Engineering 
Department. 

Selectmen plan to discuss the 
proposed budget and water and sewer 
user fees next Monday night.

Community hospitals and large urban 
medical centers are both expected to feel 
a financial crunch directly traced to the 
impact of Proposition 2.5 legislation. 

Also, the “hands-off” approach to 
regulation and government subsidized 
programs proposed by the Reagan ad¬ 
ministration, likewise, may eventually 
be felt in the pocket of the health care 
consumer. These are the opinions voiced 
by many administrators involved in the 
state’s health care delivery system. 

Massachusetts is already faced with a 
projected $250 million cut in Medicaid 
programs, nearly one-quarter of last 
year’s operating budget. 

With usable town revenues also 
diminished through the tax cutting 
measures of 2.5, various medical support 
services such as school booster 
programs, elderly screening and 
emergency medical technician training 
may now be either eliminated or, at 
least, revamped. Some of these 
programs have traditionally been 
sponsored or supplemented by town 
health services budgets. 

According to administrators, these 
cuts may result in a new health structure 
calling for more private investment in 
health care, and an even greater in¬ 
volvement, on (he communily 'hospital’s 
part, in support programs throughout its 
service area. 

David Kinzer, president of the 
Massachusetts Hospital Association 
< MHA), feels that hospitals are bound to 
be saddled with extra costs if health care 
in the public sector is reduced through 
2.5. 

“In a time of government austerity,” 
Kinzer says, “when the town, state or 
federal administration pulls out of 
certain programs, people are still keyed 
into having their needs met. If all 
measures fail in providing preventive 
and health maintenance programs, 
people will utilize hospital emergency 
rooms as a first line of defense.” 

Jack Hunter, Winchester Hospital’s 
president, echoes this sentiment saying, 
“Winchester Hospital is in a unique 
geographic position. Though we don’t 
rely on local towns for public revenue, 
nor do we have a large Medicaid patient 
population, 2.5 may still affect us. 

“If people in our service area are laid 
off and remain unemployed as a result of 
the budget cutting measures of 2.5, they 
would lose their health coverage. We’re 
still going to have patients in need of 
services, and there’s no doubt in my 
mind that we will see more patients with 
reduced coverage or no coverage at all,” 
Hunter explained. 

“We’re looking at an increase in bad 
debts in either case—it’s bound to happen 
when you’re rendering a service that 
you’re not getting equal dollar for, or 
even covering operating expenses,” he 
said. 

On a local level, Frank Bianco, 
director of special education and pupil 
services for the Winchester School Board 
said, “In 1980-81, we had a $40,000 budget 
for providing health care and main¬ 
tenance in the town’s schools. That 
budget covered the costs of providing 
each school with visiting nurse coverage 
for at least part of the school day, along 
with immunizations, physicals, 
emergency services and periodic 
screening for vision, hearing, scoliosis 
and pediculosis.” 

“Now, for 1981-82, we are faced with 
budget cuts comprising anywhere from 
20 percent upward to the possible total 
elimination of health care in the schools. 
In light of an overall $1.4 million school 
budget reduction, I’m not optimistic 
about the health services being saved,” 
Bianco said. 

“Do we simply say that the school is 
no longer in the business of health care, 
or do we look to just where these health 
services and costs can be absorbed?” 
Bianco concludes. 

Jean Bradley, assistant to the 
program administrator at Winchester’s 
Council on Aging says that budget cuts 
have already affected the town’s human 
resources services—most noticeably in 
the elimination of an MBTA contracted 
mini-bus for elderly residents. 

“The bus service had operated for two 
years before being eliminated on Dec. 31 
under the restrictions of Winchester’s 
$717,000 budgetary cuts,” Bradley noted. 
“The lack of bus service will definitely 
affect seniors for we had come a long 
way in bringing the elderly back into the

“The bus was also used to bring 
seniors to doctor and dentist ap¬ 
pointments, shopping and to area 
hospitals—generally supplying the 
elderly with a great deal of in¬ 
dependence,” Bradley said. 

Emergency medical services is 
another area of the larger health care 
picture already under attack from cost 
cutting proponents. 

Sylvia Queen, Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health director of 
Emergency Medical Services cited, 
“Many towns faced with the prospect of 
2.5 are considering a more vigorous 
effort to collect for ambulance runs,” a 
service whose support up until now has 
come chiefly from the public tills. 

“Towns not requiring payment,” 
Queen added, “are seriously looking into 
charging for these services, while areas 
that already attach ambulance fees are 
looking perhaps to double patient fees or 
add a surplus charge for oxygen or other 
immediate special services.” 

Queen says that Proposition 2.5 will be 
a boon for private ambulances. “On a 
town level,” said Queen, “private am¬ 
bulance services may be subcontracted, 
and more towns will enter into mutual, or 
multiple town ambulance aid programs. 
However, here we run into the problem of 
’ Nfpid x. ..* 

Towns are also reevaluating 
emergency medical technician training 
and retraining. Traditionally, there was 
no cost to the EMT’s for this education 
service, and usually, personnel received 
a regular salary for the time spent in 
retraining sessions. 

The City of Woburn is a prime 
example of a municipality whose 
medical support services may be 
seriously restricted through Proposition 
2.5. Faced with a 17 percent budget cut 
totalling $34,000, Woburn is already 
looking to turn its ambulance service 
over to private contractors. 

Ed Walker, Woburn’s director of the 
Department of Public Health adds, 
“Through Proposition 2.5, we’re already 
confronting a situation where the city’s 
fire department—who traditionally 
manned and administered the am¬ 
bulance service—is looking to sell our 
ambulance fleet and make cuts in per¬ 
sonnel.” 

"In the past,” Walker said, “the city 
has made regular contributions to 
various human service functions and 
non-profit health and social welfare 
organizations. This assistance may well 
have to be cut, especially in the areas of 
providing nurses for screening and 
immunizations in the schools, and also in 
elderly services. There’s no such thing as 
a free lunch, and I have to assume area 
hospitals will now be asked to provide 
some of these services.” 

Looking at the long term effects of 
state and federal budget restrictions on 
the quality and availability of medical 
and human resource services, Kinzer of 
the MHA states, “We’re moving toward a 
dual system of health care—one for poor 
people and one for those who can pay 
their bills.” 

“Because of the greater competition 
between hospitals for patients,” says 
Kinzer, “we’ll see more marketing of a 
hospital’s care facilities. This is nothing 
new, but we’ll be seeing an expansion of 
marketplace strategies used to attract 
patients to a particular hospital.” 

Similarly, an increase in hospital 
mergers is predicted, with a trend for 
more hospitals to cluster services to keep 
costs down. The MHA forecasts hospitals 
as reevaluating their present community 
services, and either eliminating, or 
making such programs as free com¬ 
munity health education a fee charging, 
reimbursable resource.

Cholesterol The 
Subject Of Talk 
At Hospital 

The cholesterol controversy in heart 
disease was discussed last week by 
Registered Dietitian Caroline Patac- 
chiola at the final in a series of meetings 
on heart disease sponsored by Win¬ 
chester Hospital. 

Saturated animal fats, even un¬ 
saturated fats, contribute to cholesterol 
plaque in the body, and ideally women 
should take In no irrore thtm 50 grams of 
fat; 60 for men. Patacchiola pointed out 
that eight peanuts, even the unsalted, 
dry-roasted variety, contain five grams 
of fat. 

Contrary to earlier and die-hard 
beliefs, it is now known that eating more 
bread and starches, and less meat is the 
healthiest kind of diet. “The real killer,” 
she added, “is the delicious dinner in a 
steak house where the standard menu for 
one dinner contains 124 grams of fat.” 

Patacchiola urged people to cook 
from scratch to eliminate salt intake. 
The recommended salt a day is five 
grams (500 milligrams) or one 
tablespoon, but salt is hidden in much we 
eat. “The more a food is processed, the 
more salt it contains, she added. “Fresh 
green beans contain 10 milligrams, while 
one half cup of canned beans jumps to 250 
milligrams.” 

Exercise plays a large part in 
eliminating fat, according to Cheryl 
Morton, Physical Therapist at Win¬ 
chester Hospital.

Assistant Vice President Paul Vogt 
explained that rate was high since the 
hank currently has no home loan 
mortage money available 

He said it was a standard banking 
practice to quote high interest rates 
when loan money was in short supply 

■Obviously, we haven’t had many 
takers recently at that rate." Vogt 
said 

I have a gut feeling that rates will 
stay where they are. at least until 
spring, said Ed Goodwin of Win¬ 
chester Cooperative Bank. "As you 
get into June and July, you'll see them 
coming down a point or so but I don't 
think they'll come down 
dramatically " 

Bill Crowley of the Old Colony 
Bank agreed, saying he felt customers 
could look forward to an 11 or 12 
percent bottom rate figure at best. 

With interest rates holding firm, 
bankers in town are looking forward 
to spring, the traditional time when 
home loan applications increase. 

•It’s very quiet right now." ac¬ 
cording to Bob Nickerson. President 
of Winchester Savings Bank "There’s 
not a great deal of activity but 1 do 
sense a lot of interest. 1 would surmise 
that things will pick-up again in the 
spring."

"Normally, people apply in the 
spring." according to Dick Boonisar 
of Shawmut Bank. "Most people apply 
in the spring or summer with a fail 
occupancy in mind." 

So bankers are now experiencing 
what one of them termed "a quiet 
time" in terms of loan applications 
But quiet or not. bankers say loan 
money for homes is available. 

“There's money available." 
Goodwin explained, "but it’s ex 
pensive. 1 don't believe there’s a 
tightness of money as much as there’s 
a conservatism in the real estate 
market." 

Crowley agreed. 

“There is plenty of money 
available." he said. "The rates may 
riot be what you would prefer though 
The higher the rates, the fewer the 
qualified buyers." 

And the qualified buyers are 
generally young professionals with 
what Goodwin termed "good, sound, 
double-incomes." 

He put the average buyer age at 30 
and said that while there may or may 
not be children, both parents usually 
work at professional positions. 

Both Boonisar and Nickerson see 
the same general trend with 
Nickerson saying. "In many in¬ 
stances, the applicants are young 


professionals with a double income." 

Banks in the area are seeing down 
payments for home loans ranging 
from 20-30 percent and at least one of 
them said he receives almost no 
applications for 90 percent financing. 

Higher interest rates and the need 
for a dual income may be pushing the 
American Dream of home ownership 
beyond the grasp of many single in¬ 
dividuals. 

"It’s more difficult for an in¬ 
dividual with a single income to make 
larger payments." Crowley said. 
('oupled with higher interest rates and 
large monthly payments arc taxes 
which can result in an additional $300, 
according to Dan Egan of the Cam- 
bridgeport Savings Bank. 

While loan companies may provide 
at least one alternative to more 
traditional forms of financing, area 
bankers said they were unaware of 
any trend which had potential buyers 
seeking funding from this scource. 

While loan companies can in some 
cases offer lower rates, local bankers 
emphasize that those institutions are 
single purpose firms which don't offer 
additional services like checking 
accounts or auto loans, for example. 

"I'm running into it once in a 
while," said Goodwin of those seeking 
loans from loan companies.

point on a 30-year maximum term 
note. Taxes are escrowed each month

With 25 percent down, interest 

rates would be 15.25 percent plus 1 

point with a maximum term of 25 
years. 

Cambridgeport Savings Bank 
With 25 percent down, interest 

rates would be 15 percent. 

Winchester Savings Bank 
With 10 percent down, interest 

rates would be 15 percent plus 1.75 
points. The three-quarters point 
charge is used for mortage insurance. 


receipts excluding receipts from water 
and sewer lees. 

Following the analysis of those for¬ 
mulas, Groux lound the school com¬ 
mittee’s share of funds exceed what they 
were entitled to by $302,(588. 

"There’s nothing new about these 
formulas," Groux told The Star Tuesday. 
"They’ve existed for years. It’s just that 
there was never a case before of a limited 
amount of budget money before." 

In using the formulas, Groux included 
not only costs that are directly related to 
school operations but indirect costs as 
well. 

Those indirect costs include costs for 
teacher pensions and insurance and for 
the maintenance of school buildings and 
grounds which is included in the 
Department of Public Works portion of 
the town budget. 

For example, maintenance of school 
buildings and grounds account for 
$281,000 of the DPW’s $1 million budget 


while 43 percent of the town’s Workman’s 
Compensation costs can be attributed to 
schools, Groux said. 

Insurance for school buildings, Groux 
said, accounts*for 80 percent of the town’s 
insurance costs. 

Groux said the $362,688 figure hinged 
on Town Meeting approval of rate in¬ 
creases for water fees and a user sewer- 
use charge as well as the use of a number 
of special funds, including the 
Stabilization Fund and the Sale of Lands 
Account. 

Should Town Meeting fail to approve 
these charges and uses, Groux said 
Winchester’s budget picture could 
change dramatically, with the school 
committee’s share of additional cuts 
growing to $710,675 while the town would 
be forced to trim $1,076,513. 

Groux is prevented under the Charter 
from making changes in the School 
Committee’s budget.

Prop. 2Y2 Cuts: 


Editor's Note: Town Manager Tom 
Groux has suggested the following 
town government cuts in meeting the 
requirements of Proposition 2.5. 

Police Department 

No policemen eliminated. Six 
school crossing guards, the half-time 
log officer, cuts in overtime and the 
reduction of vehicle requests from 
four to two. Cuts in this department 
total $70,000. 

Fire Department 

Four firefighter’s positions. 
However, with one fireman set to 
retire and three positions presently 
unfilled, no firelighter will lose his 
job. Other cuts include overtime cuts. 
Proposed cuts total $72,500. Of that 
figure, $62,000 will come in the four 
position cuts and in overtime cuts 
while $10,500 will come in the area of 
material and supply requests. 

Health and Social Services 

Elimination of a 30-hour per week 
staff clerical position, leaving a single 
professional position at the Council on 
Aging. Reduction in the contracted 
services from the Mystic Valley 
Mental Health Association from 


$20,000 to $5,000. Elimination of 
contracted services from the Central 
Middlesex Association for Retarded 
Citizens, resulting in a $5,000 savings. 

General Government Support 

Elimination of one full-time 
professional position in the Town 
Manager’s office. In addition, the 
elimination of a full-time professional 
position in the Comptroller’s office 
and the reduction from four full-time 
to three full-time and one half-time 
positions in the Town Clerk’s office. 
The elimination of a summer, 
seasonal position in the Engineering 
Department. 

Building Department 

Elimination of one half-time 
clerical position. 


DPW 

Elimination of seven positions, all 
by attrition. Four of those positions 
were eliminated when Town Meeting 
voted to cut garbage collection last 
December. Two are clerical positions 
while the final position is in the parks 
and school grounds maintenance 
area.
